Towns, fo far back, as to be obliged either to have Re- 
courfe to the infertility of their own Brains, for fome romantic Begin- 
ning of them, or elfe to be beholden -to fi^ulous Authors who have done 
the Bufinefs to their Hands. 

Our Englilh Hiftory can ihew the Truth of my Aflertion, if we on- 
Iv giv^ ourlelves the Trouble to look into fbme ^f the Monkifh Au- 
thors of it. (^) 

Whereas nothing can be a real Advantage to the Stihjeft an Author 
treats upon, which does not carry along with itfuchEvidence either po^ 
fitive or circumftantial, as is fufficient to .gain the Credit of the difcern*- 
ing Readers. 

A coniiftent Account gathered from well attefted Fafts, and drawn 
•from a curious and judicious occular Infpeftion, after having duly 
compared Things with Things, like a Reading "Glafs which only clears 
up the Letters but neither magnifies or diminiflies tbem,fervestne Rea- 
der to fee the Truth in a projper Light ; but as fuch a 'Glafs the farther 
the Obje£t is removed from its true Focus, reprefents the fame the 
more and more dim : So the farther an Author retires into the dark Re--

firm that Qa) Coilus a Britiih King was buried in it, A. M. 3832. Stipv 
pofe we grant that it is not at all incredible that thefe Colonies of Brt'* 
tains might be under the Government of a Chief of that Name, who- 
might have chofen to be buried hereabout ; yet to conclude from fuch 
a loofe AffertioB, that the Foundation ot the Town of Nottingham was* 
laid near a Thouland Years betore the Chriftian jEra, is as ridiculous- 
as if an Author fliould write theHiftory of Nenxi^Tork or Philadelphia^ 
and fliould affirm that one of thefe Places was ot a thoufand, the other of 
fifteen hundred Years ftanding, becaufe fo long ago fome Indian Hutta 
had flood upon the very Spots, where now thefe Cities are built. Here 
we leave the Britains^ and in the next Place enquire whether the Ko^ 
mans were the Founders of this Place.

Yi'mgoi Scots, between A. M. 3640 & 50, G(?/7«j a Briti/h Kinp, invaded Scot-' 
land J that the Sritains were beaten and Cc////5 il'ain, and according to hfs Eftate, 
folemnly buried at Troinovatitum the ancient Name for London. The fame Author 
in his Hiftofy oi England ukes no Notice of this Coilus^ but in p. 73 mentions one 
of that Name, who A C. 12;. fucceed^d his Father. MatiuSy- otherwife called 
Meurig^ and died at 7e)rJt 16^, leaving Xm^imj his Succeflbr. This laft is out of 
the Queftion^ whilft the firft is faid to be buried at London^ and if he had been 
interred at >fo///«fgi6tf«, A; M. 383a, he muft- be near two hundred Years old, if 
Hollinfied^s Chronology be true j fo confufed and contradictory to each, other are 
our Hiftorians when they look back beyond the Romans.

anhighTewerto be ere&ed, fiirnilhed wdtfa Lights for the Service of Ma- 
riners. Of this kind many more Inftances might be brought, which to a- 
void too^reat Prolixity 1 omit, thus what rhe Reverend Antiquary ha« 
rfidvaneed in fome Meafure proves, that, at or very near the Place where 
JNbttiigiutm is built, there was a Roman ScutieD) but it does not make out 
that there was either a Briti/b or Roman Town, built on the top of 9obn 
Siotifts dolorous Hift. l^or fny part if I confider that the Fofle way is on 
the South of the River ^rent^ and that the Romans always made their VaU 
Jim 00 the South'fide and where the Ground was rifing, I can hardly for-

Town not built till many Ages after, and that from the remarkablenefs of 
the many Caves in the oppolite Rock they might give the Station the Name

Dr, Stukekv informs us of, that one Mir. Cooper^ a Man of 7a Years of Age, 
told him, that there was found at JViifbrd a rot of Roman Coins, a Town 
which lies on the fame fide of the River, and at a very little Diftance from 
Mridgefiord^ the High-Road only, parting the Parilhes. A learned Gentle-

one ipacious Plac6 to another till he came as tar as the n^per End of Pilcher'- 
gate^ and under a fmall Clofe at prefent the Property of fobn SberWin^ Efq; 
one of his Majefty'« Juftices ot the Peace for the County of Nottingham at 
large, and oppofite to his Dwelling Houfe : He the faid Goddard fays, chat 
in oce of theie Places, he found a \Vooden Cup and a Wooden Cann^ which 
feenicd to be found' and whole, but tEat when he took hold of them, they 
mXDulderedf into Duft. Thefe Pkces being of the Get bis Order, Icdnje&ure 
to hivvb been contrived ia the Time of the Heptarchy,, wfa^n the Danes who 
wew Pagans, nf)ade frieqiaent Inroads into the Kingdom of Mercia^ where 
they in a more extraordinary manner exercifed their Cruelty upon Ntins 
and Friers, and indeed Chriliian PrieHs of all kinds. To tbefe they • might

200 Years before. (/) 

What if I hav^cutofFa confiderable number of chimerical Ages, 
during which this Town is fuppofed to have had its pretended being ; 
yet dare I be confident, that no Perfon of Underilauding will diflent 
from'me when I fay : That a namelefs Town, faid to be built at a certain 
Time, and of which not the leaft mention is made by any Hiftorian tor 
above 1600 Ye&rs after, may be looked upon with the fame Eye, as if 
no fuch Place had ever been. 

This Town notwithftanding the Hardihips it has undergone from 
Time to Time by the Inroads and Ravages of the Danesy appeared at 
the Norman Conquejt fo confiderable as the Reader has juft now obfer- 
ved. And here we will ftop our Courfe of Enquiry for a while, refer- 
ving the farther Progrefs of the Town oi Nottingham to th« fequel* of 
our Hiftory, only^ this may be added before we conclude, that about 
lixteen Cities claim'a feniority oi Nottingham ^ among which, one, (I 
meanthe famous City of Oxford) were the fabulous Tales] curtailed 
would hardly dare to claim an Equality of Age 5 for till King Alfred 
the great took Notice of it, it was only fupported by a Legend of a 
pretended Miracle wrought by St Fridefmae. (g)

where formerly Par] iamentary Boroughs reduced to Poverty, defiring 
to be excufed fending Members to Parliament have by tha/t loft their 
Right,andfeveral of thofe have by late Application with Difficulty 
recovered the fame by frelh Grants, fdme in the Reign (hj oi Philip 
2,\\A Mary yfomt oi( i) Q^^tn Elizabeth^ {ome of (k) James the ift. 
and fome even fo lately as Charles t. ^ Very tew of the whole Number 
have continued in a tolerable Condition, and fewer are flourifhing now. 

Besides thefe, there are aboutiix Cotemporaries with our Town, of 
which l*attt!tcn^ uamworth. Bridgeport^ and Ip/kuich made an eq^iialFigure 
with NottinghamxnEd'wardxYit Coufeffjor^s Time. But Nbrthamptofshai then 
but 60 Burgefles, and Lin-Regis which is now in a flourifhing State, was 
then the leaft conliderable ot all the fix. 

In fliort thus much may be faid in.pure Juftice t6 thfe l^Iace which is 
the Subje'Q: of my Pen j that the Town oi Nottingham fairly- can claim 
as a Town of Note the Age ot 900 Years, aef a conliderable Borough 
700, as a Mayor's Town 45*7, (and that even the Metropolis of the 
Kingdoni of -E/nif/^ir// has not been governed by a Mayor above 100 
Years longer.) As a Pai'lianentary Borough 460 Years, during which 
Time it has conftatitly fent two- Burgelfes to Parliament, and (m a. 
County (^which Honour and Advantage but a very fmali Nniiliber ot 
Boroughs are poflefled of^ 2^« Year*. 

That it has undergone both Fire and Sword, and weathered all the 
Viciffitudes of Time, holding up its Head, ever Trading, hardly at any 
Time wanting fomeprofitable Mamffaftury or other to employ the poor, 
conftantly advancing, and at this Time enjoying the moft profperous 
' State it ever was blefled with, or any inland Town can hope for. The 
Truth of all which will clearly difcoveritfelf to the Reader in the 
followicg Sheets.

HAT part of the Sritains which by the Romans were cal- 
led Coritaniy and which afterwards in the Time of the Sax- 
ons became a part of the Kingdom 6fiWifrri/jr, * is the very 
fame large Traft of Land, which in this our Time is divided 
into the Counties of Nortiampton^ZeicfJlery Rutland^ Lin- 
€ohy fDerby and Nottin^ham^ the Capital of this laft and 
whence it has received its Name, is the Tov/n ofNortiffgb^m^ 
the healthful,advantageous and delightful Situation of which, 

S defervedly gives it the Pre-eftiinence above moft inland 

Towns in the Kingdom of England. It lies almoft in the Middle, equidiftant from 
Serivick upon Tweed Northward, and Southampton Southward, nor is there any great 
diiFerencc m the Diftance of our Town from Softon Eaftwafd, and from Chefter Weft- 
ward. 

I T is placed in the Southweft Corner of that ancient and famous Poreft of Shir- 
woody built upon a foft Rock the Surface of which is a Sandjj Soil. On the Eaft,Weft 
and North Sides it Is encompafled with divers Ridges of Hills of an eafy Aflent, of 
which the remoteft are the higheft j thefe Hills protect it from the Inclemency of the

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rieid Seafons of the Tear, whilft on the South Side it receives the enlivening Beam<' 
of a Meridian Sun, and is at the fame Time fanned by the refrefhing Breezes of a 

Southerly Wind. 

HERE from an high perpendicular Rock it not only overlooks a large Plain of 
rich Meadows of its own ^ but commands a Horizon of the Compafs of many Miles in- 
cluding that fertile Vale oiSdvoiry which fo plentifully furni/hesit with the beftof 
Barley whereof the Inhabitants make great Advantage. This Ro<;k is fo high, 
that many of the Bafesof the Houfesbuilton the £dge of it, are at leaft one third 
higher then the Tops of fome Houfes in the Narro*vcmarfby a ftreet juft under the 
Rock. On this Side the Town in the Middle, adorned with many ftately new Build- 
ings, the Caftle on the left, aad Sneimon and Col*wick Hills on the right, prefent the 
Travellers coming from tlje South with a furprifingly grand and magnincent Prof- 
pofl, in the framing of which (it is hard to fay) whctner Art or Nature has the great- 
eft Share j a Profpeft which puts even a Pcrlon the moft acquainted with all the Parts 
of £!«g/^;7J to a ftand, to Name its equal. Near the Foot ot this fteep Rock, glides' 
along a fmall River, which befides the great ufe it is of, to feveral Trades, who live 
near it, furni/hes the Town with a fuificient Quantity of Water, for cleanlinefs 
and all other Ufes. -At a little Mile's Diftance farther So uth there runs a navigable 
River, abounding in variety of Fifh, this yearly overflows its Banks, and impregnates 
the Meadows, which are hippily placed between the two Currents. 

N O R is the South Side only blefled with all the Advantages, fof on the- North, 
North-weft and South-weftSides, are fpacious Fields belonging to theTown, of which 
in former Times fome ufed annually to be fown with Corn, when the Fertility of the 
Sbil was obferved fuch, that the Ground which had born one Year a plentiful Crop of 
Corn, would yield the next a good Crop of Hay, * thefe are now almoft all encloied 
and very luxuriant on Account of the Plenty of Manure this Town afford?. 

SOMEWHilT farther North of thefe Fields t^iere are two large Coppices appef- 
tzxnmg to 'Nottingham^ and thence called Nottingham Coppices^ which formerly 
were well ftored with Oaks and Underwood, one ofthefe, vtz. the upper Coppice is 
cleared and turned into Pafliare Land, the lower Coppice is ftill tolerably well provi- 
ded with Underwood, neither is it altogether deftitut^ of Timber. 

ON the North fide of the Town are .two Springs, one arifes almoft at the Foo: 
of the laft mentioned Coppice, it is walled in and covered with a Tiled Roof, 
the wafte of it runs in a fmall Channel throuerh the midft of the Fields, of this more 
hereafter. The other fprings forth about half-way between theTown and th« former, it 
is not quite fo large, is alfo walled about and an Iron Di/h ufed to hang by a Chain for 
Paflengers to drink at, the Wafte of this, firft runs into a Stone Trough, and thence 
in a fmall Trench proceeds and falh ipto the Channel of the former, thus forming one 
Current they make their way by the fide of the Town and caft themfelves into the 
Zrr;;. Theft Springs are of tne fame ufe to^the Cattle on the Nprthj as the Rivers 
are on the South fide, the other parts of the Fields which' are fomewhat remote fronti 
both, are nioftly provided with Wells. 

THUS were a'Xaturalift in Queftof an exquifite Spot to build a Town or City 
in-jon, could he meet with one that woiiLl better Anfwer nis Wi/laes ? 
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HAVING now taken a View of the happy Situation in general, we will proceed to 
the Examination of the Town itfelf, which even fo early as the Heptarchy was famed 
for a ftrong Tower, wherein the Danes once fufferM a Blockade forfome Time. 

E D W>V A R D the Elder for the better Securit^r and Defence of this Place, in- 
circled it with a ftrong Wall, about the Year of Chrift 910. And William I in the fe- 
cond Year of his Reign did build a Caftle on the fame Rock where the old Tower 
flood. The Wall of^the Town did join the outer Wall of the Caftle and thence ran 
Northward to Chappel-Bar. Of this are manifeft Footfteps -remaining. About the 
>lidway between the Caftle and Chappel-BarJn part of the Ditch where now a Re- 
fervoir is made, (of which in another Place) are lome Ruins ftill to be feen of a Pof- 
tern which was erefted in Obedience to a Precept of Henry III. dated -Ofifo^^r iS. 
56 Henry III. * whereby he commands ** Hs Sailiffs artd Surgejfts of Npttingkam 
" ivitkout Delay to make a Vcftern in tfe W^ctlloftkefiid Tojvti, r.ear the Cajlte to- 
." ixardsLentorty offuchaSreadthandHeigkttbat tivo armed Horfemen carry ingtito 
** Lances on their Shoulders might go in and out^ TtAfr^yvilliam Jircbbifitop of York 
" bad appointed it ^ who made the -KW underjland that it *was expedient for him and 
" his ueirs^ and for the Caftle and Tokvn.^^ From this Poftern a Bridge went over 
the Town Ditch, which Place though now filled up as well as the whole Ditch be- 
tv/een this and Chappel-JBar, bears to this Day the Name ofSoJlon-Sridge si Corrup- 
tion of yc/?^r«-5?ri^^f. The Ditch itfelf is now converted into Kitchen Garden?, 
and is call ed at this Time Sutt'tDyke^ from fome neighbouring Butts where the 
Townfmen ufed to cxercife themlelves^ in fliooting at a Mark with Bows ani 
. Arrows. 

CHu4^^ EZ-S ARwAs the only ancient Gate which had efcaped the Injuries 
* of Time, and was preferved entire 'till the Year 1743, when it was pulled down 5 un- 
der it on each Side was an arched Room of a Pentagonal Figjure, of which that 
which hadii Door opening under the Middle of the Gate was a Guard -Room, the 0- 
ther, the Door of which laced the Eaft, was a Chappel for the Conveniency of the 
^Guard, this had given the Gate the Name of Chappel-Bar , it was long fince turned 
into a Brewhoufe, late in the Tenure of Mr. Thomas Haiikfhy^ once an Alderman, and 
for fome Time Mayor of Nottingham^ to whofe own Houfe it was contiguous. In-fo- 
much that where Several Altars (rood. Coppers, Mafh-Tubs and other Utei;fils fill up 
: the Room, wjbich has given Occafion to the following Lines : 

Here Priefts of old turned Wafers into God, 

And gave poor Laymen Bread, for Flefh and Blood, 

But now a Liquid Myft*ry-s here fet up. 

Where Prieft and Layman both, partake the Cup. 

On the Top of this Gate at the Eaft End, exadlly in the middle, did grow one of the 
greater fort of Maples, vulgarly called a Sycamore Tree, part of tKe Branches of 
which covered an Afbour where fix People might conveniently fegale themfelve*?. 
"The North half of this Top was very neatly difpofed into Beds of various Fi- 
gures and turned into apleafant Garden, where befides many different kindsofFlow- 
.-ers, a beautiful variety of Tulips has formerly from on high challenored all the Gar- 
.dens in Nottingham, Had the other half uhich was in different Hands and did lie

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uncultivated, been managed in ti£e manner, both would have made a Garden of acoa- 
fiderable Extent, and given a pretty lively Idea of the Babylonian hanging Gardens. 

FROM Ctappel'Sar farther North and round to the Eaft, the true ancient Wall is 
not to be traced aoove Grouni, however, there are very old Perfons ftill living, 
who being Labourers have within thefe 20 Years, met when digging, with that old 
Wall in different Places, and by what they have /hewn me, I may reafonably Conjec- 
ture that from the Bar it went flanting through a Clofe called Roper's Clofe and the 
next to it, thence crofling the Mansfield Road, along behind the North of the Sack- 
fidej crofs Soot- Lane by or under a Summer-houfe called Dr. Grr/r'z;^'i Summer-houfe, 
through a Clofe called "^Pannier Clofe crofs the North Road and Back-fide excluding 
the Houfe of Correftion, along part of Coalpit-lane and through a Cherry Orchard 
at prefent the Property of Jobn Sheritin Elg; and on the outfide of two Clofes be- 
longing to the fame (Gentleman, where a Ditch is obferved to run towards the Neiv- 
ark Road, thence it mounted again and croffing at the End of Cartergate, extending 
Wcftward along the Rock by the Coal-yard to the HoUo'vc-fione^ where a Portion of 
the Wall was lately vifible. The UoUow-fione being a narrow Paflage cut out 
of the Rock, the South Entrance into the Town, was fecured by a ftrong Port-cuUice, 
of which not long ago there were plain Marks to be feen ; within this Gate on the 
Left hand going up to the Town, iuft turning the Elbow of the Hollow -ftone, there 
was a Cavity cut into the Rock, able to hold about 20 Men, with a Fire-place in it 
and Benches fixed, befides a Stair-Cafe cut out of of the fame Rock ; this had been 
a Guard-houfe, and the Stair-Cafe leading up to the Top of the Rock, was for Centi- 
nels to Spy the Enemy at a Diftance } this no doubt was of good Service to the Par- 
liament Party during the Civil War, if it was not contrived by them. A little far- 
ther up the Hollow-ftone, agfainft and upon the Rock there ftood anHoufe the Property 
of his Grace the Duke oi Kingftoriy who upon Application made to him, has given 
Leave to the Corporation to pull it down, being generoufly willing to forward their 
Defign of making the HoUo'vo-ftoKe * a more gradual Defcent and enlarging the South 
Entrance into the Town, fo that two or more Carriages may conveniently pafseach 0- 
ther, to which Purpofe Men werefetto Work on Tuefday the JjthoHDecember 1740, 
and this ufeful and pleafant Way into the Town was compleated in a few Weeks. 
On the Top of the Rocks on the left fide of the Paflage into Nottingham Town, the 
Workmen met with a Portion of the Town-Wall, the Stones of which were fo well 
cemented, that the Mortar exceeded them in Hardnef«. Hence the Wall extended 
itfelf silonfr Stort-Hill^nd the Hie:i-Vavef?!enty at the lower End of which it runs 
down a Hill called Sri>/"fw<?rf -////?, and at the Bottom forms an Acute Angle, and 
runs again up Mont-lane^ in^a kind of a Curve to the IVeek-day-Crofs ; both thefe Paf- 
fages are open, and it is ditficult to guefs how they were formerly Kcured, or v/hether 
they are of a more modern date, as well as the Long-ffairs by Afalin-hilL The Wall 
continued alons: behind theHoufes o( x\\q. Middle '\Pavtmcnt &over afrain^Sridle/mitlb' 
^^^fr, there flood an ancient Poftern,'till within thefe loYearson the Eaft fide of which, 
'where now the SuWs-tcad i<^, wasa Gatehoufe, where aGuard was kept, as is to this Day 
plainly to be feen j ontheWeft fiJe ftood an Houfe formerly called Vout-Hall^ :toncc

the prefent Proprietor. From this Gate the Wall eroes to Lijter -gate the bottom of 
riie jLoiV'l^avement^ where tho' built upon, it is ftill vifible in divers Places. Here, 
I mean at the End of Lijier-gate^ over againft ^eter-lane^ in the Remembrance of 
fome old Perfons were to be feen the Marks of a Stone Gate leadinff towards the Ri- 
ver Leen* From hence the Wall on Account of the Buildings in Caftle-gate is quite 
hid, but it feems more then probable that it went along the South Side of Cafile- 
gatCy including St. Nicholases Church-yard and fo run upon the Rock Weft to join the 
Caftle near Sretvhoufe-yard, Infomuch that Cartergate^ Fiptrgate^ the Narrow 
and ffro/iJ-Mar/h, and all other Streets and Buildings, between the Meadows and the 
South Rock of the Town, made a Suburb. And this is what I have been able to gather 
concerning the ancient Wall of this Town, which was built fo long ago as 830 ' Years. 
But I fhould not forget to take Notice of a Wall pf lefs Antiquity which runs from 
Gi&^/>/>^/-S^r in a ftrafght Line Northward to C(?<;?/pi>-/<j?;?^ and excluded part of the 
Ground between Cbapfel'Sar SLTid Srcad'lane. This Wall is plainly aifcernable, 
it ferving for a Foundation to many Houfes between the Gate and Cow-lane^ and 
where now a Middle Row of Houfes is built at the End of Coiv-lane^ there ftood a 
Gate facing the North, and the Town Wall is ftill to be feen in the Cellars of thefe 
Houfes. Probably this Wall was erefted in H(nry II. Reign, after Robert Duke of 
GlotiCfJler had demoliftied it, in the War between King Stej^jken and Emprefs 
Maud. 

THE Houfes in this Town, as well as all the Kingdom over,(if we. exceptChurchea^ 
and fome other Public Buildings,) the King's and Nobleman's Caftles ana Royal Pa- 
laces wirh fome few private Gentlemen's Seats, were from the Time of the Saxons to 
the Reign of King lunry VIII, * generally Wood and Plaifter, and tho' Hiftory in- 
forms us that Alfred the Great was the firft Introducer of Brick and Stone Buildings in 
the Year of Chrift 886, yet did they not become common 'till many Ages after. The • 
Roofswere moftly thatched with Straw orReeds 5 And the firftTiledlloufeinJNi?///;/^- 
tatn appears that ot Mr. Stanton on the Lcng-Roiv late the Unicorn Inn, in whofeWri- 
tin^s it IS exprefled, that this Houfe was bi;ilt in the Year 1503, the firft that was Ti- 
led and the laftonthe Lcng-Roiv.. The. Floors commonly were Plaifter, and even^

.. fit thif "Day thcCe fort Floors are here ftill much in Ufe. It is perhaps peculiar to this 
^fown and Neighbourhood, that the Inhabiunts did put a great deal more Timber in- 
to their Building:8 than in many other Towns, and that on Account of the great Plenty 
of good Oak which the Foreft of Shirwood affoided them, they were grown fo lavi/h 
•as to make the Steps of their Stair-cafes not of Boards but folid blocks of Timber, the 

, Truth of this (tho' very few of thefe ancient IJoufes are now remaining) may be feen 
in the laft Houfe in St. 'Peters Church -yard n^ar Teter-^atey and alfo in theFriers in 
Moot hall-gate f commonly called Fryar-Utie : Nay farther, on the Foreft it has been 
pbfcrved, that the firft Floor has been mavle of lolid Summer Trees, fqaared and 
clofely joined together. The Date of the oldeft Brick Houfe I meet with, is that of 
the Green-Draion^ a Public: Houfe on the Lo/jg-Ro'tc 1615 j the Window Frames of 
this are Stone, the manner of Building in King* ^/r;»^i I. and Charles ifts. Reign, 
Many Houfes were afterwards built of Brick during the Civil War, when this Town 
happened to be on the ftroi<reft and moft fortunate Side, and foon after the Reftorati- 
on Nottingham put on quite anew Face, fince which Time many of the Inhabitant; 
hnve taken to new Fronting their Houfes after the neweft Faihion, fome with Parapet 
Walls, followin.q: the Example of JVilliam Topkdv^ [Son of an Alderman of that Name 
,who was remarkable for being in I "SSi, the hrft Mayor by King Charles H's new 
Charter] a confiderable Number of handfome Houfes have of late been built by 
Wealthy Tradefmen, and more are daily b.iilding, a manifeft Proof of the increafe of 
JRiches amon^ the Inhabitants, owing chiefly to a beneficial Manufaflury, which as it 
Kid its TunElum Saiiens^ not above five Miles from this Town, fo the greatcft Advan- 

^ tage of it feems of late Years to center here. 

AND tho' Towns of confiderable Bufinefs and a flour i/hing Trade, feldom gi ve 
.^Gentlemen great Encouragement to be fond of fettling in them, yet this muft be faid 
Sox our Town, that the healthful Air, the pleafant Site, and the plejity of all forts of 
Nece^aries as well as Conveniencies of Life, maugre all other Objaaion?, has even 
very lately induced fome Gentlemen to build themfe Ives Manfion Houfes in it, the 
laft of thefe are Sir WilliamVarfotfs^ who built a very convenient Habitation on the 
.4Sfccrr-Ai7/, nexttoa well finifhed Houfe of the late 7bA« Swry Efq^ and Roth'xeU 
IVilloughby Efqj Brother to the Right Honourable the Lord Middle ton^ on the upper 
,End of the Lo-iv-pavement^ has adorned that Place, and enriched the South Proipe£l 
of the Town with a beautiful Fabric 5 befides all thefej Thurland-Hall otherwif6 
Clare-Hall belonging to his Grace the Duke of Neiixaftky and the Houfe of the Ho- 
nourable JVtlliam ^ierefbnt Efqj * now the Property of JTohn Tlumjptre Efqj thtf'

THE Weft Entrance into •>7(r/r/f;ri?'^w offers to the Travellers View a Market 
Place infpacioufnefs fujjerior tomoft*^ inferior to very few * (if any) in the Kingdonri, 
graced with many beautiful Buildings. This Place has fince the Year 17 ii, recei- 
ved great Additions j here the grahd Saturday Market and all the Fairs are kept. It . 
was formerly divided lengthways in two by a Wall Breaft-high, which had openings 
at proper Diftances to pafs from one fide to the other. On the North fide, 1. e. by 
the L<jng-R(ni\^zs kept the great Market of Corn and Malt, Oat-Meal and Salt, and 
and many Stalls and Booths tented for Milliner*, Pedlars, Sale-ihops, Har^lware Men, 
&c. with Bakers, Turners, Brafiers, Tinmen, Chandlers, ColIa!'-makerF^ 
Gardiners, &c. On the South fide between the Wall and a large hanging Bank was 
the Horfe-Market, not paved, called the Sands 5 on the Eaft End of the juft mentio.n- 
ed Bank all forts of fawn Timber, as Boards, Planks, Quarters, Pannels, and all kinds 
of SttafF, for Carpenters, Joyners, and Coopers was fold, which has given an handfome 
Row of Houfes built along this Bank, the Name of Tlmber-hiU, On the remaining 
part of this Bank, were every Saturday placed Sheep folds for the ufe of the Country 
People, who bring Sheep to fell. Weft of the Horle-Market under Fryar-Row and 
Angel'Ro'-Jo was kept the Beaft- Market, this extended as far as* the Market Wall 
reached /'./. to the End of Searivard-hne and at the skirt of this between Frier-Row 
and the Sheepfolds, was the Swine Market. Atthe Eaft End of the Market-Pface 
between the Zofjg-Roif and Cuck-ftccl-Rc^jc are two large Shambles called the old 
and new Shambles. In the old are ^4 feveral Butcher's Stalls, over them is a Room 
(>fa confiderable Length and Breadth floored over with a ftrong Plaifter Floor, atthe 
V\ eft End of which was an open, Breaft-high, whence the whole Market might be 
viewed, here formerly the Fair?,- &c. ifedto te proclaimed. In the South-WeftCor- 
r.er of them wa? a Square Room wainfcottcd and feated about, where the Mayor, She- 
riffs and other Officers ufed to meet in order to walk the Saturday Market, (a Cuftora 
now left off) in this Room alfo ufed to fit the Steward or his Deputy all Day long, on 
the Market. Day, to enter Actions, take Bail, &c. all which he now does at his own 
lioufe. In the Remainder of this large Place on both Sides^were Shops of divers 
TtJaJefmen with a large PaflTage between. Atthe Weft End of the South fide of this*. 
Room ufed to ftand fome Haberdalhers of Hat^, over againft them on the North fide 
itood Country Grocers and Mercers, as the People ufed to call theth, coniing from' 
Mansfidd^ Lougkbcroughy Mount -Sor rely 8ic. whence this Room was called the Spice- 
Chamlery a Name it bears to this Day, all the reft of theShops on both Sides were oc- 
cupied by Leatherfdlers, and Glovers, thefe 'till the Year 1747, took lipalmoftthe' 
whole Pl^ce. %-

O N the North and outfide of thefe Shambles ufed to ftand Fiihmongers and Fi/h- 
ermen, 

TH E New-Shambles which contain 26 Stalls for Butchers, adjoin to the old onesj 
on the South-fide over thefe is likewife a long Room where in Tinve paft the Tan- 
ners after they had done buying raw Hides ufed to ftand the Remainder of the Day to 
fell bend Leather. South of the New-Shambles are two Rows of Building with a 
paved Paflage between, call'd the Sboemaker-Sootbs^ where on a Saturday the Men 
of that Trade keep Market, but all the Week befide they are /hut up. South of thefe 
over againft Peck-Lane, ufed to ftand all the Rope-makers. On the Weft End of 
Shoemaker- Booths, did ftand fuch as fold Northern Cloths, Hampfhire and Burton- 
Kerfeys, and near them was to be had great Store of Houfewives Cloth both Linnen 
and Woollen. 

' I N this great Market-Place ufed to be two Croffes, the firft on the Weft End of 
the Long-Row near SUep-Lane feated about ten Steps high with aPillar in the Mid- 
dle, c^ed the Mak-Crcfsy becaufe near it the Malt ufed to be fold ; here alljProcla- 
mations are read as alfo Declarations of War in the Face of a Full Market. The fe- 
cond ftoodon the Eaft End of the Market Place, oppofite to the firft, near the Sham- 
bles called the Sutter-Crofsy this had large Seats about it of four Heights and was co- 
vered with a large tiled Roof fupported by fix Pillars, here thofe fat who dealt in 
Butter, Eggs, Bacon, &c. near it was the Fruit-Marke^plentifully provided w.th all 
kinds of Fruit in Seafon. 

SUCH was the Face of the Market Place till within thefe Forty Years, fince 
which Time the Market-Wall has been removed, as well asthe Butter-Crofs and the 
ivhole Place well paved, the Malt-Crofs has likewife been altered, is now but four 
Steps high, has a raifed tiled Roof (the Top of which is adorned and rendered ufef ul 
by ftx Sun- Dials and a Fane) refts upon fix Pillars ; under this Roof and about this 
Crofs fit fuch as fell EarthernWare ooth courfe and fine.The Sheep-folds are removed 
to a Place not far diftant from this Market Place, and where the Butter-Crofs ftood, or 
rather between that and the Shambles, which looked before very bare, there is fince 
erefted a Brick-Building 123 Feet in length, the Front of wnich is fupported by 
Ten Stone Pillars, in the middle of this Front are three Niches of Stone, 
defigned for placing of the Statues of King George the ift, and the Prince 
and Princefs of If^ahs in them, but they remam ftill empty 5 above thefe 
is a Dial with an Hour Hand, and on the Top of all the Building is placed the 
Statue of yuftice^ between the Pillars and fome Shops and the Shambles 
is an open Walk, in the middle of which is a broad Stair Cafe leads up into the long 
Room where the Tanners were wont to fell theirLeather,this has now a boardedFloor 
and two Chimneys in it j here the Mayor and Sheriffs give their Michaelmas Enter- 
tainments &c. on the the left Hand a few fteps higher is the Court were the Affizes 
andSefiions were held for the Town, which formerly ufed to be done in the old Town 
Hall, and whither, fince the late reparation, (new Fronting and otherwife beautifying 
of it) they are again removed. This Building is called the Kiiv-Change 5 it coft the 
Corporation 2400/. Notwithftanding all thefe Alterations the feveral Dealers or 
Market People keep to the fame Spots or as near to them as they can, where they ufed 
to vend their different Commodities, except, that Timber is not now brought to Mar- 
ket, but fold on Wharfs and in Yards, neither do the Rope-makers at this Time ftand 
in the Market, and thofe who fell Fi/h have at prefent their ftands before the Neiv*

ever I would not be fufpecled to doubt, that e*er long the Gentlemen Juftices of the 
County, will agree on tome expedient for the Honour of their Country and in Buty 
and Regard to his Majefty, (whofe Reprefentatives the Juftices of Amze afe) for e- 
reding a Building worthy ot themfelves, and fuitable for the Reception of the Mini- 
iler's of Juftice.

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Nottingham hts in senertt one BBhefit Kardly to be matchM by any other of theK mg- 
dom, to wit: Thatthe Inhabitants are not onJy well provided with good Barley to turn 
into Malt and Ale (for svhich this Town is famed all over EnglaM) but that they • 
have alfo the beft, cooleft anddeepeft Rock Cellars, to ftow their Liqjuor in, many 
being zo, 2 4* to 36 fteps d^ep', nay in fome Places there are Cellafs v^ithin Cellars 
deeper and 'deeper in th.e Roclc^ but of all the Rock Cellars thofe which his Honour 
WiUougtky not many Years ago caufed to be hewed out, deferve the principal Notice 
for feveral Reafoh«,*and it is a Queftion whether there be any Rock Cellars to be 
.compared with them in the whole Kingdom. From the paved Yard even with the 
Brewhoufe, which is about iz Feet below the Level of the Ground Floor, thefe 
Cellars are 16 Feet perpendicular in depth, the Paffage leading down to them opens 
to the North, is arched and has 32 eafy Steps covered with Bricks, and receives light 
enough to make the defcentpleafant ; at the bottom you meet with three Doors, that 
which faces you leads to the greateft Cellar, the other two on each fide give entrance 
into two lefler Cellars 9 all three defcribe exaA Circles having harmifphericalRoQfs, 
the Center of ^ach is fuppprted by a proportionable roupn Pillar of Rock, the 
lefler have Bings all round them, and what is peculiarly remarkable is, that in folarge 
an extent of Rock requifite for three fuch confiderable Excavations there does not 
appear the leaft Crack or Flaw. 

THE Ihalloweft Cellars are made ufe of by Tradefmen for Store place* to keep • 
certain Goods in ^ others had large and level Floors in them with Cifterns and Kilns 
to fteep Barley and dry Malt in, of thefe there were verv many even fo lately as the 
latter part of toe Reignof KingC/^^r/<^5the ift, andiniome of thefe fubterraneous 
Malt Rooms, they ufed to> make Malt as kindly in the heat of the Sunuii.er, as above 
Ground in the beft Time of the Winter, and tno* thofe Malt Kilns were much lefs than" 
the Malt OfEces at prefent, ^^hich are alnioft all above Ground, yet. dje Number of 
the others and the working of them' all the Year round, made the yearly Quantity ve- 
ry confiderable, elfe thi< Town could never have lupplied with MzltyXarxaJbirei 
tlejhire^ Shroplhire^ Staffbrdfifire and the ^eak ofT^erbypire^ which ufed to bedone 
by Carriers and Hukfters, then commonly called Badgers, of whom thofe of Cbepirr 
ufed to make a double |Ceturn, by bringing .Salt from the \Vithes, and carrying back ^ 
Malt. 

THE Town of Nottirigbam h abouttwoStatute Miles, and the County ofthe Town • 
fpreads its Jurifdi£lion upwards pf ten Miles in Circumference, the Boundaries of 
which they carefully prefer ve by chpfing every half Year a certain Number of 
Perfons ofthe Town, neaded by one of the Coroners, which are called the MiddletOfh 
Jury 5 this Name I take td be a Contraflion of Middk-Taitcn-Jury^ not only becaufe' 
they are fummonedfrom amons:ft the Town s People in the Town, but becaufe they 
not only take Care ofthe extream Boundaries, but they likewife walk- through the 
Middle and every part ofthe Town, taking Notice of,andprefenting all Incroacnments * 
and Nufances. 

. SPEAKING of Nufaoces calls'tomyMind what I Jhould have mentioned 
before when I was fpeaking of BuHding in general, vtT^ my finding fome Time ago 
in the^Statute Books, a Title of a Statute of die 27th of Btnff^ the 8th. C. i. Fbr 
re-edifying Nottitigbam^ Glmuefier^ Nortbamfton and other l^owm. This put me to 
a Hand how this Decay fhogld come, not havmg either read or heard of any Fire,

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to Mr. Tlumptn^ who like wife not recolleftin^ to hare read of any bad Accident of 
fo modern a Date» went and did fee tbe Origthfl Statute, and wa9 fo crood as totranfnut 
to me the Preamble, which tbo* it does not relate the Canfe, yet telisustlie Condition 
this and other Towns were in at that Time : It is as follows :

THE ena£li ng part provider that if theOwners of tlie vacant and deca vedHonfes and 
Ground^jdo not re -edify the fame,within three Tears after Proclamation h>r that nnrpofe 
by thechief Map'iftratesof the Towns, thofe vacant and decayM Grounds, and Hoofes, 
Ihallfall to the Lords of theMdnoiiK,and if in three Years more thofeLords do not re- 
edify, then they /hall go to the Bodies Corporate of thofe Towns refpedively, and if 
they do not re-edify in three Years more tne, faid Grounds and Houfes (hall revert to 
their firft Owners. And there is then a faving to all Perfons under Age, under 
Coverture, in Prifon or beyond Sea, provided they re-edify within three Tears after 
ihe Disability is removed,.

If he thinks the Lines to be very old, they could not at all ttSeSt the Condition of 
Nonin^OMi in his Time. But fince they have fo bigiily pvavok*d his Indignation, 
Ut us lee whether the lojuitice done, the Townby them be fa great as he fain woidd 
make it. 

IN 1641 the Traveller efpecially in Winter, found the 7r/^r Lanes very dirty 
and after he had pafifed the Zhh Bridge, the very Faot of the Town eatledtfae Bridge- 
^nd, deep and mir^. At his firft Entrance into the narvow Pafiage which ufed^ to 
lead between two hiffh Precipices to the upper part of die Tbwn, he was from a par- 
cel of little Rock-houfes (i£ the Wind was Northerly) fainted with a Volley of 
fuSbcatiag fmoke, cauied by the burning of Gorfe and Tanners Knobs. Every Body 
luiows the Fragrancy afid Cleanlinda o£ Tanners, Fellviongeta and Carriers, many of 

which 



which were then difperfe^ all over the Town 5 the greateft thoroughfare in the Town^ 
SHdiefinifb'GatewviS then lined on both Sides with the rougheftkind of Black-fmithsj 
the Market Place though fpacious, yet was paved but on one Side, and on the other 
called the Sands it was very miry. That Place near St. Jeter's Church where 




Church-yard fide was low and dirty, and from the Rock of the Church-yard through 
XiVJ^r-Gnf^ to the Leen, was one continued Swamp an(* the Ground was not raifed 
and paved till the Tear *♦*♦** ( ^ ) when Mr. milsam Tkorp and Mr. Lilbf were 
Chamberlains. All this is evident by what People remember to have obferved with- 
in thefe40 Years, whence the Reader may judge whether the Author of the Diftich 
has done any more than delivered the naked Truth. To me it is plain that the Im- 
provement of the Town, by mending Roads and raifing and paving Streets as well as 
beautifying it with fightly Buildings, was a Task left to later Generations, who have 
indeed now done iteffedhially, and no Stranger who has taken the Pains attentively 
to confider the Situation and prefent Buildings, the State of Trade and ManufaAure^ 
the Plenty of Provifions brought to the Market, the excellent Malt Liquor brew'd at 
1^0/n;igi&^0i but will gladly fubfcribe to vibat is faid of them in the following

T H E Y are sfOYefncd after the fame manner of thofe in London^ by the Miniffer, 
two Churchwardens and a proportionable Number of O^erfeers of the Poor, to the 
extent of each Pari/h> except that they enjdy free Veftries, wherea? many in the Me- 
tropolis groan under the Aroitrary* Impofitions of felefl ones. Ours in Imitation of 
Z^;/J©;^haveereftedWork-Houfes, where their Poor are very well maintaitied at a 
much eafier and cheaper Rate then formerly. 

TH A T of St. Mary is built upon a piece of Wade Ground, fituated near to the 
Clayfield Pound between two Roads, one leading from the Gallow-Hill to Cow- 
Lane, the other from the fame Hill to Broad-Lane, which Ground this Parifh holds 
of the Corporation by Leafe dated the 5th of April in the I2th Year of the Reie:n of 
y^ing George I. 1726, for the Term of 099 Years, at the Yearly Acknowlederement 
of 0;;^ StiUirjgy to be paid annually at the Town-Hall on the 29th of Se ft ember. 

T H AT of St. Teter^ is built upon that fpot, where their /hare ofthe TVhite-Rents 
ftood, given to the three Pariihes by fyilUam Gregory^ Gent. See Seft. VII. 

St. ?//V/'cto'i Work-Houfe, ftandson a Piece of Wafte Ground, over agfainft the 
Caftle oi Nottmi^tanty held by Leafe ofthe Corporation, bearing Date ^une 27th in 
tie I ath Year of King Gccrgei.iji6lfor the fame Term anl upon the fame Condition, 
as St. Mary's. 

THE three Parifh Churches ftand upon Eminences, St. Mary's on the hififheft, 
viz. 23 Yards perpendicular above the Plain ofthe Meadows s St. ^aer^s ftands on 
a lower, viz. 12 Yards and an half j and St. iJicbolas^s on the ioWeft of all, to wit, 1 1 
Yards. 

THERE appears no certain Accounts when they were built or By whom found- 
ed, except concerninflr the Asre of St. Maty^^ Workman who was emplov'd in repair- 
ing the Weft End ofthe Church (then very mnchdecay'd) informs me that there was 
found a Dare cut out in one ofthe Timbers, which, tho' he could not precifely re- 
member, yet this he \\*as fure of, that it milde the- Church then upwards of Eleven 
hunired Years old. And indeed the oldeft part of the Building, befpeaks it of Sax-

A F TE R the Co que ft in the Reiern of Henry I. we find them all three mention-

O PPOS I T E to this Chappel, is another on the South-fidededicated to the Vir- 
^gin JUary^ as appears by the Will of Jhomas WiUoughby. 

IN this Churqh, were three Ch:\ntry's, via. the Chantry of St. Mary^ St. JameSf 
and Amyasyi^ Chantry, wjio was a Man of Note in this Town, aboutJS/n7ir(i the 3d. 
his Time(c) : Befides thcfe Dr. Ttoroton^ mentions a Guild or Fraternity of fix Priefts 
called the Guild of the Holy Trinity, whofe Houfe was on the High-pavement, called, 
even in this Authors Time, Trinity-Houfe : It ftood as I am informed, where now 
"Mrs. 4&w7/f '5 Stables are. At the South-Weft Corner, and clofe to the Church- 
yard, ftood the Chantry-Houfe, which is at this Time the Property of the Corporati- 
*on, it being granted to the Mayor and Burgeffes by King Ld'vcard VI. for the re* 
pairing ot Nottingham Bridges. 

FORMERLY the Windows of St. Mary's were adorned with a* great Variety 
Aof beautiful Figures ftained upon Glafs, of which very fmall Fcotfteps are remaining^. 
•The only whole Figure is that of St. Andre'X in a Window on the Norm-fide of the 



. fa) Thoroton, p. 497. . (d> he ivas Mayor ^Nottinfyhatn 
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Quire. In the NorA-Window of the Chappet'of All -Saints' are ftill to be feen a 
Head of the Virgin Mary on the Eafl-fide, and two Female Heads, of which one k 
that of AUry Magdalene. In the Eaft Window of this Chappel, almoft even wiA the 
top of the new Loft, are the Arms oi^Plumptre. In the tops of the Windows on the 
North Ifle were.the Fiorures of our S^ionr (good part of which is ftill remaininerjand 
the Apoftles, the Heads of feveral of them are leit. On the South fide of this Church 
nothing remains that can be made out. 

THE Weft End of this Church being in a tottering Conditioni.a Brief was obtain- 
ed for repairing the fame, in the Year 1726 

THIS Churchhad Organs before the Civil War, as my Anonymow Author in- 
forms me, who fays, that a few years before he wrote his Account of Nottingham^ a 
certain Perfon, (tnen ftill living) when Churchwarden, fold the Organ-Pipes, and 
left the empty Cafe in its Piace» which was over the Lion and Unicorn, at the en- 
trance into tiie Quire. Since that Time there were no Organs till the Reign of 
Queen Anne, wBen about 1704 by the Subfcrii>tion of the Parifhioners, Organs were 
purchafed ,and fet up at the Weft End of the middle Ifle ; thefe Organs being very 
much out of Order, were by Order of the Veftry taken down, and Mr. Swabrkk of 
WartJCick an eminent Organ-Maker was employed in 1742, at the Charge of 'the 
whole Pari/h, not only to repair the old one throughly^ butxaenlargeifwith a Choir- 
Organ, all which he has performed fo Mafterly, that none hears the Inftrument but 
commends the Maker. 

THIS Church ha<valfo a Ring of fix very Mufical Bells, the Infcriptiona of them 
you will fee in the following Table. . 

THE firft-fiell memioas but me Chivch^Warden, (very liketf the orther mightthen 
be lately dead.) On the 2d and 6ch I find three Church- Wardens, which I cannot Iblvie 
any other way, then that perhaps the Church Warden eleft for the next Year might 
be complimented 5 there appears no Datcon the 6th Bell, but hw the modern Lan- 
guage of both Infcriptioti!?, tnis Bell muft have been caftfince me Reformation. The 
Dates of the reft of the Bells fhew them evidently to have beenfo.

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BEFORE I leave the Channel I muft take Notice of an old Piece of Paint- 
ing upon the Wall over the Veftrv Door, almoft effaced, which I have often attentive- 
ly look'd upon : Ofthiswhatis left, and may be difcover'd without the help of a 
ftrong Imagination, IS the Fifirure of a Man of a Gigantic Size, with his Right Arm 
bent upwards and the Hand inward^, theLeftArm and Shoulder is in part worn out but 
the Hand is fo placed in the Side, that without doubt it had been a Kembo 5 his Face 
feems to be looting towards his rifirht Side, his Legs Handing in Water, to denote 
which the plainer (lor it was certainly done by a very indifferent Hand) a Tiih is 
painted fwimming between them $ on his Left at a Diftance are ftill to be feen a few 
lloufes, and in the Water there feems to appear two Heads of Ships. The Table of 
the King*s Arms is fixed over the middle oftheBody and covers part of the Ler:^ 
On the right Hand there is the Figure of a Fryar looking and holding up fomething 
like a Book in his left Hand. 

PROM thefe obfcure Traces I readily concluded that the great Figure was to 
reprefent St. Cbrijiopker^ havingf never met with any Roman Catholick Saint which 
is piftur'd as a Giant but the juft named. Yet being unwilling to decide too precipi- 
tancy, and not then able to Account for this Saint*s being fet up in a Church dedica- 
ted to St. Mary^ I placed this Pidture in the Number of my printed Queri es : But had 
not been favoured with any Anfwer till lately hsjobn^lumptre^ Efq^ who upon read- 
iBg Dr. Stukcly^s Diflertation on the Cave at Rcyjlvtiy called to Mind that Piece of 
Painting of which I am fpeaking, and has been fo kind as to communicate his Thoughts 
to me concerning it, which I give the Reader in his own Words : 

" IN St. JJ/zir^j Chancel at J^^(?m;/^i&^r« on the North WaU juft over the Veftry- 
" Door, there are (or were lately) the dim Remains of an ancient Gigantic Pifture 
** of a Man, I have formerly takenNotice of it, (but not much of late Years) and never 
*' doubted its being intended for St. Chrifiopber. From whence I fuppofe, theChrift 
*' (as ufual) was thenvifible either in his Arms, or on his Shoulder, tho' I do not now 
** remember that Circumftance. But why St. Chriftopher Ihould have been fo gla- 
** rinp^ly put there in a Church not dedicated to him, I never could Account for to my 
** , Satis xaclion. Dr. Stukeky has now cleared up the Matter to me* Among the Fi- 
** gures rudely cut in the fide of the Cave aforeiaid, there is one much larger than the 
** reft, a mamfeft St. Chrifiopber^ with the Child tefus on his Shoulder, as he always 
** has been drawn, and as you frequently may fee him, even upon Signs at this Day, 
** and the Subftance of the Doctor's fhort Diflertation upon it, is this : 

St. Chriftopher ims a Canaanite or Syrian by Sir t by be confide ring his great Sta- 
ture and Strength^ and bonv be might befiferve Gvd and be ujeful to Mankind, built 
bimfelf a Ceuty a River fide ^ ivbere there ivasntither Sridge nor Soaty and there 
employ' d bimfelf in carrying over all^affengers. Farther this Saint ivas thought to 
have afpecial i^rivilege in preventing Tempefts and Earthquake Sy for ivhich reafcn 
ijoe fee him fo often painted in Churches, {z) ** And for the fame Reafon his Figure 
** wunda Place in this Cave, which by the f^veral Religious Sculptures in it, is moft 
** likely was an Oratory 3 and the Do«or by many very probable Arguments, fixes its

Within which Time, viz. iiS^ our 
Hi ftorians record a nooft terrible Earthquake in England in the Month of M^rch,. 
fuch a one as was never known before ; many Houfes thrown down, even fuch as «rere 
built of Stone 5 Lincoln Cathedral fplit from Top to Bottom. The firft of May. fol- 
lowing there was an Eclipfe of the Sun ; fbon after great Thunder and Liorhtningf, 
many Men and Cattle deftroy'd, many Houfes burnt. ** This might well induce 
** Men in thofe fuperftitious Times to fumifti their Churches with the Imaj?e of a 
" Saint who's peculiar Proteftionthey had been taught to be fb neceflary againltthe 
" the like Calamities ; and the Doftor givt$ a remarkable Inftance, that Ae neg- 
** left of this did not pafs unreerardedby the State 5 he cites an old Record in tho 
*« Court of Liveries 3Z Hen. UI. (6z Years after the Mifchief^ thus : "

" If we may fuppofo now that our St. Chriftopher was painted about the Time of 
** the aforefaid general Fright, it may be very confiftenf with the Age of the Chan- 
*' eel 5 for tho' it be evident^^ by the Stile of its Architefture, that it was not built in 
* itsprefent Form at the fame Time with the reft of the Church, yet there is no rea- 
'* fon to fufpeft its not being as old as the Time we are fpeaking of 5 and I have 
" heard ft reported (whether from Tradition or better Authority, I know riot) that 
'* our Chancel is about 600 Years old. But were it pardonaHle in me to put on the 
" Air of an Antiauary, and advance a bold Guef?, I fliould fay that we may fafely 
** conclude that tne Earthquake which fplit Lincoln Cathedral from Top to Bottom, 
** threw down St. Mary' s oiigin^l Steeple, upon the original Chancel, and both be- 
" ing denaoliflied, thefe new ones we now fee were foon after built in the room of 
** them, and St. Ckri&opher was clapt on the Wall to pre vent the Kke Deftruc- 
*^ tion for the ftiture. I feel the Imagination ftrengthen upon me, and I begin to be- 
** lieve it was really fo. 

" I know not whether you hare ever obfcrved the Pifture 5 but if vouhave, I be- 
** lieve wliat I have written here, will induce you to make it another Vifit and there- 
** fore I inall here add a few Words more. In the Cave at Rcyjion there is a Figure 
** of a Crofs like a Staff ftanding upright^ from the Top of which fome Leaves feem 
*• iffuing J this tho' feparated from the Figure of St. Chriftopher by many interven-' 
** ing Figures, Dr. Stuh ley (zys belongs to that Saint and proves it thus : He fays. 
That once onaTtme, before a great Affembly of People, St. Chriftopher/wci his Stajf 
into the Ground^ and it totk Root imrttidiat€h\ and produced Leave 5 ^ Floivers and 
Fruity (a) in token cfthe Truthofthe 'Do£irine he taught them. " I pray you to ob- 
ferve whether there be any Traces of fuch » Staff in our Pifture*

caufed a Vault to be built for his Fanuly in this Chappel, the Workmen digging ta 
come to theRook for aFoundation, met with an Arch in the North^Walb about fourPeet 
high, from the Foundation of the Church, which in all is not above- five Feet deep, 
in this Place, and near 10 from the Rock. At the.bottonv of this Arch, they 00- 
ferved a Stone Trough, part of which advanced into the Cliappel, . the reftwas under 
the Arch, juft broad enough ^o hold a Coffin, and long enough for the fame purpofe,. .

IT is a red Tile of a very hard Compofition,juftfour Inches and a half Square^ 
and one Inch thick, the upper Surface of it glazed of a browni/h Colour, and on it 
the Figure of a Bell in Tellow, placed diagonally, and of as large a Dimenfion as the 
Tile* will admit of, on one fide of the Bell the Figure of a Key, and on the other a 
broad Sword, the Symbols of St. 'Perer and Su Tauk Mr. ^lumptre^ with verv great 
Probability is of Opinion, that thefe Charaftef s ihew fiich Tiles to have been deftin'd 
attheir making for-the- Ufe of a- Church j and that probably thefe were the original 
Pavement round the Altar, which was on the Eaft-fitfe of this faid Crofi Ule, and fe* 
parated from the reft of the Chappel oiAU-Saints by the Cancelli, which reniakied 
ftanding till the Year 17 19 of the fame form with thofe that ftill enclofe the whole 
ChappeL That the original Pavement was probably in Procefs of Time broken up 
for oraves, and the Peices of it thrown negligently m with the Earth, that had been 
taken out, and that as this Chappel had been dedicated to All Saints^ and on this Tile 
here are the Symbols of two Saints, it is not unlikely that if more ot thefe Tiles had 
been preferved, the Symbols of other Saints might haTe* appeared thereon. 

THE Juft mention'd Gentleman informed me, that the Bones found in the Arch 
.were the Remains of ^olm de ^lumptre^ Founder of the Hofpital at the Bridge-End, 
who defired to be boned in rhis Chappel, under the Wall of this Chtirch, and that 
near this Place Henry Vlumptre^ and feveral others of Ae Family were bu- 
ried. And Dr. TZ'C^rcrt?/;, P, 497. mentions, ^*Thzt Henry Vtumptre, (Brother o£ 
** the Founder^ by his Will dated the i ith of Henry IV. 1408, ordered that his Body 
" /hould be buriedin the Chappel of All -Saints benead, or in theChurch of St.aPr- 
** ter in Nomngbam.

THE prefentChurch ofSt. NicJbolas is a modeca Building, which was fini/hed inthe 
Year 1675, of Brick ornamented with Stone. The oldChurchiharinjg^intheCivilWar 
the fameFate with th^t of St. Edmund d^udU^jho^whichwere pullecrdown(byR!eafon 
of theirNearnefs) for tixe fafety of the(Jaf!le, it was fomewhat larger than the newone, 
of Stone, th« niaterials were moftly converted to private Ufes, me Boxes in Ae Kit- 
chen of a certain Inn in this Town were made out of fome of the Pews, and the Bell% 
were by Order ofCol. Hutcbinfin^ (who was Governor of the Caftle of Nottingham^ 
removed to Ontborfe. There go^s a Tradition among the Peoole of this Town, that 
St. Nicholas is the Mother Church, but for my part t cannot fina any Foundation for it 
unlefsthe Deference was paid to it by way of ComplimeQty it being in the Kings 
Demefne before and after the Conqueft. nhere-ever I find the 3 Churches mentiour 
ed, St. Mary's is always named firn, and St. Nicholases laft, nor is it reafonable to 
fuppofe that the leaft of thefe Churches /hould be the Mother, and take the Rank 
before St. Mary^s who had a Suffragan Biihop, befides all public Solemnities, as the 
Eleftion of the Mayor, Sheriffs, &c. were^ and are, performed it St. Mary's^ where 
alfo the Aflize Sermons are preached l>ef ore the Judges, not on Account of their 
liodgings being near that Church, but Time imoiemorial,. when they ufed to lodgb 
in the Heart ofthe Town. One might uppn much better.Grounds oonjefhire' that toe 
CoUe^iate Church of SouthnxiUy was once the Mother Chqrch of our Pati/he^, be- 
caufe Defore the Town was made a County of itfelf, the Corporation was obliged once 
a Year to make a Proceflion thither in their Formalites, to hear Divine Service, of 
which more in Se£l. VI,

'Thefe were the firft DifTenters which did form a Conajegation in this Town, after 
the Reftoration about the Year 1662, when Mr. WhitUck and Mr. Reynold^s^ v/ko 
had been eftablilhed Minifters of the Pari/h Church of St. Mary from the Year 1651, 
to that Time, were filenced for refufing to conform to the AS of Uniformity. They 
were both remarkable Men, efpeciaUyfor unparaleU'd Examoles of true and con- 
fbnt Friendship, as appears by Dr. Calamfs Account of them. Their prefett 
Minifter is Dr. Samuel Ea$€n* 

THE Independents, whofe Place of Worftiip is at the lower End olCafilc-Gau, 
Their prefent Minifter is Mr. ^^atnes Skfs^ a Scotch. Gentleman. 

THE Anabaptifts^ thefe have a Meeting in Fryar-Lane near the New-Hojppal^ 
their Preacher is a Layman, Mr. George Eaton. This Cone;regation is lately divided^ 
the one part adheres to their old Teacher, the oAer follows one Mr. MorUy^ a 
Schoolmafter who has obtained a Licence for liis Place of Meeting in Tikbergatt. 

THE ;Sf(aherSj have a Meeting in SpaniehRovx, facing the North Eaft End of 
Coliiffs'Ho/piraf^ who tho* they feem rather to decreafe in Number, have ktely re- 
built and enlarged their Meeting-Houfe in the modern Tafte, and have adorned the 
jane with faibionable arched Windows. 

THE Tenets of thefe feveral Diflenters are fo well known, that it would be fu- 
perfluous to (peak^f them in this Place. But as the ^Pkiladelphiam liad an Houfe in 
Vre/ivboufi'iard^uTider theCaftleRock, where they ufed to meet, and they being now 
Entirely difperfed I will juft ihortly take Notice of the Origin of that Sea of Men.

THEY obtained the above-mentioned Name, as alfo the Engli/h Name of Fa- 
milvofLove^ from the Love they profefs to bear to all Men, tho* never fo Wicked, 
;ancl their Obedience to all Magiftrates, tho' Jiever fo tyranoicali be they Jews, Gen* 
tiles, or Turks. 

THEIR Founder was one iZ>^f;# J <r^^i;r, of Z)ri/£r in Holland^ an Jnabap- 
,/i^, a Man of graceful Afoeft, afiFable tho* grave, wearing a long yeflowifh Beard, 
,of a becoming modeft ana difcreet Deportment, who after he baa continued in his 
own Countrv ^o Years, thought himfelfnot fafe any longer there, and fought a Settle- 
•ment ztSaJU in Sivitzerlandj for himfelf, his Family, and fome Compamons, 13449 
4he which, on Pretence of being driven out of his Country for the fake of theGo(peU 
by his moving Eloquence he obtained from the Magiftrates;, who made him a Brother 
Citizen. There hepurchafcd divers Houfes, where he and thofe|belonging to him 
lived in common, he bought befides a Farm in the Country. His diligent Study of 
*.eligion, his frequent Exercife of Devotion, Munificence, Alms, and all kinds of 
/good Offices, (for which his Riches enabled him ) procured him an univerfal good 
Charadler, and gained him many Friends and Adherents. During this Time, by his 
SiCtters, Writings, and Emiflaries, he planted and propagated his new Doftrine, not 
*t Hfm.e^ but .tkough the Loiv-Countrtes^ where it occafion'd great Tumults, Ho w- 

«ter* 
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everhimfelf died in u4ifif»/? 1^56, and was at firft honoprably interred, bnt to tho 

Seat futprize of his Peogley to whom he had declared himfelf immortal, or at leaft 
at he fnould rife again in three Days, neither of which proving true, made many, 
of his Sectaries ztSafil dffown his Do£lrine, but after a ftrifi; Enquiry into his Te* 
netslusDodrinewai declared Impious, andhinifelf unworthy of Chriftian Burial, 
with a Sentence, Ttat bis Body and Books fiouid bt burnt ^ bytbe common Hanffnan% in 
a public ^lace $ aiMl accordingly his Carcafs was taken up three Tears after his Death^ 
and with his Printed and Manufcript Writingr committea to the Flames. 

THIS Manwasfi]cceededbyone£irMi3^2J;^i&0/^iof./^^fJiM» a Difciple of 
the {ziA David G^orrr, who called himfelf the Father of the Family of Love^ the 
Reftorer of the World, the Prophet fent of God. He wrote feveral TraftSt in one of 
which he mentions, that the Minute of die laft Trumpet was coming, that flxould un- 
fold all the Books of unquiet Confciences, Hell and Eternal Judgment, which 
Aiould be found to have been only Things grounded upcm meer Lies, aiuiasafl Wiek-^ 
ed and high Mifdeeds were hateful and deteftable to God, fo alfo were glorious an4 
plaijgble Lies no lefs odious to him,

^ t N the €cft Centuries of Chriftianity during the fevere Perfeeutions die Chrlfti- 
ans indured, feveral of them to avoid a cruel Death, and die better to ^ive them- 
felves up to Falling, Prayer and Contemplation, retired by diemfelves into Defart 
Places 3 fuch were called Hermits from the. Greek *f^\iQ^^ a Defart- 
Place, alfo a forfakeu Perfon or deftitute, and likewife JTolitary^ whence 
'Een/ju'riir, a Perfon who lives folitary in an uninhabited Place,^ deftitnte 
of trany Conveniences of Life, which Perfons who live in Community enjoy. Monks 
from the Greek Word Movx;^0C) nnicus or folitarius^ from a (Ingle Life, 
they v/ere alfo called Anachorets from their Living feparate from odier Societies. 

THE firft of thefe we read of, was Vaulof tbtban about die Tear of Chrift 26e, 
who having loft both his Parents in the Perfecution of fDiCiuSf and fearing to be be- 
trayed bv his Sifter's Husband, betook himfelf to a Cave at the Foot of m Rockf 
Hill at tne Age of 15, where he continued tiH his Detth, at 113 Years oUL 

THE neict I meet with is Antonims who fet up this fort of Life ia J^//« 

THEN HiBarioH in ^aUfiina. and in SfrU "Paul Sir-named the SmpU- 

Ammcn. 

AFTER the Perfeeutions of the C/6r//?#ir«i were over and the Church enjoy 'd 
Peace, thefe Hermits by Degrees returned to Towns and Cities, and affociating to- 
frether they lived in Houfes called Monafteries, and confined themfelves to certain 
Rules agreed npon amongft themfelves. 

THE firft Monks ufed to Work when Occafion ferved, fo Eat and Drink foberly, 
- ^^ decent in Apparel, to Paft and Pray often, to poflefs all in common, to read, me- 

Jitate 
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ditate, preach, and hear the Word of God, to Study Temp^r'ance^ Coritinence, 
Modefty, Obedience, Silence, and other Virtues. 

i N theCe priniitive Monafteries'it does not appear that they were tied to fipt Falls, 
to the three Vows of Chajtityy Toverty^ and Obedunce^ or to the different Cloaths 
9nd Colours, or to ftay in the Monaftery any longer than their own liking. 

THERE were alfo primitive Nuns for we read of Marcelia^ Sopbroniay Vrirt- 
(Jipia^ ^aula^ Euftocbium and otfaiers, who did profefsChaftity and contempt of the 
YVorld, and had an earneft Defire of heavenly Things. 

THE firft Monks of all were called 72b^^^/7r^/ from 72^/7^^^^, aniflandinthe 
Province of Ttebais about the Time of Confiantius the Son of Gonfiantine. 

A FT E R W ^ R D S the firft we find mentioned whd^atre a certain Rule to his 
t)ifciples to regulate dieir Conduft by is St. Sajil. The Monks of this Saint were 
gathered by him and lived about Vontus 5 much about his Time St. Hyerom colleft- 
ed a NuQober of Hermits in- Syria. 

Of the Monks of St B/?/^. 

T HE only iibfolutelR.eftraint their Founder (whofe Rule confifted of 95 Arti- 
oles) laid them under, was not to return to their Parents Houfes, except to mftrufl 
diem, and by i^eir Superiour's Leave. 

THE moft material parts of this Rule ire thefe. 

H E earnettly reconunends the love of God and one*s Neighbour, together with 
the Exercife ot all Chriftian and Moral Virtues, and denial of the World. 

ALL Contention of Superiority at the Table is forbidden, the Monks Tare to wear 
plain and homely Apparel, and a Girdle in Imitation of St. ^ohn die Saptifty and 
uiat no Man fcorn to wear an old Garment when it is given him. 

.. ALL Things to be in Common, and that tho* in refjpecl to themfelves they muft 
not care what they Eat or wliat they Drink, yet that they may "be "helpful to others, 
they muft Labour with their Hands^ 

OBEDIENCE is ^njoyned to their Superiours, but chiefly to GOD. 

HE fpeaks of the Behaviour of the Governour, i&c. 

H E advifes that Men of Eft«tes beftow on Aeir -Kindred what fs their due^ and 
•the reft to the Poor. 

H E prefles his Difciples in Imitation of God and Chrift to love their Enemies. 

THAT they who defame, or patiently hear theirBrothcr defamed,beexcomunicated. 

THAT no Brodier alone vifit a Sifter but in Company, and that by Permiffionv 
^and for Edification. . 

H THAt* 
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TH AT they lAtmtvat for Falfb, (as fonje do^ without Charity. 

THAT Children may be admitted into this Order, but not without the confent 
of i^eir Parents. 

THAT Satan is not the CauTe of Sin in «ny Man, but as he confents to if, diere* 
fore the more watchful fhould every Man be over his own Heart, &c. 

THUS we fee that the firft Monks were in J^a^ and diat no particular Denomi-^ 
nation of Regulars were known in Europe^ till the latter End of the fourth or begin- 
ning of the nfth Century : When the Senedi£{in^s were the firft, and continued long 
without any Rival, the Carthufians were the next, then the uiugtjfUmam^ after them 
the Franci/cansj who were followed by the CarmtUfes^ of all thefe more by and by. 

THERE were in the Town of ihttingbam before the Reformation, thefe fcvc- 
ral Religious Houfes. viz, 

ift. THE SrofbersofSt. Jobn of Jtrufaltm : ad. The Minotitts or Minors^ 
profeffingthe Rule of St. Francisy otherwife called the GrayFrifrSt and 3d. The 
Carmelites^ alias called the IVhitc-Fryars^ 

THE flrft of thefe, to witi The Brothers of St. ybbti^ profeffed the Role of St. jtu- 
fiitiy in the younger Time of their Life they were employ'd in the War againft the Sd* 
racensy they were alfo called 2i&//]fA/*j Hofpitallers^ becaufe their Order obli- 
ged them to entertain poor Pilgrims and Travellers, whether Sick or well. 

O F thefe Sir TfVliam 2)u^dale^ from a Manufcript then in the Cuftody oiGiWert 
Nortbf Efqj gives us the following Account. 

IValter Gray^ Archbi/hop of Torky A. C. 1241, ordained that the Mafter and War- 
den of this Hofpital, /houla take Care diat there fhould be always in it two Prieits, to 
£>r£orm Divine Office, that all die Brothers fliould rife early to fing Mattins; that 
ey might be ended before the break of Day, afterwards to fing the other Houvs at 
the proper Times* 

THAT they Ihoiild be obedient to their Mafter, and that none keep any Thinjf 
he could call his own, and if any didfo, during fevenDays, to be then excommunicated* 
T^e Matter to convert any thing he had of his own to the public Ufe, and if any one 
died poflefled of any Thing particular, to be denied Chrinian Burial, and the Bre^ 
thren to caft on him what he had, faving : Tly Money be ivitb tbee to Perdition* 
None to have a Cheft locked, unlets it belonged to his Office \ all of them to Eat, 
Cloath and Drink alike, and to eat Flefti only three Times a Week : viz* on Sun-^ 
dcyy Tuefday and Tiurfdayy without Leave of the Mafter 5 all to eat together in the 
Refeftory in Silence, unlefs Neceffity required them to Whifper any thing. All to 
lye in One Dormitory in Draweis and Shirts, or fuch Garment as they ufed mftead of 
Shirts ; all of them to be Chafte, and Sober, to be temperate in Diet, and apply the 
Revenues and Alrtis to the Poor. To wear a regular Habit of Ruflet and Black- 
Cloth, not to admit more Brothers and Sifters than ire requifite to ferve the Sick and 
look to the Affairs of the Houfe ; any Brother being a Drunkard or lewd, if not 
mendiner, to be expelled. No Brother to witnder abroad without the Matters leave. 
To pray for the Dead. IT 
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IT is not certain by whom this Order is inftitutcd. 

THE hegianing o( the Hoffirallers is by fome related in a fabulous Strain, and 
founded i^n Moi^i/h Miracles, e. g. fome derive it from Stmon Maccabee^ who af- 
ter the Battle wkh the neigbbooring Kings wherein many Jews were flain and difa- 
Ued, {eMto TtruMem^ (after the Expulfion of the profane Nations) much Silver 
9nd Gold, ana with it Swmicd and endowed an Hofpital, ordi!redthat Prayers fhould 
be put up for the Souls of the deceafed (a) and that for the future that Place fhould 
be a Receptacle for the unfortunate and an Expiation for the Dead. They fay, that 
^efus Chfifi not difdained the Place, had there all .things in common with nis Difci*- 
ples, and it was there he waibed their Feet, ordained them Priefb, and left the Me* 
morial of his moft precious fiody^ and that there he gave St.Teter thePower and Keys 
of his Churchy &c. 

BUT when afterwards the Chriftian Cbari^ had much increafed the Revenue of 
tbisHoufe, they hired Soldiei sunder Brothet K<i)'mi/ff^, (who after inftituted their 
Rule) to defend the fame and repel the Pagans. That the Soldiers growing info- 
lent and defpifing the Prieifo, it was agreed that the Soldiers themfelves ihould be 
made Members of the Hofpital, and defend the Chriftian Religion, and -it was like- 
vife decreed that they fhould wear a Crofs on their Breaft. After the Saracens took 
yerujalem^ thefe Chriftian Soldiers were difperfed, and at firft took Refuge in Cy- 
fruSi where they were received, and continued there defending the Chriftian Faith. 
After many Years the Rhodians revolting from the ConfiantimpolitafiSy who not able 
to fubdue tnat Ifiand, gave it to the Kniehts of Jerufalem^ who foon became Mafters 
of it, and made thence War upon the Infidels. Sir William ^ugdcM^ continues from 
the fame MSS. that the Honiital of ^)&« theS^/r//?, is traced back by others to 
the Days of Julius Cd^far^ wnen one Melchior a Pneft having opened the Tomb of 
Davidf and taken thence a great Treafure, was accufed before jifitictkus^ who then 
was Governour of Tlrr^/fW andrefolvedtopunifh the Prieft, but our Saviour ap- 
pearing to him in the Night, and declaring to him that he would have an Hofpital 
built by the Prieft with the Treafure on Mount Calvary ^ and having in a Vifion de- 
clared the fame to the {ziAJMclchior^ jintiochus was appeafed and confented that the 
Prieftftiould build that Houfe to ferve thePoor,as was written in the Book concerning 
the Maccabees $ and that Prince at his Death gave a great; part of his Wealth to that 
Houfe. This Manufcript tells farther, of our. Saviour's appearing before his Birth to 
one Zacbarias and to one Juliatt^ commanding them to go and govern this Hofpital 
after the Death of the faid JMelckior. It adds that our bleffed Saviour after his Incar- 
nation was frequeiitly there with his Difciples and wrought many Miracles, and thnt 
afterwards they contmued 'there till they were difperfed abroadin theWorld. Afrerthe 
Saracens got MB&trs o{ Jfrufalee/ij one Cdwr/rd kept this Houfe, and diftributed the 
.\lmstfaofe Saracens gave him, among the Poor. When Godfrey of Sculoi^ne, be- 
ieged Jertifalem and a great Famine being in the Chriftian Arnay, this Co fir aaukd to 
■TO upon the Wall and throw down Leaves as if he had been caning Stones at them, 
md Deing accufed thereof to the Sultan, he ordered him to be feized and brought be- 
brehim, with the Loaves, which being done, when he appeared in his Prefence, 
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the Loaves were miriculouily turned into Stones, whereupon the Sultan difmifled him 
tothrowthematthe Chriftians, which'he continued to do. After Godfrey oi Sou- 
Ungne had taken ^erufalem^ great Poffeffions were ^iven to him and his Hofpital in 
Honour of St. ^otn theSaftiJi, &c. Raymond deTtw^ {uccttdtd Conrad, and infti- 
tuted the Rule of the Houfe which was obferved, and ifter confirmed by Pope Inno-' 
cent II. &c. Some fay thataboutthe Year 612 in the Reign of Herachus when the 
Ttirks were in Pofleffion i\i Jcrufalem^ fome Italian Merchants ol Amalfi in Afulitt 
obtained of the Governour of the Town, a fpot of Groundon which they built a Church* 
of the Invocation of the Wxgixi Mary y with other neceffary Buildings for Monks and 
Appartmentsfor theirCountrymen,and placed an Abbot andMonksof theirCountry there; 
Many Women afterwards coming thither in Pilgrimage, the Monks would not receive 
them for fear of giving Scandal, whereupon the Merchants built there a little Church 
with Lodgings for the Female Pilgrims and Sifters to ferve them. And as many Pil- 
grims reforted to this Place, who were ftripped of all they had by the Infidels, be- 
fore they fi^ot into jferufaUniy to relieve them, they built a Houfe of God, to entertain 
the poor Pilgrims in, whether Sick Dr /n Health. They built alfoa Church in Ho- 
nour of St. John the Alms-giver, Patriarch of Alexandria. Thefe three Churches 
had no Revenue, but the Merchants of u^i»/7^ made a yearly Colteflion, with which 
the Abbot did maintain the Brothers and Sifters of thofe Abbies, and the reft was 
fpent in relieving the Poor. This was before the Chriftians got PofTeffion of Jeru* 
faUm. When the Infidels were expelled, an Holy Roman Woman who was Abbefs 
of the Sifters, and in the Houfe of Men, one Gerrard a Brother were found who hai 
long ferved the Poor. From this fmall Beginning this Order increafed and became, 
rich, in-fo-much, that they were Owners of Towns and Caftles. They afterwards 
got by the Pope difcharged from the Power and Obedience of the Patriarch. They 
grew infolent and became hurtful to the neighbouring Churches, but no redrefs could 
be got from Rome they having blinded the Eyes of that Court with Gold. Whomfo- 
ever the Patriarch or Prelates had excommunicated, they admitted to their Churches 
to Mafs, and when Dead buried them in the ir Church* Yards. However they did 
many Ads of Charity and defended the Chriftians againft the Infidels. The Bro- 
thers of St. JoJbny after the Eradication of the Order oixhtTemplars by Pope Clement 
in the Year 1 3 12, got and en joy 'd moft of the Poffeffions of that Order. 

THE Houfe oith^IIof pit alters in Nottinzbam^ ftood without the Well on the North 
Side of the Town, near the North Road $ this and the Lands belonging to it were 
after the Diffolution of the Monafteries, by Ed'vcard V I. granted to the Mayor and 
Burgeffes of Nottingham^ who have converted the Building into a Houfe of Correfti- 
on which at this Time is corruptly call'd St. Joneses, (a) 

THE Minorites ot Minors had their Convent alfo out of the Town, viz. atthe Weft 
Corner of the Broad-Mar/h, the Wall which inclofed their Garden reach'das far South 
as the River Leen. Thefe Friers commonly called the Gray-Friers, were Mendi- 
cants, following the Rule of St. jFr^wrii, At the Diffolution of Abbeys and Monaf- 
teries here were found the Prior andfeven Friers, (b)

THE Carmelites commonly called the White-Frien:, had aa If oufe l>€tweetr 
Moot' baU Gate zniiSt. Jameses- Lane ^ in the Parifh of St N/Vito/^j, which .has' giyeir 
theLane which is formed by the Clofe belonging to that Convent, and fome Gardens 
on the othet -fide "where now thtifeiV'Hoffital^ and the Anabaptists Meeting Houfe, 
&c. ftand, the Uzme of Frier-Zane, and the Row of Houfes facing the great Mar- 
ket Place between the Corner of Mootball-gare^nd St. James's Lane^ the Name of 
Frier-Row : (^a). Of thefe there were atthe.IXiflbliition, the Prior Ro^er Copf^ fix 
Friers reraafninfir, (b) both thefe Monafteries furrendered Feb. the jfli 1539. tha 
30th oiHenry VIII. The Profeflion of the Carm(liteSy(whowtrQ likewifeMendicants) 
as.wejl as oitht Francifcfins, See herfeaffer in their Places. 

Of the B'l N E D I c T I n's. 

S T. Bemety the Founder of the moft ancient Order of Monks in EurCpey wa$ born 
at a Town called tfurfi in the Dukedom of Spoletto in Italy y about the Year of Cbrift 
480. of Noble Birth and his Father's Name was Eutropiusyhis Mother's jibundantia. 
He went from Romty (whither hawas fent to improve himfcif in Learning, without 
having made any Progrefs in his Studies) firft to a Place called jijylumy then to a 
Defart called Sublacum ^Subiaco^j 40 Miles from Rome j here he met with a Monk 
whcff6 Name v/zsRomanuSy who being acjquainted with hisDefign» encouraged and 
affifted him in it, and gave him the Religious Habit.- Senedifl chofe for his Placd 
of abode a very * fmaH Cave, formed by Nature in a Rock» almoft inaccefiible by 
Men, .which is now called the Hcly-Grctte or Cave, and to-this Time is' to be feen 
the Place were St. Romanus did from Time to Time let down to him fome Pieces of 
Bread which he had fpared from himfcif at his Meals, and tied a little Bell to it to 
give St, Sennet Notice to.comt and take them. -After he had been there fome Time, 
being difcovered by fome Shepherds, who were aftoni/lied that any Man ihotild liv6 
in fuch a Place, the Fame of his Holinefs fpread abroad, he was over-perfwaded to 
go and be Abbot of the Monaftery of Vicovaro between Subiaco and Tivoli $ but thefe 
Monks not liking the Reftraint he put them to, and deaf to his Reproofs, they at* 
tempted 10 poifon him, which nor fucc ceding, after a charitable Reproof he left 
them as incorrigible and returned to his fonher Solitude which became loon very po ' 
pulous, for many.came to be inftruded by him, and became his Difciples, which 
obliged him to build 12 Monafteries, to ftir up the Religious Men to an higher Pitch 
of Piety, toftrengthentheWeak, and to quicken the flothfulj he prefcribed Laws 
to his Monks- after the manner of St. Safil^' but it is nor certaihly known whether he 
writ his Rule at Subiaco or Monte-CajJinOy an ancient Town were ApoUo was ftill 
worftiipped 5 thisrSaintfeH-prefently to work toabolifhthe Idolatrous Remains, he 
broke the Idol in . Pieces, overthrew the Akar, and burnt the fuperftitious Woods 
confecrated to him, and caufed a Ch^ippel to be built in Honour, of St« Martini up- 
on the very Ground of the Temple of J(po//(?, and another for the Invocation of St. 
Jobn the JBvanselifty'Ojithe Place were the Idolatrous Altar hadftocfd ^ in ihort here

Vrior of the Carmelites, The Convent oftbefe Carmelites is faii to be founded by 
Reginald Lord Gray ^Wilton, and Six John Shirley, in the Tear izjL 
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he built a larpe Monaftery which was the chief of the reft, and was richly endowed 
by Tertullus a Roman Patrician, who beftow'd on it Caftles, Villiiges, Lands, and 
PoffeiEons. 

THIS Order foon fpread dl over the Weftern World, and was teougbt to Eng- 
land by jiufiin Archbi/hop oi Canttrhury^ in the Year of Cbrifi 5^ : And Trithe- 
mushy fi^ lit. 4, ctap. 4., that in his Time there was above 15,000 Abbeys, out of 
which proceeded Multitudes of Cardimh^ ArckbifiofSy SiJbofSj jibbets^ and dther 
croinent Men befides ^opes. 

THE immenfe Riches which they obtained from the vaft Donations they every 
where were over-heaj>ed with, caufed them to flacjken in the Obfervance of the Se- 
verity of their Rule, infomuch, that after having enjoy'd a flouriihing State for the 
fpace of 400 Tears, a Difcord arofe amongft them, which occafionM Schifms, and 
.many Orders fprung out of this one, who took their Names either from thePlaces they 
were fet up, -or from their Leaders, 

The Subftance of the Rule o£ St. Bennet. 

HE begins with the Duty and Qualifications of the Abbot, viz. To be careful of 
his Charge, to be holy, juft, wife and charitable in his Deeds, powerful in his 
Words, to exhort, correft, rei)rove, to beware of Partiality and Diffimulation, and 
chiefly of Covetoufnefs and Pride, not to do any thing of himfelf without Advice of 
of the Convent. 

HE enjoins all to be obedient, filent, humble, to to|-. watchful to Prayer in the 

Night. ^ 

HE prefcribes what Pfalms they are to fin^ every Day and Night, and what Pfalms 
in their Cannonical Hours. That Halleluja fhould be faid continually between 
Eafter and Vcfiticojly that they fhoulci iiraife God with fDavid feven Times a Day, 
to ixit : In the MorniniDr, at the ift* ^d. 6th. and 9th. Houi:3» in the Evening, and* 
Completory and at iCidtiight. Rarticular Pfalms jare appointed for each of thefe can- 
©ical Hours. That they muft pray with all Reverence. 

- THAT there be chofen Deans in each Monaftery to eafe the Abbot. 

THAT every Monk have his own Bed to fleep in, and that a Candle burn by 
^emtill the Morning, thatthey fleep in their Cloarhes girt, that at the ringing of 
the Bell they may be the more ready for Prayer. 

DIVERSE Degrees of Penance are enjoyned according to the Degrees of 
tOffence. 

THAT the Abbot do all he can to reclaim the excommunicated Perfon, that the 
loft Sheep may be brought home with Joy, and if no Correftion will prevail, the ob- 
dlinate Perfon to be expelled the Convent, who upon Repentance may be received 
jthree Tioies^ but never after the third Time* 

THAT 



TH A T the Stew^tkl of the Moinaftery be a Man of Difcretion, Governnaent aad 
Truft. 

THAT the Abbot keep an Inventoiy of all Utenfils belonging to the Convent* 

THAT all Things be common amongf the Brothers,- that there be no grudging 
nor murmuring. 

THAT every one ferve in the Kitchen and other Places wten his Turn is. 

THAT afpecialCarebe had to the Sick and infirm, fo likewife of the Aged ' 
and Children. 

THAT there fhould be chofen a Weekly Reader, to read in Time of Re* 
• feftion. , . • 

THAT each Man be content with a Pound of Bread for a Day, and that only the 
Sick be permitted to eat Flefh., that Wine be drank fDarinjpfly. That SitotXi M(^r to 
^enticofi the Brothers may have a Refeilion at the oth Hour, aiul tlieif Supped in ' 
the Evening. 

I N Summer let them Paft every 4th and 6th T>9^ in tjifj Wee^t t^i i^fe 9tk iKoiir; - 
From the midft oi September till Lent let them have their Refe^ioA.at fhe yh -Houi^- 
but in Lent Time at the Evening, fo it be Day light. 

THAT after Completory there be i>o fpeaking at all. 

I F any come late td Prayers or to the Table, he is to iland a-part by himfelf, and 
to be laft fervedj.and to be ihortned in his ViftuaU. 

' I F any for fome great Offence be excommunicated out of the Oratory, he fhall 
make Satisfaftion by praftrating timfelf before the Oratory. 

THAT they /hall not only give themfclves^to Prayer apd .M^ta^iQn «t the up- 
pointed Hours, but ihalt alfo labour fome p^ of th^ paf wilb^tbejr Jftpds to keep 
them from Idlenefs. 

THAT they obferve Zent with all jftrianefs. 

THAT they ufe Strangers with all Reverence and Chea];fMl«ef<9i aiid that the 
Abbot falute them with a Holy Kifs an4 waih their Fo^t. ) 

THAT none receive Letters orTpkens from their Parents iwithout tilof Abbbts 
lieave. 

THAT no Novice be admitted into the' Monaftery without fufficient Trial of hia 
Conftancy and Patience. 

THAT if a Prieft defires to enter into a Monaftery, he fubmit htmfelf to the 
Laws thereof, and that he have the next Place to the Abbot. 

THAT 
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THAT NoMcmen who offer threir CWlilren to 'God in the Mooaftery, fw^dr, 
Acy will never give them any part of their Eftate, but that it be conferred on the 
Convent. 

THAT if a Stranger Monk dcfire to continue in the Monaftery, he be not denied, 
fo his Life be not fcandalous. 

I F the Abbot defire to have a Prieft or Deacon Ordained, let him cTiufe one of his 
own Convent. 

TH A T he ihall be Abbot whom the whole Convent or the greater or better part 
ihall chufe. 

THAT the Provofl: or Prscpofitusbe chofen by the Abbot to whom he muft be 
rSubjea. 

T H A T the Porter be an ancient -and difcreet Man, who receive and give An- 
fwers. And 

THAT the Monaftery be provided with Water and aMill and other Neceflaries 
within itfelf, leaft the Brother's fliould wander abroad, 

IF the Abbot enjoyn to any Monk ImTOffibilities, he.muft with Reverence «nd 
Sobmiffion excufe his Inability, if the Abbot urge it, he muft obey, and truft te 
God*6 Afliftance. 

THAT in the Monaftery none prefume to defend, ftrike, or excommunicate ano- 
ther, but that they be obedient and loving to each other, that they be zealous {qv 
God, and when they are working to be ftill finging of Pfalms. 

THE original ^onks at Mofjte X^afflro had be fides thefe, feveral other Rites and 
Inftitutions. The Council oiSoiJJbn calls this Rule The Holy Rule. 

THE ffr;f^Jifif/« Habit is a round Coat or Tunick, a Hood or Cowl called Cu- 
culla^ gray, of the colour of a Badger, of whofe Skin it was anciently made, a Scapu- 
lary (St. mnnet hirafelf was clad in Skins) the colour of their upper Garmentis black 
wider which' they weapawhiteWodllenCoat, withSackcloth, and they go booted. The 
Habit of thefe Monks was left to the difcretion of the Abbots, according to the Na- 
ture of the Countries being either hotter or colder.. In temperate Climates a Cowl 
and a Tunick was fufEcient, the Cowl thicker for Winter and thinner for Summer, 
and a Scapulary to work in. Every one had two Tunicks and. two Cowls either to 
clwnge at 'Night, or to wear one whilft they wrffhed the other. The Stuff they were 
made of was the cheapeft the Country afibrded. 

THAT none might have any thing he could call his own, the Abbot found them 
all with every thing neceflary 5 that is, befides the Habit, an Handkerchief, aKnife, 
a Needle, a Steel Pen and Tablets to write 5 their Beds were Mats or Straw-Beds, 
4 piece of Serge, a Blanket and a Pillow. 

•IN the Year 860 the fecond Council of ^/x-la-Chafelle took off" or at leaft mitiga- 
ttd feme of the Severities of the Rule of St. Samct and allowed the Brethren at 

Ckrifl- 
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Cbrifimas and Bafier for eight Days to e« £he Plefh of Birds. It was fortid to take 
any rrieft or Layman into the Monaftery except they turned Monks $ they were per- 
mitted to have Priefts of their own, and to receive Tythes, firft Fruits, Oblations and 
Donations, as well as others, by Gregory the Greats SonifUQe and other Popes* 

T H E Y are not to bow their Knees in Wbitfun-Week nor Faft. They are not to 
kifs the Lif 8 of any Woman. 

Of the Carthusian Order. 

TH I S Order which had its Najne from the Place where the firft Monaftery was 
fouaded, Cart tu/is^ in French Cbartreufe^ in the Province o(2)auphifie in France, is 
the next oldeft, having for its Author one Sr//«(>, born at Cohgnfj and ^roftj^r of 
Thihfofly at Varis^ about the Year of Chrift 1 080. 

THE Legend makes the following pretended Occurrence, the caufe of his efta- 
blUhing this Order, viz : 

Sruno being prefent at Ae finging the Office (a) for his Fcttow-Proleflbr then 
newly dead,(a Man highly efteemed for his Holy-Life) the Dead Corps fuddenly fits 
Bp in the Bier, when they were come to thefe Words : Refpoude mibi, quantas habeo 
ini^tUtates : Anfwer me now many Sins I have. And cries out, Jlccufatus Sum I aili 
accufed, upon this the Ofiice was put oiF for that Time. The next Day at 
the celebration of the fame Funeral Office, the Corps rofe a fecond 
Time, and cried ^udkatus Sutn^ I am judged, which put again 
a ftop to the Service 5 and the third Day- upon attempting it again, the Corps rofe a 
thirct Time, and uttered thefe Words, Condmnatus Sum, I am condemned. At which 
Sruno was fo affrighted, and thought that if a Man reputed fo pious was damned, 
what would become of hirafelf and many more : Therefore concluded there was no 
fafety for him, but by forfaking the World j whereupon he and fix of hi^ Scholars 
betook themfelves tothePlace already mentioned, which was hedious for dark Woods, 
high Hills, Kocks and wild-Beafts, and there built a Monaftery, having obtained 
the Ground of Hugo Bifhop of Grfnoth, who alfo became a Monk of that Order. 
Their Rule is infcmc Meafure built upon that of St. Secret. 

A S to this frightful Story, it is allowed by all, that Sruno with his Companions 
•did retire to the Place above mentioned, but it has been as inconteftably proved by 
the Doflofs of the Univerfity of^arisj that the Tale is utterly falfe, there being 
none of the cotemporary Writers or any diatwere 200 Years after, who make the leaft 
mention of it. 

A C C OR D I N G to their Rule the CarthUfians ft^ould wear Sack-cloth, or ati 
Hair Shirt next their Skin, a long white Cloth Coat loofe, with an Hood and black 
• Cloak over, when they walk abroad. The Lay-Brothers wear a ihort Coat te 
Aeir Knees. 

THEIR Difcipline is to eat no Ple/li at all, nor even when they are fick, to buV 
no Filh, but eat them when offered, to eat branny Bread and drink Wine mixed with 
Water: On the Lord's Day and the 5th Day of the Week, they feed only upon 
Cheefe and Eggs, , on the 3d and Saturday, on Pulfe or Pot Herbs, on the 2d. 4th. 
and 6th. upon Bread and Water only. Everyone Drefles his own Meat, they eat 
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but once a. Day, and are all apart, except on the chief Feftivals zsCbtiftmas, Ed^ 
fier^ Whitfunude^ Epiphany y Turificatiorij the 12 Jlpofihs^ St. yobn the Saptifi, St. 
Micbaely St. Martin^ and on AU-Saints Hay they eat twice a Day and all together 
at one Table, and then they may talk together, at other Times they maft keep fi- 
lence, every one having his own Cell, wherein they pray, read, meditate and 
writ6 Books j in thefe Cells they obferve the canonical Hours, but the Mattins and 
Vefpers thoy keep in their Churches, and have Mafs on the Days they eat twice. 
None is fulFered to go abroad except the Prior and Procurator and that upon the Af- 
fairs of the Convent. They are limitted to enjoy a certain Quantity of Land, a cer- 
tain-Number of Sheep, Qoat^, and Af&s, which they muft not exceed. They muft 
admit no "Women into their Churches, nor were th^y to have in one Convent above 
twelve Religious Men befides the Prior and eighteen Converts or Lay -Brothers, with 
a few Servants, who are not to come within the Quire where the Prior and his Bre- 
thren fit, but thefe are in a lower Quire by themJelves. 

SINCE thefe original Rules to which they were tied, they are fomething fallen 
off now. . 

T H E T have a Yearly Meeting at Chartreufe. about their own Affair i, whidiec out 
of every Cloyfter two Monks are fent who ftay fourteen Days. 

THIS Order was confirmed by Pope Mexander the 3d. 1 178. They came in- 
to England in ri8o, juft one hundred Years after their firft Inftitution, and fe^ied at 
Witkam near Satb. 

Of the AuGUSTlNIANS^. 

B- Y this Name go two forts of Religious Perfons, both profefling the fame Rule.. 

THE firft are an Order of Canons regular, which are afcribed to St. Augujli^^ 
but it is difficult to prove whether he himfelf inftituted them, or fome of his Difci- 
ples, as well as others of diverfe Denommations who profefs to live after his Rule. 

THE Habit of thefe Canons is a white Cloth Coat open before and down to the 
Feet, this is girded to their Body, and over it they wear a Linnen Surplice to their 
Xnees, and over that a fhort black Cloak to their Elbows, with an Hood faftened to 
it, their Crowns to be /haved like other Friers and when they go abroad, they wear 
a. broad Hat or a black corn^r'd Cap. 

THEotherSort ofthis Order are the -Hiffw/^JofSt. Aufthy who wear a black 
Coat with a Hood to it of the fame Colour, underneath is a white little Coat, their 
Girdle is of Leather with a Horn Buckle. Thefe were originally diverfe forts of 
Hermits who lived by different Rules, called together A. C. 1550. by Popt Inno- 
cent IV. and invited to live under one Head and profefs one Rule, viz. that of St. 
u4ugt{fiin. This Pope dyin^*, Alexander IV. fucceeded and united them in one Or- 
der by the Name ol the Hermits ot St. Augufiinj and difpenfed with their former 
Rules and Obfervancef. About 1290 Pope Honcrius gave themfeveralPriviledgee. 
The reputed Founder of thefe two Orders was till the 31ft Year of his Age a J\^ni- 
cteean znd^rofeffQd Rbetkoric ^t Rente sindJUlany but upon reading the Life of 
Amkctiy the Monk by the perfuafionof SimplicianuSy he became a Convert, and in a 
Garden with his Friend Alipius (as the Legend has it^ as he was bewailing his for- 
mer Life> he heard a Voice accompanied with the Muuc of little Children, faying

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to him TbUe lege^ ToUe lege^ that is^to fay, tate up and read j looking ahout and fee^ 
inpr nobody, he took this for a Divine Admonition, and fo taking up the Bible the 
firft Paflage he lighted on was this : Not itifurf citing and 2)rmik€mefs, not in cbanh 
hiring ana Wdntonnefs^ but fut on the LordJtfuSy^ £5fc. Upon this he refolved to be- 
come a Chriftian and was accordingly baptized with his Sons Adeodatus and uiUfiuSj 
at Milan^ by St, j4mbrofe^ '(a) a Biihop of that Place. Having after fpent a few 
Tears in Falling, Prayers, and the ftudy of the Holy Scripture, he was called to 
Hippo in Africa^ where he was firft a Presbyter and then a Biihop of that Place. 
He lived there with other learned Men as in a College, and thence fent abroad di- 
verfe Clergytnen for Hippo and who were Bi/hops in bther Places. 

THE Canons as well as the Monks have three Rules given them (as they fay) 
of St. j4ufiin. viz. 

THE firft, relates to their Eating, Driiricing, Cloathing, Admiffion and Deport- 
ment in general, &c. that they poflefs nothing in Propriety, but have all Things in 
common, that they be not folicitous what to eat and what to drink and wherewith 
they fhall be cloathed. That none be admitted without Trial, that none depart or 
carry any Thing out of the Monaftery without the Superiours Leave, that no Man 
maintain any Point of Do£lrine without acquainting the Superiour with it, that fe- 
crct Faults, &c. firft be reproved and if not repentea of, puni/hed/ That in 
Perfe(}utionthey repair to their ^r^pofitus. 

THE fecond, contains the Times and Manner of Praying and Singing, their 
Times of Working, Reading and Refrefliing, It treats of their Obedience, Silence^ 
and particular Behaviour both at Hooie and Abroad, and bow Contumacy muft be pu« 
niihed. 

THE third Rule contains their Duty more largely as : 

THAT they muft love God above all Things. 

THAT they maintain Unity. 

THAT Meat, Drink and Clothes be diftributed as Need is. 

THAT all Things be common. 

T,H A T there be no Pride, Contempt or Vain-Glory amongft them $ here the^ 
^re ipjoyned, Prayer, Reverence, arid Devotion, Abftmehce, Silence, 'and Con- 
tentment. 

T O hear the Word read at Table, to be careful of the Sick and Infirm. 

TO be modeft in Apparel, Words, Geftures, and in their Look when they 
chance to fee a Woman, to reprove immodefty in their Brethren, to receive no Let- 
ter 4ior Gift without the Superiour*sKnowledge, to have their Clothes well kept from 
Moths. 

T O beware of murmuring and repining, that to conceal any Thing fhall be ac- 
counted Th^ft.

THAT mSickneftthe Phyfician beadvifsd with, that they may baiiie fome- 
titoGBf that die Sick want not any Things needful for him. 

TH-AT there be no Strife, Envy, or evil Words among them, that the Supe- 
riour ufe nothar/h Word^ In reproving, that he Ihew good Example to his Brethren 
in- Holy Converfation, that he be wife, humble, and careful of his Charge, and 
that the Duties here injoyncd may be the better performed, thefe Rules muftbe read 
once a Week. 

Of the Fk'akci8CAN8. 

TH E next Religious Order that ftarted up was that of Si. Francis. Of him the 
Legend gives, us die toUowing Account ; That he was an Italian and a Merchant, 
wba before his Converfion was called ^^bfiy that he had led a wicked and debauched 
Life ii> his younger Tears, but was at laft reclaimed by a Vifion of a CafQe full of 
Anna andCrofies, with a Voice telling him that be was to be a Spiritual Soldier. 
Afterwards as he was praying, he was warned by a Voice to repair the decayed 
Churches or Houfes of Chrift, which he did by ftealing Money from his Father, aild 
bellowing the fame on the Reparation of Churches 5 whereupon his Father beat him, 
put him in Prifon, and difinherited him. He rejoiced in this, ftript hinjfelf naked 
of all his Garments, which he delivered to his Father, fhewing how willing he was 
to relinqui/h all for Chrift* Within a Ihort while he gathered many Difciptes to 
whonphe prefcribed, A. C. 1 198. a Rule, confiftinff of a ftrift Obfervance of three 
Vows, viz. otCbaJlity^ Poverty ^ znAObediencf^ which he guards in manner fol- 
lowing. 

Poverty, they are to have neither any Thing in Common, nor in- Propriety, t6 
handle no Money, nor a third Perfon for them. 

THAT their Habit be made of a courfe Woollen Web. They are allowed to 
mend their Habit with a Piece of Sackcloth or fome other courfe Stuff. 

THET muft always walk <>n Foot, except when they go by Water, they miiy 
take the Convenience, as others do. 

THEY are to wear no Stockings. 

Ciafiity^ they are fttiftly forbid to cooverfe with Women, nor are they to go'intd 
the Monafteries of Nuns. They are forbid all Niceties in clothing, and eating, Con- 
veuiencies in Travelling, they are to go barefoot, and to Faft every Friday 
irom AU'Saims Day to Chrrftmas^ and hom Epiphany to Eafter^ befides other 
Mortifications and penitential Works. 

THEY are enjoyned to apply themfelves to Prayer, which this Saint prefers be- 
fore the Study of human Literature. 

THEY dare kill noVerroin, nor lye on Feather-Beds# 
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ObeHencei they are to be obedient td Chrift, tbe Pope, and their Sujperiours, they, 
nraft renounce their own Will, follow their Superiours without Referve, or offering 
any Rcafon, in all Things not contrary to the Rule. 

I N any fcruple of Confcience; he refefsthetiito their Superioitts, to remove their 
Doubts and fet their Confcicnces at Eafe. 

TH AT* none be adiiiitted into the Order uiltil they be duly examined and proved. 

THAT the Clergy in their Divine Worihip, follow the Order of tlie Ronian 
Church, and that the Lay-Brothers fay^4^ Pater-nofters for their Mattins, &c. 

THAT they enter not into any Houfe till they fay, ^eacehe uitb this Houfi^ 
and then they may eat what is fet before them. 

THAT they help'dhe another, and that Pennahce be impofed on thofe that Sin> 
that they have their public Meetings and Chapters. 

H E would' not have therii cafl. thcmfelve^ Fr^i;r()t^/;j, hutJliinor^s^ nor'their Go- 
vernours Mafiers^ but Minifiers. 

HE Orders thera to chnftthMf provincial JJi?;^i}?^ri, and'tKeifoto chuft a gene- 
ral Afirtijlcr over the whole Fraternity. 

THAT they ufe brotherly Admonition^ and Correftion. 

THAT their Preachers be Men of approved Gifts, and that they preach not a- 
broad without Lciave from the Bi/hop. 

THAT none go to Cortvert Saracens or other InfTdels, but fuch as are fent by the 
Provincial Minifter. 

THAT they all ^emaift bbnjifarit in the' Catholic Faith, and that none break tho 
Rule unlefs he will incur th'e Curfe of GO D,* arid his two Apoftles St. ^€tcr and 
Su'Paiil. 

S T. Francis ftrengthned this his Rule by his Will and Teftament, which he in- 
joyns to be read as often as they read the Rule. 

THIS Rule was wrote, and approved by Pope Innocent III. 1210. Afterwards 
9\{o hy tht Zaferan Council^ 1215. And again confirmed by Pope Honorius III. 
1223. 

I T is given out that Pope Tnndcenfs Approbation, was occafioned by a Vifion of 
a Palni-Tree growing and fpreadihg under nim, and of a poor Man's lupporting the 
decaying LateraHy after he had tried St. Francises Obedience, which he Ihew'd by 
wallowing in the Mire with Swine, as the Pope had advifed him, 

ST. FranciSy who wore a /hort Coat of the natural colour of the Wool, and inftead 
of a Girdle, a Cord, not leaving any Direftion about the Form, Meafure, and Colour 
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of their Habit, it occafioned a ^reat deal of Altercation among his Followers, until 
at laft it was referred to Pope Taut thQ zzd. whoieavesit at the Difcretion of the 
General and Provincial Minifters. 

THE Minorites at this Dav wear a long Coat with a large Hood of gray or hair 
Colour, they go. barefooted ana girded 4vith a Cord, whence the Freficb call them 
' Cordeliers. 

THE Francifcan Garment-has been held in fuch Efteem, andof fuch Virtue, that 
divers Princes have called it the Seraphic Habit, and have defired to be buried in 
It, thinking thereby to be fafe from the Devil, tho' St. Francis himfelf died and was 
buried naked, becaufe he would imitate Chrift who died naked on the Crofs. Jr/^;?- 
cislAzxi^hoi Mantua^ Robert Y^ingoiSicily^ and even the Emperour Charles V. 
hav^ been buried in this Habit. 

THERE are alfo Nuns, who obferve the Rule of St. Francis ^ but not quite to that 
Degree of Severity as the Men. Thefe*from SuXlara the Sifter of St. Francis^ are 
called Clarijpej in Englifh poor Clares. 

DU R IN G the fpace of 169 Years, i. e. from izii to 1380. this Order increafed 
»to 1500 Monafteries, which Is attributed : 

ift. TO the Sedulity and Diligence in making Profelytes. 

2d. THEIR Priviledges. 

3d. TH EIR pretended Sanffity and'Mortification : And 

4th. THE incredible Miracles and Vifion^s attributed to this their Saint, viz. The 
five Wounds Chrift imprefled on his Body. His bearing Chrift in his Arms. His 
Manfion in Heaven next Chrift, and many more Things which they obtrude to the 
3elief of the Populace. 

T H.I S Order came firft into England^ A. C. 12 10. about the 4th of King Henrjy 
III. u hen Brother -4^;/r//«i the firftProvincial of the Francjfcans ihew'd his Com- 
miflirn to the King, who in refpeft to St. Francis^ who was then ftill living, placed 
the Fr and/cans at Canterbury^ and foon after, the King made Agnellus one of his 
Privy Council. 

THE Francifcans as well as the Sr«/S/^iVi, through the coniSderable Relaxa- 
tions crept.ip, by Decrees became divided amongft themfelves, and gave Birth to 
different Sefts, who all profefs the Rule of St. Francis^^o^ fometake a greater Lati- 
-.tude than otiiers. 

T H E T behaved fo ill about the latter End of the rath Century, that the Ordet 
uras ccndemned in jP«5;/^r/7i in 1307. but was again advanced by ^Feter Tuxbury^ 
,^ Francifcan Minifter,*^ and allowed in the Chapter oiZondojt. 
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Of the Order of Carmeiites. 

TH ES E were originally a fet of Hermits, v/hofe Habitations were in Carfcifarfd 
among Rocks within Mount o^rwr/, noted for the Prophets Etias and Eli/bay by 
whom thefe Friers pretend their Order was inftituted, and have erenby fome means 
OR other obtained feveral Bulls of diverfe Popes to corifirm their Antiquity, among 0- 
ther. that of'Pius IV. 1477. fays, they are defcended from Elias^ Elijha and Enocb^ 
which laft, the Carmelites fay,' is one Enoch oi jimathim^ Difciple of St. Mark the 
Evangelift. About the>End of the laft Century a very great Cfonteft arofe between 
them and the JefuitSy which was carried on witn great Heat and Scurrility, about thb 
Antiquity of this Order. But the Carmdius making Application to the Popes Inno^ 
cefttjil. and XII. znJiCbarlesU. King of Sfatrty the ^efuits who were an over 
Match to thenijwere filenced by a Brief of Pope Innocent XII. bearing Date Nfv. 20, 
169S. 

ALL agree that thefe Friers followed the Rule of St. Safily but the Accounts df 
their Inftitution and by whom till the i ith Century, are full of Obfcurity and Con- 
tradi£lion. Some Writers fay, that A.- C. 1160, and fome*ii2i, Almericus Pa- 
triarch of j4ntiocby and the Popes Legate, came thither and gathered thefe difperfed 
Anchorets into one Body, ^and built them a Monaftery oh the top of Mount Cdrmel^ 
near the Well of EliaSy by which flood an ancient Chappelof our Zady^ whencfo 
probably the Carmelites were called the Virgin* s-Srotkers. 

I N the Time of Pope Ale:/tander III. whofe Pcfpedome without^«//-/>t>pf began in 
1 17a. they had a Latin Governour one Sertholdus Aquitanus fet over tnem ^ fome 
will have it that this Order was not inftituted* till 40 Years after in the Papacy of In- 
rxceVit III Their ad. Governour \vz%Srocbard of ycrufalem^ who made them a 
Rule much after the Rule oiSt.Safily which was abridged 1 19S, a:id confirmed by 
Albert y the Latin Patriarch oi Jerujakmy who tied them to Fafting, Silence, and 
canonical Hours, and the Lay-Brothers to ^eter the Hermit's Beads or Prayers, and 
to our Lady's.Pf Aer, they were tied fb no Vow bat to that ofObedience to their Go- 
vernours wnich was A. C. 1204 according to Z^^^i;^, or 1209. according to Pape- 
broch. This ift. Rule among other Things confines them to little Cells where they 
are to flay and employ themfelves Night and Day in Prayer, unlefs they are othei'- 
wife lawfully employed, the v are prohibited having any Property, they are to hear 
Mafs every Morning in the Oratory, they are injoyned Fafting from the Feaft of the 
Exaltation of the Holy-Crofs, till Eajlery except Sundays, Abftinehce from*Fle/h 
is commanded at all Thirties. The Order obliges th^m to manual Labour, theV are to 
keep ftria Silence from the Vefpers to the Hour of Tierce the next Day. Tney aro 
to refpeft their Prior. They were fome Time- after the Publication of thisJRule di- 
fturbed on Account of their toUowing a Rule not known in Europe. The Decree of 
the Council of Z/rr^r^« held in 12 15. prohibiting the erefting of any new Orders 
wfthoutthe Confentof theHoly See$ in the Year 1224. they pray'd Pope Honorins 
III. to approve the Rule given them by the Patriarch Albert. When the Carmelites 
came over to Europe and had founded Convents, they found there were fome Things 
in the Rule which wanted correftirig and mitigating, wherefore they apply'd to Pope 
Innocent IV. whofent aCommiflion, which he irapoweredto examme tne Rule, and 
to make fuch Amendments as ftiould be judged fir. The Coiiuniffioners were JIugb 
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CsLviinsLl of St: Satinaj 6i theOricr of St. IDomimc^'zndPnBiaffiBUhof of Antrada 
a City in Syria. 

THESE thought proper to add to the i ft. Article, which treats of the Obedience 
^ Ae Brethren owe to the Prior, that they ihould alfo keep Chaftity, and have no Pro- 
perty, and as fome of the Anchorets believed, they were only to refide in Defarts 5 
the Commiflioners to remove thefe Scruples, declared that they might haveMonafte- 
ries in Solitudes, and in fuch other Places as ihould be given them, provided that Re- 
gular Obfervance might there be maintained. The Patriarch abfolutely prohibited 
. eating Flefh at any Time, except inSicknefs and extreme Weaknefs. 

THE Ccmmiffioners left out the Words at am Ttnu and i^tream^ to the End that 
the Carmelites might not be burthenfome to thole that entertained them, they ordain- 
ed, thatwhen they travelled they might eat Herbs, boiled Fle/h, and even eat Flelh 
at Sea. They prefcribed Silence only from Compline till after Tierce the next Day, 
they alfo allowed them to eat in a common Refeftory, whereas till then, they were 
to eat apart in their Cells. They alfo made fome Regulations relating to divine Of- 
fice ana granted them Leave to nave Affcs, Mules, and to keep Cattle for their 
Ufe. 

THIS Rule with Amendoients was approved by Pope Innocent IV. 1247. 

I have placed the Carmelites after the Augufiiniani^ becaufc the laft came into 
•Europe 34 Years before them. 

THE Habit of the Carmelites was a ftriped Mantle of Party Colours, which they 
pretend was ufed by the Prophet JSZ/^j. Gregory IX. forbad them any Pofleffions 
or Revenues, but to beg from Door to Door, lienor iui IV. took from them this 
Habit and inftead thereof gave them a white Cloak and a white Hood, and under it 
•a Coat with aScapulary of Hair Colour, (a) This Pone will have them called in- 
-AtzAoi Carmelite Sy Srotbers of the Firgin Alary ^ ana exempts them from the Ju- 
jjifdiaion of Kings and Princes. 

THE ufe of the white Cloak was confirmed by his SucceSors Nicholas IV. 
Alexander Y. allowed them Prifons to puni/h their Apoftates, znA 7ohn XXIII. 
took them into his immediate Proteftion, and was (as they fay) warned by a Vifion, to 
keep them out of Purgatory. To enter into this Order is aeemed meritorious, and 
three Years Indulgence is promifed to them who at any Time call them Brothers rf 
jthe Virgin Mary. 

MANY of the -C^r/»^//V^J falling off from the Striftnefs of the laft mentioned 
Amendment of the Rule, they were divided into two Sefts : Thofe who adhered to 
-the Rule were called Obfervants^ the others who obtained a farther Mitigation 
.«re czWt^Non-Obfervants or Conventuals^ this Mitigation was obtained of the Popes 



-(aj In the Tear 1290 aU the Friers of this Order throughout England changed 
their Hcbit^ ;puttirjg on ivhite Cloaks in the room y their ^arty-c^lcured 
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JBuffnius IV.and^iWV. Aefc Itft tore changed {heir 'Hair cofouted Coat for '!bif- 
tin^ons fake into black. 

AND thefe five were the original Orders which were fucceffively fettled inEu^ 
rope within the fpace of 68i Years, of which, that of the SenediffineSy being the ift. 
cnj()y'd an the Reverence,^ and thence arifing large Donations upwards-df 530 Years 
alone without any Competitor. Whence they became fo exceedingly rich, that fum- 
'ming ixp the Revenues of all the feveral Monaftic Congregations m Et^iand^ thd 
SenediSHn's or black Monks only, enjoyed as much as all the reft together. Thefe 
Monks poflefied inJ&7Wtfff^attheReformation,6o668k Sterling per Ann. whichLands, 
improved proportionably with others, muft nowat leaft be worth^o668ol.per Ann. which 
is ten Times the original Valuej I (peak within Compafs, for theRents of that parcel 
of Lands of the diffolved Priory of Coventry^ which was bought bv Order o£ Sir Tho- 
mas White y of the then Value of 70 L per Ann. is now increafed to above fourteen 
Times the original Value. Thefe feveral Orders, except the ^arfbUfian^ have by 
Degrees'branched themfelves out into confiderable Numoers of feparate Sefb of Fri- 
ers taking their Names^ fome from their Leaders, others from the Place where they 
firftTettled, 8tc, as appears by the following Lift,

THE Cartbufians are indeed the only Monks who have not fu^ered ^ny Set^arkti^- 
<on, but tho* they make it their boaft, that have never been reformed fince .theit 
^rft Inftitution 5 yet if we may take a Pattern of their prefent way of living from 
their chief Convent the Great Chartmefi near "Grenme^ as it is defcribeaby the 
Author oftbe Frauds of the Romifi Monks and ^riefts^ they have as great Occafion 
for a thorough Reformation of their notorious Irregularities, as any other Regulars of 
the Church of Rome, the juft named Author p. 35% in his firft Letter glve& us this 
SpeciuEwn; 
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" T H E S B new Buildings (^3 were-. brougiSt to Ptfrfeftion, wlA « Magnifi' 
" cence very unbecoming the Mbdefty of Hennits, and more becoming the Palace 
" of a King, then the Cells of fuchwho pretend to have forfaken the World, A% 
*< for their Manner of living, they ftill retain fomething of their firft Inftitution, as in 
** particular their Abjftinence from Fleih ; but the Diverfity and Abundance of Fifh, . 
<* Herbs and Eggs, and other fuch^ like Things wherewith they are ferved, is far 
" more pleafing and ag^reeable to Senfe, thtn any fort of Flelh-Meat, and much 
" more coftly. The Father Purveyor of the Houfe affured lis, that the Expence of 
*' every Religious amounted at Ifeaft to five faundi:ed CrOwns a Year ^ they have a way 
** of extrafting the Substance and as it were the Quinteflence from.feveral great 
" Fi/hes, whereof they mal&e Jelly firodis, that are extremely nouriihing. Their 
" Bread is of an. extraordinary VVhitenefs, and the bdft Wine that can be got for Love 
** or Money, is afforded them without Meafur^. Befides this, every Religious has in 
** his own Apartment a Referv8tory,ftoredwith Fruit and other Neceffaries, fodiat 
** they may eat and drink wben-ever diey pleafe, and entertain their Friends who 
'* come to vifirthem. Every Cartbufian has his (eparate Apartment which* confiih 
*' of fivp or fix fair Rooms, very neatly furnished and adorned, with a neat Garden 
" which feparates one Apartment from another, all which Gardens have a Door that 
" opens into the Cloifter, &c. 

HOW docs all this agree with living in a fmal). Cell,, drefling one's own, Viftu- 
als, eating branny Breads living three Dtfys in the Week upon Bread and Water^- 
and with eating the major. Part of the Year but once a Diy, and drinking no Wine ; 
except with Wafer ? 

EACH of thefe above-mentioned Orders, to raife in the People the greater Re- - 
verence for their Saint, and procure the larger Benefaflions to themfelves, have u-.. 
fed their utmoft Skill to fet off their Founder in the moft brilliant Manner, bringing . 
many Inftances to prove him the peculiar Favourite of Heaven, and vie with one a- 
nother, who fhall produce the longeft String of the moft incredible Miracles wrought 
by him and even (ome of his Difciples. What I h?ve already faid of St Francis OxtXL 
fuffice for a fample, nor will I tire the Reader ^s Patience, with the miraculous Cures 
faid to be performed by St. Jtujiin^s Girdle, tho' thete is not any folid Proof diat he 
wore one. And as to St. Sennet^ who ever reads his Life wrote by Pope Gregory the 
Great, will readily grant, that his Panegyric of that Saint is not to be exceeded by 
any Pen ; He with others recounts many Legerdemain Tricks the Devil playM at 
Monte-Caffino^ when St. Semet built his ift and largeft Monaftery there, and then 
goes on in the Rehearfal of a large fet of Miracles, but not content with thofe, his 
Saint worked himfelf, he farther ihews the extent of the Power granted him, in the 
Relation of divers Miracles performed by one Matirus a Difciple of St.Semety by his 
Matter's Commands, &c. 

HOW far the Reader may be induced to give jhis Belief to thefe bold Aflertions 
I will not pretend to fay. But the Sentimepts of feveral Roman Catholic Writers 
have caufed mc to fufpend mine. For Canus calls the Author of the Golden Lezend^ a 
Man of a brazil Face and a leaden Heart, Efpenceeus upon II 77/».* 4. fays the. Le* 
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sends, are full of Fables, and Cajefan fDigr. it Opufc. de concept. JTtrg. C. i. plain- 
w teHs X2S, diat it cannot be infauibly known, that the Miracles the Church Grounds 
the Canonization of Saints upon be true, becaufe die Credit depends on Men's Report 
wbo may deceive others, and be deceived themfelves. 

V^ 'Order to fliew that England is not left without a Saint of its own, and a Found- 
er of an Order, I cannot pafs by St. Gilbert^ a native of Sempringham inLincolnfiire^ 
•who inftituted an Order of Monks and Nuns, whofe Statutes confiiled of a Collection 
outof the Rulesof St. Sr««r^ %TiA.St. jiufiin. they were after their Founder's Name, 




fignedly made no mention of thefe Regulars after the Auguftimans (where accord- 
ing to Time they fliould have been placed) becaufe they are not one of the Cardinal 
Orders, nor in tne Lift of the Subalteriior fecondary Orders, becaufe they do not 
Jprofefs any one particular Rule, bat a Compound out of the two moil ancient.

THESE are all the Monafteries we have an Account of in the County of Nof^ 
tingbam^ of which none claims greater A ntiauity than Kin^ Henry I. nor none has 
been founded later than Ei'xardllh fince wnbfe Reign till Henry VII. in the hea- 
vy Civil Wars, occafioned by the Conteft between the Boufes oi-Lancafier and 2Jr*, 
the Nobility had neither Tinie for founding new Religious Houfes, nor Lands to fpare 
to endow them with, (the Property of their Eftates almoft entirely depending upon 
the Fate of the Wars) and from fllr«ry VIIL to Ednvard^Vl. his Reign, the iamioral 
Lives of the Monks of almoft all Orders were fo glaring, that far from inducing any 
Body to increafe the. Number of Convents, they rather proved greatly inftruniental 
in bringing about a Reformation in England^ wnich was- confiderably advancedinthe 
Reign in Edivard VI. and notwithftanding the Interruption by Queen Mary I. happi*- 
ly accomplifhed in the long' and glorious Reign of Queen Elizabeth. 

WHEN the Authority of the See of Rome had received 1^ eonfiderable Shock, by 
the Lofs of fo manv Kings and Princes, who having confidered the haughty and in- 
folent Behaviour ot former Popes, and the Luxury and Irreligion of the Popes in their 
Time, (a) as well asof all the Clergy both Secular and Ke|pilar, had lately forfa- 
ken the Romi/h, and were (by taking their Refuge to the Holy Scriptures) returned 
to the true ApoftolicChureh : rope ^ouf III; who came to his Papacy in 1 534. did 
ufe all his Endeavours to mufler up what. Forces he could to ftrengthen die finking 
Power of the Holy See. To which End, he in the firft Place call^ the {amous Coun- 
cil of Trenty in the next Place carefled and cheriihed the Mendicant Orders, o£ 
which the jDomimcans^ by eftabliihin|; the htquiJUiony were topadlock the Tongues 
of Men in.aQPlaces> where this Tribunal was received, the others, who make up a

hy Ignatius Zoicia a Spaniard, which call themfelves the Society of Jcfus^ that 
thefe by having obtained, on Account of their Learning,' the Management of theE- 
ducation of almoft all the Touthof the Romi/h Church, might have it in their Pow- 
er to inftil fuch Principles, into their Pupils, as were moft agreeable with, and condu- 
cive to the Intereft, andconfiftentwitn the* Papal Authority. However, Ao* thefo 
means were moft artfully concerted, and die Jefuits greatly influence Ae Councils of 
Princes, yet it is eviddit by daily Occurrences that thefe Romifh Princea ever finde 
that great Event the Reformation^ are very little terrify *d by any Storm diat thceatens ' 
from the Vatican^ and that the Popes of the laft and prefent Century are obliged to 
make ufe of the Fox inftead of the Lion.

In the Room 
of the Altar is now a great Tire-place, over which was found upon a Stone the Date 
ofthe building of this Chappel, wa. 1409, which whilft legible one Mr. Ellis a 
Watchmaker took down into nis Pocket- Boole, and communicated to me 5 by this it 
appearsthat it was built in the Reign of King -Hifwr^ IV-. 335 Years ago, and who

the Reformation, as is evident from the Crofs-croflets in the Centers of the four lelTer 
Rounds 5 and in that there are no Banks raifed but circular Trenches cut into the 
Turf, and thofe fo narrow that Perfons cannot run in them, but mufl: run.on the top 
of the Turf. Nobody can at this Time give any Account when it was firft made, nor 
by whom, neither is it known whofe Bufinefs it is to keep it in Repair j but might I 
offer my Conjefture, I /hould think this open Maze was made by fome of the Priefts 
belonging to St. Anne^s Chappel, who being confined fo far as not to venture out of 
Sight or Hearing, contrived this to give themfelves a breathing for want of other 
jJBxercife. 

T HOSE of the Fair Sex who like the Water-fide> have a very agreeable Way 
•to it over Nfcmw^A/i;« Meadows, where in Summer Evenings they do not want Con- 
veniencies at the Trent Bridge to bath themfelves unfeen. 

I fhould not have omitted till now to fpeak of that delightful Walk to Cokvick 
"Mills, whither in the Summer Seafon, the cool Shade and the Mufic of the Birds 
ufed to invite a . great Number of young Ladies 5 but that fince thefe Hills are walled 
in, this pleafure is only allowed to them whom il///;/^ ilfc/^rd, Efqj (whofeProperty 
they are^ is pleiafed to favour with a Key, 

A T Nottinzbam are alfo two Monthly Affemblies contrived for the Interview of 
•of the genteel Part of the Town of both Sexes, where the younger divert themfelves 
with Dancing, whilftthe fenioror graver Part enjoy themfelves over a Game of 
rQuadrilleorWhift, 

ONE of thefe places of Meeting, isontlie Z^^v-pavementy hnilt purpofely for 
this Ufe, confifting of a handfome, lofty and fpacious Room, with a Gallery for the 
Mufic at the upper End, the Room is 67 Feet long and 2 1 Feet broad, to this belong 
two withdrawing Rooms and a Place where a Perfon attends who fells all kinds of 
Sjefreihments. This is called the Ladies's. Affembly. . ■ 
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T HE other called the Tradefmen'« Aflemhlv, is held laa large Room 70 Feet' 
long and 20 Feet broad^ where the Wealthy Tradefmen, their Wlver and Sons and 
Daughters meet for the fame Recreation, This is ztTburland Hall* in Gridlefmitb* 
gate. 

THE ufual Days of theft Affemblies are 5 That of the Ladies the firft Tuefdayi 
and that of the Tradefmen every 3d Tuefday in the Month. When in the Evening 
there is in both a numerous Appearance. In both thefe Places there are held Affem- 
blies extraordinary in the Aflize-Week, Eleflion Time, and at the Horfe-Race ^ of 
this laft I ihall fpeak next. 

Nottingham is one of the twelve Towns where the King's Guineas are run for, be- 
fides other Money or Plates. 

THESE Races are kept in ^«/y, the Courfe which formerly was foiir Miles 
round, is at this Time but two Miles. It is one of the bei£ in JSngiandf and is never 
out of Order for running be the Weather what it will. 

HERE is a fine Valley for Coaches, Chariots, &c. to pafs and repafs, and for 
the Accommodation of the Nobility and Gentry who come to the Races. This 
J^^of//;7|^i&^/» Courfe could once have vyed with any Courfe in the Kingdom for a 

frand Appearance of Nobility, neither Newmarket nor SanReadfDtftdns^ boaft of 
etter Company nor Horfes, but fince the great Increafe of Horfe-Races it has ra- 
ther dwindled, however the late Aft of Parliament has been of fome Service to it, 
and there feems a very great lik'elihbod that in a Number of Years it may recover its 
former Luftre, 

D U RING the Race a Company of Comedians always are' in the Town, who 
Aft at a Theatre built for that purppfe in St. Mary'Gztt. 

I N Nottingham are kept upwards of 400 Saddle Horfes, above 130 Coach, ChaiJTe 
and Team-Horfes, 1 1 Gentlemen's Coaches and Chariots,, a confiderable Number 
of Chaifes and Chairs, befides 5 Hackney Glafs Coaches, one Chariot, and feVeral 
Chaifes and Chairs. 

HERE is alfo an Hackney Sedan, the firft ever ufcd here for Hire, which fer ves 
to carry Pierfons who are taken Sick from Home, and ancient Ladies to Chutch ' and - 
Vifiting, as alfo Touftg ones in rainy Weather.' 

I will now proceed to examine hoVl^ the Elements favour our Tbwn and iftl 

Of the Heaven^ and Air. 

THE Heaven in thefe Parts is feldqm ruffled by violent Tempefts, and for 
OHght I can learn has been fubj^ft to as few uncommon and frightful Appearances 
as any where.

BUT what is ftill frefli in People's Memory, h a Torbado blaft, which hap- 
pened in the Year ij%i^ February iith, cominej from the South,, hailed in a^X.ine 
withrthe utmoft Force* and Swiftnefs Northward, and coming to Thorny *Wood, there 
made a Lane of feveral Feet wide and a confiderable length, leaving the firft I^odge 
a little to the Right, teafing all' the Trees in its Way up by the Root, and fpliting 
fome of each fide from To^p to Bottom; I'myfelf did obfervfe in the Year 1737, fome 
few HaAels and Crab- Trees, (which had only felt afide Forc^ of that Whirl-Wind) 
fplit in two, and twifted as one might twift a Wifp of Straw,

ANOTHER Phscnomenon more familiar tp,S sailors then Inland Perfons, is what 

the'Sailors cairSpoiits,' very coihnlDn "in the Weft-Indies and happening fometimes in 

the Mediterranean Sea, but more uncommon in Places diftant from thofe great Wa* 

ters: Of this kind was obferved one by Lamford CoUin^ JSfqj at SJi^elfird in the

Of all thfe reft* none is B€d»rid,.{exceptdifeO'Or four)' and are hearty and well. 

A S healthful as Nottingham isj there moftly happens once in five Years fome 
Diftem^perature in the Air, which either brings alon^ with it fome Epidemical Fe- 
ver, (tho'feldom very Mortal,) or renders the Small-Pox more dangerous than at o- 
ther Times, of this laft, the Year 1736, was a fatal Inftance, for from the latter £nd 
oiMay to the beginning of September^ this iDiftemper fwept away a great Number of 
Souls, (but moftly Children,) and in the fingle Month ofmay^ there were buried in 
St: Mary^s Church and Church-yard only, 104 5 in (hort, the Burials exceeded that 
Year the Brths by above 380, whereas otherwife there is communibus annist an in- 
creafe of about 659 a Mortality, the like I have not been able to difcover in looking 
back into the Church Regifters for above 30 Years, and I much queftion whether 
there has been the like fince-the Plague, which vifited this Town in 1667, and 
made a cruel Dcfolation in the higher part of -N'brm^Aijffi, for very few died in the 
loweF, efpecially in a Street called the Narrotjc-Marft)^ it was obferved, that the In- 
feftion had no Power, and that during the whole Time the Plague raged, not one 
who lived in that Street died of it, vihich induced many of the richer fort of People 
tocro d thither and hire Lodgings at any Pricey the Prefervation of the Peo- 
ple 
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pie was attributed to Ae Effluvia of the Tanners Ouze, ^for there were then47 Tan- 
ners Yards in that Place^ befides \^hich they caufed a Snioak to be made, by burning 
moift Tanners Knobs. 

LET me add to this Prcffervation, fevcralPrefervations of another kind, I mean 
wonderful Efcapes of fome Perfons in this Town from Death. 

' I have met with a very Angular Cafe of one Cicify Ridgiway^ who in the Reign of 
King Edivard III having fafted forty Days in clofe. Prifon at Nottingham^ obtained 
ihe King*8 Pardon : For a more particular Account of which, I refer mv Reader to 
the XluthSiaion. I fhall here only mention fome few Efcapes within our Me- 
mory. 

IN the Year 1709, on^WilUam Lees^ who when he had been drinking was al- 
ways like a Perfon diftra£led, came in one of thefe Fits of Madnefs to the freck-day- 
CrofSi there jumped into a Well between 23 and 24 Yards deep, and \^astb||flce pul- 
led cut by his Brother without having received the leaft Hurt.

I N the Year 1720, iathe Month of yi#ijf, when his Grace the Duke o£ Newcaftle 
kept open Houfe at the Caftle of NottitJgbam 5 one ^ohnChambtrSj a Gingerbread- 
Baker, andthefirft of the Tradein this Town, being extremely Drunk, went out 
from the paved Yard uooa the Rock, but being Top heavy, 
Cell backwards headlong down tne Precipice, into a Gardiner*s Ground near the 
JLeerty without receiving any other Hurt than beating off fome of the Skin of the Knuc- 
kles of his Fingers. The perpendicular Height of this Rock is 133 Feet, 

ABOUT the Year 17 19, one CharUs Seck^ was employed to crlean the Well, at 
the Cock in&ie Higb^Vavemertty which is go Yards -deep ^ tne Apprentice and Son 
of the Houfe, who were to draw the Bucket as the Man at the bottom filled it, through 
Heedleflhefs letgo.the Rope, and the Bucket came down with fuch velocity, that the 
Barrel about whidi the Rope was wound, was by the violence of the Motion torn off, 
and fell after[[the Bucket, tne Lads frighted run away and thought the Man was killed, 
but it proved otherwife, for he had the Prefence of Mind to ward off the Bucket from 
lis Head with both his Arms, which were thereby very much bruifed, and the Bar- 
rel falling fidew ays, tho* it very much wounded him, yet did it not give him any 
mortal Hurt. 

In the Year 1742, another Accident of like Nature with the firft, happened ih 
the Month of May^ to one ^obn Rolhftotj^ then oiWollaton^ Taylor, who happened to 
lieillof aFever^ inabackGarretin^tfrA^^^^^, being delirious flung himfelf out 
of the Garret Window., run through aNei^hbour's Yard down the Street, at the bottom 
of which he jumped into a Well. He being foon miffed, it was thought he was run 
Home to WoUaton^ where the People went to fee for him, but milling of him there 
they returned, *and fomebody telling fhem thatfomething groaned in the Well which 
was covered, they lifted up the Lid and found the Perfon they wanted, who now had 
ftood above anHour there,almoftup to theNeck inWater,he had not fo nnuch a« afcratch 
on his Skin when he was taken out, and being got into a Bed well warm*d, he foon 
came to himfelf, and grew well in a fhort Time, and about three Months after, he 
married a young Woman who lived over againft the Place where the Accident hap* 
^ened 5 he lives now in Goofe-gatc, 
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AS furprifing an Accident befel VCItilH aEont 4 TeKrs old in 17" which falling- 
into a Well at the End of the Narranv-Marjb a Man went down but could not'find the 
Child, whereupon the Child's Father went down himfelf by a long Ladder^ and 
finding his littU Babei he took it in his Armr but was fo hurried and furprized,, that 
(ftiaking and trembling) before he wan got hsUl up the Ladder,, he let it fkir$ upon 
this he went down again^ and took it up as before, but when he had got ahnoft to the 
tap of the Ladder, h&let it drop a (eooiid Time ^ then the Standefs by would nbt 
fuffer him to try any more^ but another Perfoti went and brought tbe Child out alive^ 
but notfenfible 9 however, bein^-purinto a wMift Bed, the (Jhild by the^ next Da/ 
was entirely recovered^ and hadt received no hut« aboetits Body^ but a little Bruife 
upon one ot its Cheeks. 

IN yum J744f the Boot-catcher of the Crow« Iiin in ^mi^fi^tfw, being in Li- 
quor and otherwife fdbjed to rife in his Sleep, got up about M o*Clock at Kight ah4 
fell out of a Window four Stories high (mtfafuring rz Yards) upon the hard Pavements 
The Miftrefs hearing fomebody groan in the Yard came out with a Candle, with 
fome other Perfons then in the Houfe, who haying difcovered the Matter, fent im- 
mediately for a Surgeon to examine bis Condition, who coming, found neither frac- 
ture nor Laxafeion of any part, he that Night opened a Vein, the Felloe was (6 
ilunned with the Fall, that he was not fenfcble for feveral Davs, and when he came 
to himfelf he knew not what had l^ppened to him,' but complained of being fOre and' 
weary, attributing it to his Walking fo far, which probably he dreamt when he had' 
this Fall. He recovered in lefs than a Week's Time, and had no bad Symptoms nor 
Harm, but that of beingbniifed which was unavoidable. 

TO thefeletmeaddan Inftance of RaiRneii which might have been attended 
with Death) tO'voif : One yoAn Sranjbni a Frame-Work-Knitter, in the Year 1736, 
inthe Month o{ yuly{ there he'mg then {0 great a Flood at Nbttingbamy that the- 
Planks between the ir^«-Bridge and the C^^i/y* Bridges -which are threefeet high- 
were overflowed,^ laid an inconfiderable Wager, that he couW WaHc from th^Lt^n-- 
Bridgjs to the other, upon the R'ailes, which are iliU four Feet higherthanth^PlaAks^ 
and about 294 Yards longv He accordingly fef about it, but by Ae Time he had got- 
two thirds of his Way,, a Wonoan with a Milk-pale on her Head comihgfrom Sri^f - 
ford towards Nottingkam^ met him, and to fave her Milk-pale, pu/hed him with her 
Hand from the Rails into the Water 5 he being got out with lome Difficulty, run 
Hbme, fhifted his Clothes and returned to the Place, not willing to allow that he. 
had lofl, he attempted the Raiies a fecond Time, and won his trifling Wager. 

AFTER thefeveral Efcapes from DeaA, I fhair here take Notice of fdme 
particular Warnings,^ ftoooie Perfons have had of the Death -of f(>nie of their: Family : 
a» will appear by what f oITbws. 

I N 1727-8, in the Mpnth o( FibruOfyi at whicTi Time LatizfordCcUin^ Efqi liv\l 
at 2crA, one Night coming ^ome, he immediately,, and very fpeedily undrefled^ 
himfelf, and went to Bed to hit Lady^ who being awake, he ipoke to her, asking^ . 
her concerning fomething he thought Ihe could informhim of, burhehad hardly ex- 
changed fix Words, when he. was furprized at a fudden Knock given to the Street 
Door, foloud, arif it had been done with a great Slcdge-Hammer, which made 
him as fuddenly rife up our of his Bed, and with a pair of Piftbls in his Hand he haft- 
ed acrofs the landing Place. to the. ]>iniAg*Room, but - before he could reach the 

Door 
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Boor of it, he heard a fecoilcl Knoclc, full as loud as the firiO:, at which impatient, an(| - 
fearing it might injure his Lady then pregnant, and near her Time, he with all Ex- 
peditiort did run to the W indow,. during which a third Knock was heard, not only by 
fcimfelf but fe^ral of his Family j but throwing the Safh open, he faw No-body, jiei-' 
rtier' at the T>q6r nor on one fide or other of the Houfe, tho* it was clear Mbon-Light, - 
arid nothing to obftruS his Sight either Way for a condSderable Space 5 it ill thinking^ ' 
it was done by fome unlucky Perfons out 01 Game or Wantonnefs, he difcovered the 
next Morning his Uneafinels at fuch Ufage at the CoiFee Hbufe, declaring^ with . 
fome Warmth how highly he would refent it, could he come at the Knowledge of 
that rude Perfon who nad been guilty of that ridiculous Aftion : Nor did he change' 
hi« firft Opinion till the next Poft brought him a Letter which informed him of the' 
Death of his Coufin, Tbomas Smith of Nottifigbatni Efq; who died at London^ at the 
rery Time the faid knocking' was heard^ 

ABOUT three Tears after that, the fame Gentleman, fitting up with hl^ nexf 
Brother, Mr. j4hel Collin ^ heard from 12 0' Clock at Night, till it ftruck Ope, a' 
continiial Noife of driving Nails info a Coffin, in the Work-ihop ot^AnSaKery a 
Joyner, which abutted upon their Yard", at this he^was much offended as thinking it 
very unkind from an intimate Acquaintance. of the Sick Perfr>n, when foon after he 
heard a Noife as if two or three Men were landing aCoffin inAe Room over his Head,. 
which]made him fuft)e£i it to be a Forerunner of his Brother's Death, Who departed 
this Life exaSly at One o'Clock the next Day; 

I co\ild produce many Inftances of the like Nature accompanied with very furpri- 
fing Circumftances^ communicated to me by Perfons of reputfed Veracity, but I ra- 
ther wave being Prolix on thisHead, leaft I jQiould be charged with a ridiculous Cre- 
dulity by thofe who disbelieve everv Thing of this kind, and indeed I may fairly 
claim a Right to fufpend my Belief, fince neither myfelf nor any of my Relations as! . 
far as I ever could learn, have at any Time "experienced aHy fuch Fore-bodings of 
Death. 

WHAT has been faid concerning the getierrfl Salubrity of the Air of ifofting^.r 
banty leads me naturally to the Confideration of the Waters aboutthis Town, for up- ^ 
cii thefe depend very much the goodnefs and badnefs of the Air. And firft, the ' 
Tretity befides its convenient Diftance, has a Courfe fo rapid as will always preferve 
its Sweetnefs, and prevent any noifome Vapours to rife from it. Between this and 
the River Zeerty we have two Pools, the fmallnefs and diftance to which can no wiy« 
be injurious. Ai to the Zren which runs clofe by Nottingham Caftle, it lies at the 
I^ootof the Town, and tho' it is flower in its Motion then the Trenty yet are not the 
Vapours thence arifing capable of becoming hurtful, not only oil Account of the great 
Height the Town ftands above it, likewife becaufe of the Opennefs of the Ground 
below, which readily admits the Ventilation of the Wind to aifperfe all noxious Par- 
ticles, and the few bogrgy Inclofures between this River and its back-V^arer, are by 
the prudent Care of the Corporation raifed and made good Land. The Springs in 
general, of which, befides the two principal ones taken Notice of in atibther Place, 
there is a very good one in a Clofe called Trougb-Cloffy mzr Mapperleyllilly fpring- 
ing out of the Side of a Rock, and two more in the two Coppices; there has alio late- 
ly been difcovered a pleafant Sprinfir under one of the;Arches of the Town-Bridge. ^ 
There is alfo a very good one in a Clofe over againft theCaftle -Rock. Thefel fay in 
general do participate very little of 5alts*or Sulphur, a Mrlky foftnefs which appears 
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by the Waters boiling and coolinpf almoft as readily as any River Water, and alfo la- 
thering with Soap. ^ This Softnefs of the SpringR in all Probability has iaagreatMea- 
- lure been the Cayfe why the Uottinf^^ham Tanners, have never been fo much famed 
fcr Sole Leather as in fome other neighbouring: Places, where the Springs are hard- 
er. Of Springs impregnated with Medicinal Virtues, this Town is not altogether 
deftitute, there is one call*d the Nottingbum Spaw 5 this Spring fifes on the South- 
fide of the River Lectt^ not far from the Enprine Ilouffe j it has a ftrong Chalybeat 
Aftringency, and is a very heavy Water. There are befides this Martial Water, two 
other Springs on the North-fideof the Town, the one in a Clofe called the Seycrcfr^ 
the other in the next Clofe beyond it, this laft lies foraewhat lower, and never fails, 
whilft the firft mentioned is fometimes dry in Summery both thefe have been very 
much cryed up, and hav£ been frequented by Multitudes of People as excellent Eye- 
Waters. There were formerly, nay till within thefe 30 Years above 300 Wells in 
the Town of Nottingtnm^ both public and private, of which tho' many of the pub lick 
ones, hare fince been flopped up, there are yet upwards of 200 in Ufe, and of great 
Service to the Tovvn, (the Water of divers ot thele Wells isconfiderably harder than 
that of the Springs before mentioned,) efpecially for Malting and Brewing. But 
that NonirfgJbam might be more conveniently fupply'd with'River-Water, uhich was 
then brought up in Water Carts, and alfo with Pales, a Water-En^ine was fet on 
Fpot by a private Company of Proprietors, this whole Undertaking beingdivided in- 
to 32 Shares. The Original Sharers, as in all new ProjeSs, met with many Dif- 
ficulties, and foutidit very expenfive for fome Years, before they could rightly briirg 
it to bear, but of late isbrougnttoa competent Perfection, fo that they are in a Con- 
dition of ftrpplyinfir any part o( Nottingham 5 the Eaft-patt bf the Town has the W«- 
ter immediately from the Engine, whilft the Weft-part receives it from a large Re- 
fervoir made in that part of S^^r-2?y^f where the ancient Poftern flood, mentioned 
in SeB' I. befidos this, leaftat any Time, there fhould be want of Water on Account 
,of the River Zrr« being low, the Company Rent of his Grace the Duke of Uciv- 
cajile^ a large Pond in the Park, lying cloie by the River, to which they have fixed 
Flood-Gates, ferving in Time of Floods to'let the Water in, and in Time of Scarci- 
ty, to furnifh Water enough to fet the Engine to Work. 

.SO much for the Quality of the Waters, and the Conveniency they furnifti this 
Tou n with. As to the Courfe of the t»o Rivers^ the Store of Fifh they furni/h, and 
^efpecially what Advantage the Trent affords to the Trade of this Town, is refer ved 
for the 6th..aQd 7th. Se£lions. 

. BE FO R E I conclude this Article of Waters, I /hall juft tou£*h upon what extra- 
^ordinary App^rapces, relating to them have happened here. 

STOU^y inhisfummary of Chronicles p. I a6, informs us; ** That in the Year 

. '* 1 1 10, the Water of theRiver Trent was dried up, at Nottingbam^ from One o'Clock 

•\till Three : -*' And Henry KnigbtonCanon ot Lekejler izys^ " from the Morning 

" to Three o'Clock in the Afternoon." This laft is quoted to very good purpofe by 

D,r. y/or, in his Hiftory of Staffordjbire^ in fupport of his well grounded Opinion : 

'* That Springs are neither all, nor only, produced by Rains, but fupply'd by the 

,*V Sea by fubterraneous Meanders, and that by tranfcolation in their rafTages, the 

*' W ater is filtrated and becomes frelh. *' He (Knightcn) fays: " This River 

.** whi. h rifes in St^:fford/birej did become dry of a {uMQT)rzt Nottingbam, &c. and no 

»f * Q;.eftion, aids the J)o^or, bwt it was fp at other Places, which could not' have hap- 

** pened 
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** pened, had not the Springs been fupplyM by fubterraneou? Paflaffe«, which be- 
" mg cafually ftopt by the Fall of fearth, could not furnifh Water; 'till fuch al^ime'^as 
«* h.could work its Way through the fallen Earth, or find fome other Paffage." 

IT has been faid above, that the Luxuriance of Nmirtgbam Meadows, is in great * 
part owing to the Overflowing of the two Rivers ^hich encompafs them, and that 
with very great Truth : But it muft b^ confeffed that I^ortune (eldom bellows her 
Favours m fo high Perfeftion as to leave no Room for Wifhes 6r t'ear?, fo has this o- 
therwife, great Benefit, been fometinTes attended, tho* feldorfi,' with Inconvenien- 
cies, I mean unfeafqnable and great Floods : as in the Year 17 13, and within oiy 
Time," in 1736, when the Flood was fo high in thie Month of J^uly at Nottingham^ 
that in many of the Parlours in the Houfes near the Leen^ the Water did rife upward^ 
of 2 Feet above the Floor 5 this Flood carried away a great' deal of Hay, ipoilc J 
the feft and did otberwifc a confiderable Daniag'e ' 

W E will now proceed and fee what kind 0^ Ground theife is about 'KoHingbafn j 
As the general Diftinftion of the Land of the County is into Sand and Clayl^ as be- 
ing predominant, fo that of Sottingham is th^ fame, tho* there is all forts of Ground 
befides. The Meadows w;e have already been fpeaking of, and the Fields are fy 
plentifullyenriched by t^e great' Quantity of Dung and Afhesthe Town affords, that 
thereisnoneedto look for Marie and other kind of Manure. But Z!^NottinghiCmrtc^'vfQ\ 
a greatSupply not only ofFewel andMaterials forBuildingfrom itsNeighb9urhood,both 
by Water and at eafy Land Carriage, I hope it will not be thought altogether Fo- 
reign to my Purpofe^ to take a View of what the Coxmty ' of Uomngtain produces ih 
the compafs of 12 Miles round about its Capital, * 

AND firft Pit-Coals, firice the almoft univerfal Deftruilionof Wood'in the to- 
reft, is become the only Fewel ufed here, iot which End there are Coal-Mine§ 
within 3, 4, 6, & 7 Miles, North-Weft and Weft of this Town, which being work'd, 
furnilli to it Plenty of Coal, ata reafonable Rate, for they are never above 4d. to 
6d. per Hundred unlefs when a wet Winter Seafonbas made the Roads very baa, foV 
which great-Advantage K^m«g^^« owes an everlafting Gratitude to the Memory of 
the Late, and the Perfon and Family, of the Right Honourable 'the prefent Lord 
Mddlaon. 

THE Coals of this Country, tho' they do give Way to thofe which come from 
Ne'xcajlte to London^ in durablenef*, and confeauently are not altogether equal to 
thofe for culinary iJfes, yet for Chambers and other Ufes, they exceed them, ma- 
king both a fweeter and a brisker Fire, and confidering the difference in Price» thefe 
are divers ways preferable : A Chaldron of Coals which fl\ould weigh full a Tun 
' Weight, is at the cheapeft at London^ in the Pool, 1 /. 3 5. befides Carriage, where- 
as the dearcft, i.e. at fix-pence per Hundred, we have a Tun of our Coals brought 
to the Door for 10 Shillings. The Coak or Cynder which is ufed in the drying of 
Malt, and which is fold at i s. and 4 J. per Horfe Load is much fweeter than that 
made of the Torkftfire Coal, which appears in that the Uottingham Malt has hardly 
any^ of that particular Tafte, which the Torkfifire Malt communicates to the beft of 
their Ale.

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, AS to Materials for Building, the Clay-Land ^IbovA Nmif^m, has caufed mar 
ny Brick-Kilns to be fet up, fo near the Town, as to make tbeParriage npt to exc^e4

^hardens, and is rather nonrilhed than decay'd by it: Notwithftanding all this, not 
tiniich of ^is.GedUng Stone, is employ 'd in the Buildings of this Town. 

ZINST, ^afpl€*xick, SukveO, Nuthall^ £sfc. of which the moft diftant does not 
i^xceed fix 'Miles, furniflaes Plenty of Lime, burnt of the gray Lime-ftone. [tf] 

CROVJVELL^RatcU£,znAGothm,^i no ffreaterDiftance,afford akindofPlaifter, 
little inferiour to the Plalfter oi^drh^ which ferves to make very good Plaifter- 
Tloors, very much in Ufe here. 

THOSE whofe Affluence of Fortune will allow them to decorate the infide of 
ttheir Houfes with Marble, may be fupply'd with divers forts ofalmoft all Colours, by 
our Neighbour the County of x)rr^, which in fome Places faUs little ftiort of the 
Foreign, and comes cheaper beyond Proportioa. 

OAK-Timber, tho* at this Time it will not allow the People to be fo lavi/h as 
to w^fte it as former Ages have done, yet according to the prefent manner of Build- 
ing, we want not a neceflary Quantity about us," the Property of ^private Gentlemen^ 
of whom it may be purchafed at reafonal^le Rates, and as to what \yood is ufed of Fo- 
reign Produft the Trff//^ conveys hither by the way of Hull. 

T IJ E R JE is a great Quantity of Jrpn-Stone in this Neighbpurhood, but as the 
*Iron ManufaSure is /hifted from nence, very little Oar is now got, to what diere was 
a Century or two ago $ however there is ftill one^ Forge a going at Sui*iveU^ about 4 
^iles from Tsottingbcon. 

PA yrNG-Stone, which formerly ufed to be got out of die 7f^;/r, is now plen- 
tiful! y brought hither from I^ywartb,^ and other parts not far diflant. 

AMONG this kind of Stone there are frequently found in the Road and upon the 
Eoreft, fome which are diverfify'd with two or more Colours, and mark*d with a

THE aboveXift does not mention Phyficians, tho* at the Time it ^(fas made, there 
vwas at Icaft one, whom the Author names on «& very particular Occafion^ viz. Dr. 
Atkinfiny but there was alfo'Dr. Alton in his Time, liKrceeded by T)x.Jcfifb Gar- 
diner ^ who died in f 669 3 neither do 1 find Counfellors inferred, tho' this Town has 
feldom fince his Time been without one or more. Attorneys are alfo omitted, tho' it 
feems very unlikely that fuch a Trading Town ofSoningbam fhouldhave beendefti* 
tute of fome of this Fraterniry i the Autnor*s not taking .Notice of them, makes it 
probable that there were but few in. his Days, however they are. very much iucreafed 
: fince. 



NO Bricklayer is mentioned in the old Lift, whether there was none at that 
'Time in the Town, (Brick-Buildings being then not common,^ or whether the Plai- 
fterers did what little of that fort of Work was to be done; I will not prefume to de- 
cide, but I Gonjefture that when he fpeaks of Free-Mafons, he does not mean what 
we now call your Free and accepted Mafons, but either-Mafons-ef Stone-cutters, be- 
caufe it was then newly come into Fafhion, to have Stone Window Frames^ or «lfe 
Bricklayers, who vecy likely worked both in Brick and Stone, as they now in this 
Town, all do. , 

T H E Basket-makers are indeed decreaTed in this Town, but many live in the

OUR Bakers have likewife reaped the Advantage of making French-Rollsi as 
well as they are made in London. 

AS the old Lift takes no Notice of Linnen-Drapers, I judge that the Mercers 
then dealt alfo in Linnen. 

T H E R E are no Skinners at prefent in Nottingham^ tho' it is manifeft, that fome 
of that Bufinefs did formerly live here^from the Form of the Bridge- Mafters palling 
their Accounts, where among other Articles which they receive for the Repairs of 
the Bridge diere is to this Bay fet down the following :

Perfons of that Trade deal in Skins dreffed with the Hair or Wool on, and all kind^

OF Smiths I have already. fpoken above, and taken Notice that the M^nufaftu« 
ringof Iron, is the next oldeft to that of Cloth and Malt, extending not only to the 
rougher Sort of Workmanfliip, but being famous for the moft curious Part of that Ma- 
nufaSure, which probably may have given Birth to the Proverb : The littk Smith of 
hottinghamy that docs the Work that no Man can. Mr. Ray accounts for it in Man- 
ner foU owing : • 

(tf) ** WHO this little Smith and great Workman was, and when he lived, I 
" know not, and have caufe to fufpeft that this of Nottingham is a Periphrafis, of 
** nemo »rry, a Perfon who never was. By way of Sarcafm it is apply 'd 
•* to fuch who being conceited of their own Skill pretend to the Atchievement of 
** ImpoiSbilities." 

Mr. Ray^ very probably might not be informed that this Town was once as fa- 
mous for Hard -Ware of all kinds, as Birmingham and SheffieUHr^ at prefent, and that 
therefore very likely, there might be a little Fellow in A'a/r/w^/j/:/??, who might fo 
far excel others in his Branch of Work as to give occafion to this Proverb, which 
at firft may have been apply 'd to Perfons excelling many others in their refpeftive 
Handycrafts, tho' it is now ufed by way of Sarcafm, nor is this the only Proverb 

which 
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which at this Time is mack Ufe of in a cotttrary Senfe, for we fay : J% has dirCi 
ivitb !Duke. Humfbrey^ i. e. he. has had no Dinner at all, altho* the Prince who oc- 
cafionM the Proverb, was univerfally allowed to be the roofthofpitablePerfon in all 
JSnglapd, The Proverb of the little Snuth muft be of feveral hundredYears Handing, 
fince,it is upwards of an hundred Tears ago, that the Iron ManufaSure has ceafed to 
be the principal ManufaSure of NotnngAam : However even at this Time, this Town 
affords extraordinary Workmen, fubfervient to the Stocking* Manufafture, I mean 
Prame-Smiths, which tho* they have not been able to add any eflential Article to 
that Machine, yet have they greatly improved the fame, by fini/hine; it to a great- 
er Truth, and altering feveral of the cooftituent Parts of the Stockinfir- Frame, for 
the greater Eafe of the Workmen, and the better Performance of the Work. 

A S to Spurrie^rs there, have (as ancient People aflure me^ not been any in Not- 
tifjgbam thefe Forty Years. 

TIL ER S and ^ricktnakers I have joined in the Lift together, as being pro- 

S;rly one Bufinefs, and the Author of the Old Lift, calling them Tilers, wasbecaufe 
e making of Tiles wa^ in his Time the principal Article of that Trade. 

A T this Time we have no Vintners properly fo called, and yet I cannot help 
thinking, that confiderably more Wine is drank in ^ottingbam than was an hundred 
3fears ago, for we have two Wine Merchants in the Town, three Wine Vaults who 
fell by Ketail, and befides thefe all the great Inns fell Wine as well as other 
Liquors. 



Of the Origin, Progrefs, and Prefcnt State of the Manufacture of 
Framer^ork'd StockingSy and other Goods wrought in a Frame. 

TH E Inventor of the Stocking-Frame was one TAt, William Lee^ M. A. of St, 
7obfCs College, in Cambridge^ born at Wbodborougb^ aVillage in Honingbam- 
Jbire^ about feven Miles from the Town of Nottingham. He was Heir to a pretty 
Treehold Eftate ^ of whom the traditional Story lays r That he was deeply in Love 
with a young Tow»f woman of his, whom he courted for a Wife, but Ihe wnenever he| 
went to Vifither, feemed always more mindful of her Knitting, than the Addreffes 
of her Admirer 4 this flight created fuch an Averfion in Mr. Lee^ againft knitting by 
Hand, that Jie. determined to contrive a Machine, that /hould turn out Work enough 
to render the common Knitting againlefs Employment: Accordingly he fet about it, 
and having an excellent mechanical Head) he brought his Deiign to bear, in the 
Tear 1589 5 after be had worked ;r while, he taught his Brother and feveral Rela- 
tions to Work under him. Having for fome Years praftifed this his new Art, at Cal^ 
verton^ a Village about five Miles from Nottimham 5 either himfelf or his Brother 
y^^Wf 5, worked before Queen jE//2><«^cri, in order to /hew an Experiment of this 
Kind of Workmanfhip, oSering at the fame Time this Difcovery of his to his Coun- 
trymen, who inftead of accepting the ofFer, defpifed him, and difcouraged his In- 
vection : Being thus difcountenanced by his Native Country, and foon after invited 
over to jFr^^;;^^ with Promife of great Rewards, Pfiviledges and Honour, by King 
Henry ly. he embraced the feeming fair Opportunity, and went himfelf, with nine 
Workmen his Servants, and as many Frames, to the City of il^^^ inNormandyt where 
. * Oz they 
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Aey wrought with fo -great A pplaafe from the Frincby that in all Likelihood the 
Trade was to have been fettled in that Country for ever, had not the fudden Murder 
of that Monarch difappointed Mr. Lie^ of his expefted Grant of Priviledge, and the 
fucceeding inteftine Troubles of that Kingdom, delay'd his renew'd Suit, and at lad 
fruftrated all his Hopes, at which feized with Grief, he ended his Life at ^aris. 
After his Death feven of his Workmen, f being left to fhift for themfelves) returned 
with their Frames to England^ two only remaining behind. 

T H E SE feven with ont(^a) Jlfton^ who had been an Apprentice to Mr. Lee^ and 
hy him was before left at Home, and who alfo added fometninff to his Matter's In- 
vention, did lay the Foundation of this Manufa^re in Englanal and in the fpace of 
Fifty Years, this Art was fo improved, and the Number of able Workmen become fo 
great ^ That the Heads amon^ them thought it neceifary for the better regulating 
their Members, and keeping this valuable Bufinefs from fpreadingAbroad^Jto petition 
Oli'Der CromixtU^ to conftitute them a Body Corporate, which however, for what 
Reafon I cannot teH^ they did not obtain at that Time. Their Petition is wrote ia 
the Language of the Time, but with fo much Strength, and giving fo good an Ac* 
countof the Ufefulnefs and publick Advantage of this Manufaflure, that it deferves 
perpetuating, wherefore I have given it a Place in my Apfindix. 

KING CHARLES II. after the Reftoration granted them at faft a Charter,

I N procefs of Time, when the Trade fpread farther into the Country, they affo in 
proportion ftretch*d their Authority and eftablifhed CommiflSonersinthe feveral prin- 
cipal Towns in the County where this Trade was exercifed, there they held Courts, 
at which they obliged the Country Framework-Knitters, to Bind and make Free; &c; 
wherebjr, riiey, (for many Tears j drew great Sums of Money, till fome Perfon of 
more Spirit than others in Nottingham brought their Authority in Queftion and a Tri- 
al enfuing, the Company was caft, fince that Time the StockingManufadure has 
continuecf entirely open in the Country... 

NOR did thefe large Sums do the Company any Service as a Body, for as they 
got the Money iflegally, fo they fpent it a» lavi/hly, and inftead of growing rich, the 
Companv became very poor 5 and many of their Heads having got aTafte of hifi;hLi- 
vin^ ancl negleding tneir Bufinefs alfo dwindled to nothing. To which add that 
within thefe thirty Tears laft paft, the Merchants and Hofiers in Zandott^ findings 
they could be fitted from the Country with as good Work at a cheaper Rate than the 
Zvndon Framework-Knitters could afford ; the Bulk of that Trade has finee fhifted 
from thence, and the chief Dependance they had left, was upon what is called Fafhi- 
on-Work, it being for many Tears the Mode to wear Stockings of the fame Colour of 
the Cloaths, and this alfo, being by Degrees left off, what remains now in L6ndonr 
does hardly deferve the Name of Trade.

OF all thefe none comes in Competition with Leicefier for Quantity of Goods, but * 
even this very Town, tho' it may-boaft of its large Concerns, yet muft cottfefs, that 
its beft Goods are made at 

Nottitfgbam^ where by faf the greateftpart of the richeft arid moft Valuable Com*' 
modity, whether of Silk, Cotton, Thread or Worfted, is wrought, - and it feems 
this fo profitable Employment, as it were by a magnetical Force, is in the Height 
of its improved State, drawn towards the Place of itsBirth^ in order to make it ampler 
Amends for deferring it in its Infancy. Thus much /hall fuffice for the Hiftory of 
Framework-Knitting, which having brought me Home, I ihall-now endeavour to 
/hew of what Importance it is to Nottingbam. 

THERE' are^ as per Lift, Fifty Manufacturers; Employers of Fraihes, or as 
they are conunonly called Putters out, who all Trade direSly to Zondotf^ befides 
thole whoonlv deal with heicijler : Bothtogedier occupy above 3000 Frames, of 
which upwaros of 1200 are employed in Nottin^bam^ and the re/t in the Villages a- <- 
bout, who buy their Provifions ana other NeceSaries in this Town : Upon die juft 
mention 'd Frames entirelydepends, the Mafters, 3000 Workmen, and a confide- 
table Number of Winders, Sizers and Seamers ; Woolcombers, Frame-fmiths,Set-^ 
tersup, Sinkermakers, Stockinff-Needlemakers, not reckoning thofe Trades who*' 
in part get their Livelihood by &$ Manufacture, as Joyiiers, Turners, &c. in the - 
whole^ upwards of 4000.

of 2)oomf-day'Sookt (which is an authentic Record) it is not only proved to be fuch, 
but a Bo rough, of no f mall Confideration, in that the Burgeffes had divers Houfes, 
Lands and Poffeffions, with Priviledge of Fi filing in the Water of Trentt ^c, and 
what farther Supports the Truth i^, that no Charter in being, of which the oldeft is 
that ofHrnry II. direfted [Sufz<^nfibus de Nottingham] mentions its firft Incorpora- 
tion, but all imply it to be a Body Corporate before. 

THIS Borough was firft governed by a Reeve or Bayliff, (Trepofftus) for above 
the fpace of zoo Years reckoning no farther back than the Conqueft 5 in the mean 
Time, Henry llh Son ol King j^obn^ gave th^m Coroners of their own, and King 
Edivard I. his Succeflbr, by his Char^r, granted^ that in the Town of Nottingham 
they fhould have a Mayor, an4 that they Ihould chufe two Baylifis, one ont of e^ch 
Borough, according to the different Cuftom X>t Ufage of the Inhabitants of the fame 
Boroughs, from the Conqueft tlU within thefe Forty Years, the Diftinftion of the two 
Boroughs {a) fubfifted by the Names of jhe En^lijb and French Borough, of which 
more by and by. In tliis State and Vvirh the Title of Mayor and Bayliift, our Corpo- 
ration contiuuscl 130 Years. Then King //(;;ry V. made'. the Mayor, Recorder, 
and four others whom the Mayor il.oi!l-i cljuic, Juftices ojf the Peace, and difcharged 
the Juftices of the County from intcrn^cillins: thereafter v/hh the Affairs of the Town, 
and with this aJ.ditionalPowcr they heU their old Title 36 Yeats longer,tillKingi/lf», 
VI. incorrcrarcu the Town by anew Kan-te, /. e. Mayor and Burgefles, and fepara- 
teJ it for ever froi-ii the Ecly of the County cf Ncttr,x- '^-i'^ and caufed it to be ftiled, 
the Cour.iv of thL* Townof3r(?m/.^/v:'.?, chn.>::ed th^ir Bayliffs into' Sheriffs, -and 
gave pjw6r to the BurgeiTestp chufe ou;- «>f thcmfelves, feven Aldermen, one of 
which always to be chofen Mayor of the Town, and that fuch Aldermen fhould all. 
be Juftices of the Peace, and wear Scarlet Gowns of the fame Fafhion as the Mayor 
and Aldermen of the City oi London ufe to do.

FROM the Timeof //irwry VI. the Burgefles enjoyed in Peace all the Advan- 
tages which they had be ftow'd: upon them ^by the Crown, till the Reign of King 
yames the i&. when a difpute arofe, between the Aldermen and the Council, be- 
caufe the former, had lately taken upon them, without the Confent of the Burge^Tcs, 
to fit in die Hall as Members of the Council, and to give their Vote, in fetting and 
difpofing of the Corporation, Bridge and School-Lands ^ which Encroachment, cau- 
fed the Burgefles to apply to the Lords of the King's Privy Council, who referred 
the Affair to the Judges Examinations : TheCe, after mature Confideration, of the 
Charter and other Matters in Difpute, gave in Certificates of their Opinion, which 
produced an Order of the Privy •Council, whereby the Aldermen were exclude'd. 
Voting as Counfellors, and the Numbers of thefe laft was limited to Twenty- 
four, of which fix were cbofen by the Burgeffes at large outof themfelves, who had 
BOt ferved the Office of Chamberlain and Sheriff, (a) Thefe with the Mayor only, 
taking unto them the Chamberlains, Bridge-Mafters and School- Wardens, refpec- 
tively, as their Places for the Lands within their feveral Offices fliould require, 
were to have Pow^r to fet and difpofe of the Corporation, Bridge and School- 
Lands. 

THINGS now continued pretty quiet, till after die Reftoration, when King 
^CbarUs II. endeavoured to bring all the Corporations in the Kingdom, by artful Ma- 
nagement, to make a voluntary Surrender of their Charters and Liberties, which 
fucceeded in many Places without much Difficulty, but in Nottingham it did not go 
on fo fmoothly, and when that Affiiir was abrupdy propofed, by the then Mayor, — — 
■ , the legal Majority was a^ainft the Surrender, and even the Votes as they 

flood, were but equal, notwithftanding all this, Mr. Mayor^ had the Seal put to the 
Inftrument, which was fent up according^ly. But the Surrender being by it made to 
the Earl of Hallifax^ and Mr. Leolin ^enkins^ which was not judged good in Law, 
another Inftrument was convey 'd to the Mayor, who upon the Refufal of the fenior 
Coroner, to deliver to him his Key to the Seal, without the Mavor's calling a Hall, 
he found it feems another Method of coming at the Seal, whicn he privately put to 
thefecond Inftrument, on the I2th oi Augufi i6Si : Andtho' the BurgelTes made a 

Seat ftruggle, prefenting a Writing to the Mayor, on the 4th oi Augufty expreffing 
eir Diffent from any Surrender, figned by above 400 BurgeiTes 5 lodged threo 
Caveats, one at the Lord Chancellor's, one at the Lord Privy-Seal's, and a third in 
the Signet.

the Magiftracy, which among other Towns was done likewife zt Noningham-y'whiihQt 
he fent his ^o-waratito^ which put the Tpwn upon frefh Application andExpences, 
to obtain anotlier Charter of that King^ There were two Perlons commiflioned, and 
CTalled Regulators, one Timet pyTomllnJbny^nd the other Caleb l^^lkinfotu who had 
Power to difplace any one belonging to the Corporation, whom they fufpefted would 
not be for the King's Purpofe. King y^;»^5 not content with the Advantages his 
Brother had taken, infifted at firft, upon depriving the Burgefles at large of the 
Right of Voting at the Eleftion of Capital and other Counfellors, and tho' he was pre- 
Tailed uponto let that Point remain as it was, yet did he referve tohinifelf the placing 
and dif placing any Member of the Corporation at his Pleafure. But the Revolution 
being brought about before this Charter had pafled the Broad-Seal, it never took 
Place. At laft after their Majefties King mlUam and Queen Mary^ were fully in- 
formed of thefe Proceedings, both in King Charles znd King Jameses Reign, and 
that the Town of ^mwj^Aufw was ftill a Corporation when the Neov Charter came 
down to them, the Surrender not being filed oefore the faid Charter was fent. Their 
Majefties moft gracioufly granted to the Town of lHoningham^ a Charter of Confir-

By thefe 
laft Letters Patents, the Burgefies had their ancient Form of Go vernmenti Rights, 
Priviledges, and Immunities reftored to them, the two laft Charters being fet afide. 
The Mayor has an Officer called the Towri^Clerkt who is alfo Clerk of the Peaca 
for the County of ^he Town. TheSheriffif have alfo an Officer caQed the Stewarc^ 
(as being Steward of the King*s Court of Record, holden before the Mayor and She- 
riffis) with whom they advife about Matters rel&ting to the Offices of Sherifls, as thd 
Mayor does with the Tbwn*Clerk. 

THE Mayor has a Serjeant at Mace, and i ^oiAmon Serjeant, which is common* 
ly called the Mayore(s's Serjeant. 

THE Sheri^Ts have alfo each a Serjeant at Mace. 

THER E are feVeral inferiour Servants of the Corporation who wear the Town's 
Livery: As the Cryer or Bellman, and the Maifer of the Houfe of Oorrefiions 
thefe nave red Liveries, with blew Cuffs trim'd with Silver-Lace. 

THE Pindar and Woodwatd, bothhav^e green Liveries,. with' Silver-lac'dCuflS* 

THERE ufedtobea Scavinger and Common Pkviouf, thefe Officers pro- 
ving renaifs in their Duty, it is now left to the' Chamberlains, to hite fuch as they 
think win' bell anfwer the End. 

THERE ufedtobea Beadle, which Office is n6w performed by the Mailer 
of the Houfe df Correction, who h alfo one of the Conflables. 

THE Miycfr and Sheriffs had formerly aff Officer caffeda Sill-Beafer, if pre- 
ftnt that Office is not known* 

THERE was likewife a common Cook kept, as long as hot Entertanments on 
the Mayor^s Day, and annual Venifon Feafts were in Vogue. Long fince left off! 

OF late there is a new Office effablrihed, by the Name of the Town^s-Husband, 
whofe Employment is to go about and examine what wants Repairing, and to make 
a Report orthe fame,, and to fee that the Pobliek Work- be well and honeilly done.

O K the f4th of Auguft, the Mayor for the Time being, ^ caQs a Hall, and there 
puts up one of the Aldermen, to be his ^ucceflbr, upon which every Member gives 
nis Vote, for whom of the Aldermen he pleafes, ana the Perfon who has the Majo- 
rity is nomin^ed May6r for the Teat enfuing. 

N.B. It is cuJlomaryifanMderfnendies^ ie wbd is ete(ted in his Room before 
the Nomination 2>^, is the Ter/on named andcbofen the Micbaeknas foUowing to he 

Mayor. 

O N the 29fh ol September in the Mornings the Aldermen, and all thofe who are 
tipon the Cloathing, (/» e. all who have ferved the Office of Chamberlain or Sheri£F,

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or both,) ftflemble at the old Mavor^s Houfe, who entertains thent^ befides Tea and 
Co£Fee, with a cold CJollatian, (fbrixierly with hot roafted Geefe,) about Ten of the 
Clock they all go in their Formalities to the Church of St. Mary s the Waits with 
Scarlet Cloaks lac'd with Silver, marching and playing before them, where they - 
attend Divine Service, and hear a Sermon peeach'd upon that Occafion by one of

' being thus ended, they march in Order as before, to the New Hall, attended by fuch 
Gentlemen and Tradefmen, as have been invited by the New Mayor and Sheriffs : 
In their Way at the Week-day-Crofs, over againft the ancient Guild-Hall, the Town- 
Cleric proclaims the Mayor and the Sherim, and the next enfuiqg Market-Dky, 
they areagain^proclaimed, in the Face of the whole Market, at the Malt*Crofs. 

I N former Times, as I am credibly informed, hot Entertainments, very expen- 
five to the Mayor and Sheriffs, ufed to be made, and each at his refpeflive Houfe, 
iifed to Feaft his Friends, the one ftriving to oublo the other in Splendor \ bnt of late 
Tears thofe Extravagancies are laid afide, andjthe Giieft8,at the joint Expence of 
the Mayor and Sheriffs, are welcomed in the long Room over the Shambles, with 
Bread and Cheefe and Fruit in Seafon, Pipes and Tobacco, with plenty of Wine^ 
Punch, and Ale if caU'd for. Atlaft the Sheriffs pfefent «very Giieft with a larg# 
i^iece of rich Cake, made for that Purpofe. 

THE Coroners are chofen by the Hall, and unlefs they are made Aldermen, 
Bold that Place forlrife. 

THE Brid^remafters and School-Wardens, are like wife chofen by the fiaii annu^ 
ally, but are lometimes rechdfen, efpecially the former. ^ 

TO prove wliat has beenTaid concerning <he ancient and preTentForm of CivllGo- 
Temment, what Power the Governiiu; part, and what Grants Liberties, Franchifes, 
and Prlviledges, the Burgeflfes have mm Time to Time obtained, and what they now 
enjoy, by virtue of Letters Patents, from the feveral Kings cff England^ 
it will be proper to look into the Charters themfelves, but as that of Kin? Henry VL 
fpecifies all uie preceeding, and confirms them, and as nothing is added to what

Tolls, Profits, &c. havings ever paid, and ftitt annually paying to the Crown a Con- 
fideration for the fame, for from the Time of King ybbntoJMward I. the King re- 
ceived 52 1. blanch />rr^ww</w, andthelaft mentioned King's farther raifinj. die 
State ofthiB Burgeffes, and granting them a new Fair, the annual Confideration was 
incjeafed to Sixty Pounds, a great Sum in thofe Days, which they continued to pay 
'rill.the^Sthoffi'^wrj^yi. when an Aft of Refumption of Lands, 6lc. pafied, at 
which Tinae, for a laving to the Town of Nottingham^ for certain Franchifes, the 
Confideration was augmented to 135. & ^d. more than what they already yearly 
paid^o the Crowo«

THIS leads me to a Cuftoraary annual Watch which ufedto be kept in this Town, 
'even fo lately as the Reign of King Charles I. of this my Anonymous Author gives

NO TTJNGH AM wa« till the ninth of Edivard 11. within the Turifdiaion 
of the Hoxyourof^evertl, the CoUrt of which wa< held in this Town in a Chapel dei 
dicated to St. James^ and which has given the 1 ane, (about the nuddle of which it 
jftood) the Kameof St. y^jrwfj'jLane. This Chapel the faid King did grant by 
Charter to the Friers Cartnelitesy (to the back part of whofe Convent it was adjoin* 
ing) in the aforefaid 9th Year of his Reign, at which Time he difcharged Notting- 
ham of that Burthen. There goes a Tradition that whilft the Court was held here, 
the Mace which is now carried before the Mayof; ufed to be carried before the 
Steward of the Veverel Court. There are no ancient llecords to be met with in the 
Offices above, which gives room to conjdfture, that as* King yoiti, whilft Earl of 
Jfottingbamy held this County and the Honour of "Peverel, in a kind of a RegalMan- 
ner, the Records of that Honour might be keptfeparate from any other of the King- 
dom, but as thefe Records are not to be found any where in this County at prefent, 
they are generally fuppofedto have been deftroy'd in the late Civil War 5 neither 
have we an Account ol the Succeflion of the High-Sfewardsof the Honour of ^evc- 
rel. The Jurifdidlion of this Court, extended to the Hundreds of Rujhcliff, Sing- 
taniy Neivark and Saffet4oive in Ncninghampire and to a great part oi2)erbyJhirey 
and a Town or two in Leiceji^rjhire^ but this Honour, not including etety individual 
Town of the feveral afore -mentioned Wapentakes in NottingbamfbirCy I have giveh 
a Place to the 2^(ww/;;^ FiUarum in the Appendix.

OF all the Benefdftions this Town has from Time to Time received, none is 
better calculated for the perpetual Increafe to the Advantages of the Bur- 
gefl*es of this and the reft of the Towns concerned in it, than that ofSirTkcmasK 
Wbifft comnwnly known by the Name of the Covintry-Charity^ of which 
the following is a particular Account. .

HE gave tb the Mayor, BVand C. o( ftt'City ofCHmfttrji 1400 Pound$*(^J t:obe laid 
out iii^ l>iiifeha(b'of'Lakidv6^^'^r >'tbe- Relief and Preferment of die' Common- 
wealth of the faid City 5 and accordingly the Mayor, igc. purchafed with the fame 
of King Henry VIII. (as appears by his Grant dated at Wdtden) Lands, {gc. parcel of 
the late diflbrved Priory ot this City, for the Sum of 1378/. roj. 6d. the annual 
Rent of 7 /.

IN the Year 17/4, AnthCfPf Walker ^ a Perfon who ufed to Travel much, and by

Rents and Profits of the fame. 

A S to the Support and Maintenances of thefe poor Women 5 fu^h was the high 
Opinion this pious Founder had of, and placed in the Spiritual Men, that he left the 
Mlanner of providing for thjem wholly at their Difcretion, giving them only this 
general Charge, viz. To Support and maintain {fupfortabutit et fnanuumhunt\ the 
poor Women to the beft of their Power, and to inftrutt them in their Creed and Ca- 
tholic Faith, \j[t inipfarumjymboh etfidi catboUca ifformaiunt ipfas] not to fupply 
them unduly out of the Rents, Profits, or other Incomings, granted or to be granted 
for their Support, nor convert their Habitations into any other Ufe or Ules, nor 
caufe, nor futter diem to be converted, but that they, to the utmoft of their Power» 
fliall refift and hinder any fuch Alteration. 

T H IS Foundation Deed makes mention of i j poor Widows, to be maintained iiv 
the aforefaid Hofpital, but it does not appear by any Remaim tint there were ever fa 
many placed in it, but the contrary may be rather inferred from feveral Documents. 

F O Rin the Will.of JmtVlumptre the Wife o( J^obn Vlumptre^ dated the 12th 
of September 1403, by which ihe leaves a Le^acy(^i^)to thefe Poor, no Number is taken 
Notice of. In the Will ^t Henry Vhmptre elder Brother of theFounder,madeini4o8|^

The two Priefts were at that 
Time Thomas Ta'jcburny Mailer, and John Tawburn^ fecondary Chaplain, in all other 
materialPoints, this laftlnftrument agrees with the former,wherein the Founder referves 
to himfelf the Prefentation of the Chaplains in Cafe of any Vacancy, but after his 
Death he ordains that the remaining Chaplain fhall eleft another^ fit fecular Prieft,

I have made all the enquiry I was able, to learn where this hofpital might have 
flood, but could not get any intelligence concerning it ; I therefore confidering that 
thiskindofhofpitals were never placed within the walls of towns 5 after mod dili- 
gent fearch about the out-parts otJNi?rr>«g/&^w» I did not fee any foot-fteps which 
feemed likely to have been fuch a houfe, except the ruins of a flone building at the 
fouth-weft end of the Sarroiv-marfry which is without the confines of the ancient wall 
of the town. My anoDjmous author not mentioning this hofpital, makes me judg^e that 
m his .time, viz. 1641, the foot-fteps were full as obfcure as at prefer. 

The FREE-SCHOOL. 

THE town of Noningtatn hsi^ alfo the advantage of a free grammar fchool. 
This was founded* by one ^gKCS Metiers^ a vowefs^ often called lady MfUors^ Ihe was 
widow of Richard Afellers a wealthy bellfounder in this town, and obtained a licence 
to ereft a free-fchool of one mailer and one ulher in the pariih of St. Mary, bearing 
,date November 22, the 4th ofking Henry VIII. A. D. liJiS-

as followeth 

TO all chriftiafi people, to whofe knowledge this prefent writing triplicate in- 
dented Ihall come to be feen or read, A^nes Metier, widow and vowefs, fend- 
eth greeting, in him that is the tootci ^ejfe, produced to the falvation of all 

■people. 

WHEREAS the moft excellent and famous prince king Henrv VIII. of his 
right bleffed difpoiition and meer mercy, by his letters patents fealed under his great 
feal, has licenfed, authorized and granted, to his well beloved connfellor Thomas Lo^ 
vcly knight, treafurer of his moft honourable houfliold, and me the faid Agnes, and to 
our executors, and to every one of us, licence, power and authority, ^o begin, found 
and ereft, unite, create and eftabli/h, one free-fchool, of one fchoolmafter and one 
ulher perpetually to be kept in the pariih of our lady in the town of Nottingham, for

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cverlaftingly to endure, and to be kept in tlie pari/h of our Slefled lady St. Alary thd 
virgin witnin the town of Nottinzbam^ willing, ordaining and eftabliihing, that the 
faid fchool be evermore called rae free-fchool of the town of Nonin^tam. And

and towels, cups, pots, and neceflary things at the faid obii$ ^ and there ihall expend 
in bread, to be fentto the aldermen &c. according to the cuftom in the church 2i. in 
cheefe 8 d. in ale 16 d. and the refidu;; remaining over this mine ordinance and wiR 
performed, if any be left, I will fhall be diftributed to the pooreil fcholars of the faid 
iree-fchool, to pray for our fouls and all of our friends.

^ THE largeft of the two is alfo the remoteft from the town and is one of the four great 
rivers o( England ^ (a) navigable at prefent fo far upwards as Surton upon Trent^ (the 
name of this river) but has been frequented by veflels of burthen as far as Nottingham^ 
time immemorial^ and that it was fo before the conrjue ft appears clearly by docmf-day- 
i'O^ii.wheraitis^faidi that the water of Trri/r, the ditch and the road to Tork^ was 
kept by Nottingham j infomuch, that if any one /hould hinder the paflage of veflels, 
plough, or dig an hole, within two perches of the king's highway, he ihould pay » 
fine of 8/. 

THIS River does in fome meafur^ divide the kingdom in the north and fouth

words oicitra and ultra Trent am^ and of the two lords chief juftices in eyre, the one 
is ftiled lord chief juftice in eyre on this fide Trcnt^ the other beyond Trent.

AND afterwards in the reign of Henry I. WiHiam Viverefin his foundation deed 
of the priory of Zenton, among other things he Minti to the conreht, the tythe of 
fi/h of the h/hing a( NottingbamyZtid no doubt but ther^e were in thofe days a fet df 
men who rented the water, and made their bufinefs tt> catch the -fi/h for the market^

*' THIS river from the head diereof, fome four miles aLqve Stroke ir\StaffardJbire, 
** to the midway between Newark Snd Gaitis^rcugh^ ruris upon gravel, pebbles and 
** boulders, with which it feetns, efpecially wit4 boulders, to be narrui'atly paved, that 
•' being the moft excellent paving Jtofie that 19^ for it will never bfeik, nor in any 
" reafonabk time wear with frott*b6uhdL carriages. Th^rc are fnr the channel of this 
" rjver divers bwrfo dr /helves, which in fumnier time lye drv, from whence thebor- 
" dering inhabitants gather great ftore of thefe boulders, as tney have occafion, and 
** with thefe the whole town of ^(7///^[5/&^w is paved/; .. 

I remember to have obferved in Fifiergate and on the upper part of the Lew* 
pavemenf when workmen have dug for foundations, an old pavemeiit, under the pre- 
feat, of a fmall kind of paving ftone, whrch might probnbly be the kind my author 
Ipe^ks of. At this tiihe they ofe no ftones out of the Trent tor paving, but have them 
moftly brought to Uettingham fwm Keyitorth and eKewhere. 

THERE was a bridge over the Tr^wr above anhimdred years before the tonqueft, 
built by the order of king Ednvard the elder, in the year 1683, (^a) j^heji tjhe^ ice tore 
away part <if this bridge'> it had. ottlyflfene pitff^ iadl^he Midge iifelf 'was-woeS, 
built m the fame manner as the two fmall bridges are between this and the town- 
bridge. Since whic?h time it is. entirely rebuilt of ftone fupported by twenty arcfti??, 
at the ^xpence of the corporation, w&o-iifo. take care of the repairs of it by f heir of- 
ficers the bridgemafters. For which purpofe the burgeffes have obtained divers 
grants from the crown of houfes and lands, befidesmany gifts and legacies, the whole 
amounting even at this day, clear of all charges and payments of burgefles p^rt^, to 
upwards of one hundred and thirty J)ounds per annum, exclufive of what they ocf^ljfo- 
nally receive by the toll of milftones and upfets of mercers, taylors,. cordwajnets, fic^- 
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FROM the foot of this bridge there goes a ftrong caufway, well fecured . yith 
brick-work, and covered with £ratftxines leading to the higher part of the mfeddftv^, 
and from thence acrofs the.lorfrer parts <?bere are planks raifed a foot, « foot arfd.^a 
half, and in fome places two feet high frcjm the ground, upon which in ftdod^tnnes 
people may go dry from Jfe^i>6fo;ri;httidge to feveral parts of the town j- all thefe aJe 
taken care of and repaired by therhefore^^entionedbridge-mafters, '' ^ ^

THIS incicntbridlgebeafs in all writings the name of ff^athhefh-hriAgey.tW, 
differently fpelt, for the etymoloffy of which name I am Indebted to yohn^lumptrf^' 
Bfqi ^ Geptlexnan happily faroiihed with all l(inds of learning 5 the following are 
his own words : ^ 

"IN Dr. TllHfroton^s antiquities of Nottirtgiamfiire^ip, 49Z. he quotes an efcheat- 
" roll of the 2oth of Ed^vard I. in which the bridge now called7ir^w/-/'r///g;<,ismen-. 
" tioned by the name of 'Heathbetbe-brigg. He alfo quotes in the fame f age, a pa- 
" per of ferjeant 5?t?f/«'j, where this name of the bridge is fpelt//if^r/^^^r ^4) and in 
" fome ancient writings it is writ (more rightly as it fl^ould feem) Hchctke 5 all 
" which come to the fame point, (for orthography in thofe elder times was very un- 
" certain)and plainly fhew the word tobe (axon, ^f^/i6 in that language fignifies/»#]gi>, 
<* and keath^ higbthy and l<etb ^gnifies a bath or walhing place, fo that in modern 
•' jR;?^//j!& it would found HiztUatb-bridge^ a name it unciouhtedly received from 
*« fome near adjacent place then noted for the refort of perfons to bathe andfwim in, 
So f^vMr. Tlumj>tre. 

THIS derivation fcems to me to be highly probable, and that the word ligb was 
to denote fuch bathing phrc to have been above bridge, and on the higher part of the 
Trcfjfy where at this very day, thece is a box (as I may call it) made of wood, on the 
fouth tank of this river, .built over the water upon piles, alfo another below bridge 
on the north bank, contrived fc the con veniiency ol bathing unfeeo, whither in the- 
fummer the ladies frequently ukc a walk and bath themfelv^s. 

Dr. Ttoroton takes notice of a chapel upon this bridge, for a proof of which he^ 
quotes the above-mentioned lefcheat-roU of the 30th ot-B^w/^^^ I. viz. "That the 
•* jury foond it not to the king's lofs, if he granted licence to 7okn le Vaumer^ and to 
*' Mice his wife, (who was fitter and heir of Hugh de Stafltjord\ Jon of Robert de 
*^ Srapkfcrd, of Net fiaglafn)to give 61. 135. 5 J. rent with the appurtenances, 
«' in Nottingham^ to a certain chaplain, to celebrate divine offices for the fouls, &Ce 
" in the chapel of St. 3^ryon Jfrr^/'^rA-^r^:" where in thp dofl:or*s time there 
was an arch, which went ftill by the name ofcnapel-arch, but at this time is not re- 
membred by any body I have met with, infomucn that it cannqt certainrly be known 
whether the faid chapel ftood at the fouth or north end of the bridge, tho* one might 
conkfliTe that it might have been placed near the road, and that this chapel might 
poflibly have ffiven,(to a fpot of ground which is the fartheft boundary to tne eaftbe- 
yoqd the Trent ^ of the county of the town of Nottin^bam) the name of Zady-bay. 

TV HI TL OCK^ in his memorials, mentions a fort on 7r^«/-bridge in the time of 
the civil- war, of vihich I cannot difpoverthe leaft footfteps, neither on, norclofe by 
the bridge, I am therefore induced to think that this fort was raifed at fome diftance 
inthe meadowF, where I meefwith ahigh fpot of ground between the bridge and 
thecafUe, which even in the.gre^teftfloodsremains uncovered, in which opinion I 
am confirmed by the name it goes by, viz* IJoofer's-Jionce^ this laft word being a cor-

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ruption of the gepman wofdfcantz or the dAtAIhJiafifzef both which figoiiy a fort or 
place built for the defence of a river, pafs, &c. (^) 

THE leffer of the two rivers is called the Zeerif which rifes in the foreft of Sbtr- 
wood^ above Neivfted^ formerly a houfe of canons regular of St. Jbi/iifi^ founded by 
kin^ Henry II. but fince the ^ad of Henry VIII. the pofleflion af the ancient family 
<5f the Syrons. [See SeHion XII.] Hence it palTes bv 'Papfhwick^ Hucknat, jBuI- 
wellf Sasford, Kadfordt to the town oiLentan^ whicn receives its name from it quafi « 
Leen-toniri *^ at Lenton-hxiAgt itufed before the odnqueft to turn towards the fouth and, 
cmp^itfelf into the Tnw/ over againft W?/^orrf-church j but the prefent channel, * 
which is an artificial, tho' not a modern one, runs from the juft-menrioned bridge, al- 
moft in a line by the foot of the fteep rock^ on which the old caftle of Noefingbam 
flood, and the prefent is ere^led, along the fouth fide of the town of Noningbam, and 
laftly turns off at «SSv/5;7roii-meadows, and fepdrating die jurifdi£lion of Nottingham 
from the pariih of &ieynton^ difcbirges itft^If into Sxe tiver Trent* 

THE antiquity of this laft mentioned channel appears by the perambulation of 
the foreft q£ Sber woody m the i6th jof Henry III. wherein it is exprefled •* That the 
^ boundaries of the foreft came down according to the courfe ottheZeen toZent€f:^znd 
^* from thence as the fame water was won^t of old time to run into the water o£ /nnt^ 
This plainly fhews, that the Zeen «^as turned long before this king's time, and confe* 
quentiy it muft feemmoft probable, that the occafion of this alteration was the con- 
' queror s building Nonif^bam caftle, to which the bringing the river Zeen muft have 
been of very great fervice, as well as it has ever fince proved to the tOA^n. ^ This en- 
tirely oyerfetsthe opinion of thofe who affinathat the prefent courfe of this fiver is 
not above two him3red years Handing, whereas it is ^ao years Bnet Henry IIL began 
bis reign. 

OUR Zeen Is a Trout brook, and about ife^ftedlt produces Cray-fifti of a large 
fiee, which are carefully preferved for the ufe ot my lotdSyroii's familv. This ri- 
ver affords befiJes very good Eels, and many other lortsof fi/h« of whicn the Gud- 
geons fbr.bignefs exceed thofe of the 7rint. 

OY E'R die Zeeni}eU'ttn Harrow-marjb and FijbtrTOte^ is built a long ftone 
'bridge of twenty «rches, this IS can ed the 2^/if or town-bridge. Dr. Tkoroton^ p. 
492, fays the reparation of the bridge of NioftingbamAe loth of king ^obn^ was un- 
dertaken by the brethren of the hofpital of St. yobn the Saptifi in Nottingbam. In 
the next place he quotes from feijeant 90tr;;'j papers, that this bridge is to be re- 
paired ^at the charge of the town and the whole county, which he grounds upon an eyre 
r6ll czUed Ragman of the 3d dtlBdward III. where he finds this prefentment : T^ons 
de hottingkam vocofus Tuntbridgi in drff£tu viUi et totius comitatus : He breaks off 
ihort here without tc^lHng us vi4iat proportion of charge the town and the county are 
to be ats neidier does he confider that'the record he cites, bears date i la years be* 
fore Notfingbam was created a town and 'county by itfelf, which ought to have in* 
duced him to^nquire whether this matter ftood fbll upon the fame loot as before, ^r 
whether any alteration was made in relation to that bufinefa in the reia^n of Henry

,{a') There isfiillvifilkfbme cbfcurefoot^eps of lines railed in the edge <ff tbe Rye- 
iiUs, befvceen Trent-bridge and tbe Caftle;, made in tbe civil-war^ ^ 
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VI. or any fubfequent reign, and he could eafily have informed himfelf that ther^ 
was an exemplification of an inquifition about the Zeen-hvidge to be found amon? thd 
records in the town-hall of iTonin^ham^ of fo late a date as the 36th of Henry VIII. 
wherein ititexpreffed that the faid great bridge over the Zeen^ has time immemo- 
rial been upheld and repaired by the town of Nottingham and the federal JVa^en- 
takes or Hundreds of the County and that in proportion as follows : 

THE town oiNottingbam is to repair the north end of this bridsre, and the two 
arches next adjoining to the fame, containing in length 46 feet and a half. 

SilOXT'^ZZ-hundred, the three adjoining to the juft-mentioned two arches, . 
containing 81 feet and a half, and the middle column between the two arches, is to 
be upheld and repaired at the joint expence of tJottingbam and SroxtalK - 

THURGARTOS a ZTGHE^ is to repair the five next adjoining to the three 
arches, containing 135 feet and a half, the middlepillar between them and the three 
foregoing is to be repaired at the common charge of SrO^taU and this hundred. 

SASSETZOWE^YixxviATtAy is to repait the five archesnexrbeyond the five be- 
fore-mentioned, containing in length 169 feet and a half, which is as much as an- 
ciently fix arches contained, and the middle^ cohimn between thefe ten arches, is to 
be repaired in common by this hundred and the preceding. 

tIEfVARK hundred repairs the three arches next adjoining to the la-ft five, and 
the middle column between thefe three and aforefaid five, this hundred is to repair 
in common with Saffit-loive. . 

S TNG H A'M'hmidred repairs a certain parcel of this bridge containing 105 feet; 
and the middle pillar in common with Neivark. 

R TSCZ IFF hundred is to repair two other arches next to the aforefaid parcel, 
and the fouth end of the faid bridfe,: containing in length 57* feet and the middle 
pillar between thefe two arches and the faid parcel is to be repaired in common b^ 
the two laft mentioned wapentakes. 

BET W E E N the two principal bridge?, /. r. the Trr,tt and Zeen-hnige and a- 
bout the middle, betwixt the Tr^fff-lanes, are two confiderable pools of water, not 
without' good fiihin them, ardund which is the common paflage for horfes and wheel- 
carriages, except in times of a flood, in which cafe, two bridges built over thcife 
pool**, ^ive paffage to horfesf coaches, waggons, &c. to avoid the danger of driving 
or riding: iiit^ one of thefe pools 5- thefe bridges at oth^r times- have chains a-croft 
them, whence both thefe pools and the bridges have obtained the names of Ctaim- 
bridges and Ciainy-pooh^ a corruption of chained. There are farther between th0 
Zf^i?-bridge and thefe juft named bridges, very high planks and rails, reaching from 
the one to the other, over which when'the waters are out people may walk on foot 
dry to Ctainy hrid^es, and thence over the higheft part 6t the n'^^Jows and the a- 
bove-mentioned caufeway to 7rf«/-bridge, which is a meafnrei mi.e. . Tlitfe planks 
and rails are likewife kept in repair by the bridge -mafters. •. 

HAVING now done with the rivers and brijges, we will' hirn an eye towards 
the roads, and begin with the road to Zondon^ concerning which it miit be confcfs'd 

that 
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that till within thefe few jears between Nottinf&am and Lougbborot^b^ it was fo ^- 
ry bad, not to fay dangerous, that by travellers it was deemed ncfxt* to impoilibie to 
make it good, efpecially that f art of it which is called CodUngfiock^ commonly Cof- 
tock'larte, naturally a blew, ftiff and greafy clay, in which the original curfe Ceems 
to center, for it is neither fit for culture nor paflage. However upon proper applica- 
tion an aft of parliament was obtained, which took place in Alay 1738, wh4n the. 
commillioners went about it with great vigour and expedition, having firft taken care 
to be provided with the true fpur to all expeditious works, I mean a fufficient ftock 
of money j they employed the late alderman Cooper oi Leicejler^ a man who under- 
' flood the nature of ordering this kind of affairs io well, and managed them with fo 
much integrity, that if he did not outdo moft others he at leaft equalled the beft j thus 
provided the work went on briskly, and in a furprizing ihort.time the road between 
this town and JLougkborougb^ called nine miles, out being fourteen meafured, is now 
as- firm and good a^ any turnpike road in England^ and travellers are put to a ftand 
which to admire moft, the expedition or goodnefs of the performance \ to this I muft 
add, that the corporation in the year 1740, made the fouth entrance into Nottingham 
very convenient, which was a narrow paflage cut out in the rock on which the town 
ftands, where but one coach or waggon could pafs at a time, as it were between two 
high cliffs, but now is fo open,Ught and fpacious, that in fome parts three or four car- 
riages can eafily give way to each other : They were animated thereto by an aft of 
generofity of the right honourable Francis lord MiddktOfjy who the year before had at 
nis own coft and charges, levelled part of the fand-hills, and thereby much enlarged 
the coming to the town from the weft, having before done the fame between thefe hills 
^ind Zento^t in{om}Khthtt the rozdto!Der^httwecn Nottingham and WooUaton is 
very pleafant, and equally good in winter and fummer. 

THE road to Mansfield^ a foreft town, twelve computed miles from Nottingham^ 
affords at all times eafy travelling for foot paffengers as well as others. 

THE road to Tork is no more the fame it was, before, at, and for fome reigns af- 
ter the conqueft, I mean upon the Fojfe by Lincoln^ &c. but fince the high foreftis be- 
come fo bare of wood, travellers have room enough to make their way to that city eafy 
: «nd pleafant. 

THE horfe road over the foreft to Neivark from Nottingham^ is like wife feldom 
inconvenient, but on the contrary for the moftpart, efpecially in fummer furniflies the 
horfemen for eight miles with a moft pleafuraole journey, by the north bank of the 
river Trent^ whilft he rides on a green lawn and enjoys the moft delightful view of 
the high and fteep hills near the oppofite fide of the river, plentifully adorned with 
all kinds of fpring wood, whi^h frequently tempts the judges in the (ununer affize, to 
chufe this road, and make their entrance into the town on horfeback. 

THERE remains now before I clofe this feftioni to take notice of the foreft of 
Sherixood. 

\ THIS Foreft is one of the ancient ones, confiderably older than the conqueft, as 

moft others except the Neiv-Forcjl in Hampjhire^ and Hampttm-Court foreft in Sur- 

^ny and Middlefex made h^ Henry VIII. the 31ft of his reign,by aftof parliament.(/i)

** Europe, quite freed from any thorns or other underwood^ where now .fays my at*

" gal to reft in, yet are there fome footfteps or reliques of the ancient beauty of this

«* and pruned." Dr. 72><?r^/t^« in 1675,' complains that in his time fo many claims 
have been allowed by the deputies and lieutenant of the lord warden, that he feai« 
there will /hortly not be wood enough left to cover the bilberies, which every fum- 
mer were won't to be an extraordinary great profit and pleasure -to the poor .people 
who gathered them and carried them about the country to fell. The part of thorny- 
wood took its name from the plenty of thorns, be fides other underwood^ in this harbour 
the^kings fallow deer,'whilft the red deer entirely keep in the high-foreft, tho' very 
barren. Anciently the extreme feverity (^)of the foreft lawsunderthe norman kings 
and fome others were very burthenfometo the fubje3s, efpecially to thofe w1iofeland« 
andpofleffions did border upon the foreft 5 but in king %i6«*i reign, a charter was 
obtained to mitigate feme hardlhips then complained of, and in the reign of his fon 
HinrylW. a farther charter was granted to his people, relating to the liberties in the 
foreft the i6th of his reign, as appears by the exedaplification of a perambulation, 
whereby the boundaries of the foreft were determined and diftinguiihed from diat 
part which was then dif-forefted. It bears date Juh 1 5th in the i6th oi Henry III. 
and may be feen in the Jippendht as alfo a perampulation made Au£ufi a6th, the 
aift of Henry VII. with mention of a perambulation made the 19th of September the

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AT thefouth-weft endof thetownofJ^fcmn^i&irwtliereisafteeprocJc.thefoith- 
fide of which, \<^here the river Lten runs clofe by, defcends in a precipice 
and IS quite inicceffiWe 5 (a) on this part of the rock flood an ancient i&onff 
tower, whefein the 1D/ifies in the tinre of the heptarchy, held out a fiepi 
zgzxti^Suthred king of Mer da, Idng jilfrcd, and Ethelrid his brother, kineof the 
weft J^c^'j 5 but none of our hiftorians infoniiing us when or by wjiom thia Tortrefs 
was built, it may fafely plead its antiquity, * ^^ 

SOON after the conqueft king muim the Conqueror, either re paired this aacient 
faftncfs, or clfe bmlt quite a new caftle^ on the fame fpot where the old tower flood- 
ed) For hiftory tells us, that when Edixyn wl.of Chefter and Morcar his brother earl 
of^i?r/i&iy«4rr//wihadraifedanarniy in thc{ north and revolted, king WilUam I 
drew his forces toffether with the utmoft expedition and marched againft them in his 
march he fortified the caftle of Warivitk 5 this was A. C. io68,in t£e fecond year of 
his reign 5 at this very time he alfo buik the caftle of Uottingham^ to fecure a retreat 
m cafe of neceflity, and to keep the town in awe. 

THOROTO N fpeaks varioufly concerning the founder of this caftle, one while 
he lays doubtfully that it was built by William Veverel, or elfe by WilUam I. (c\ his 
father $ in another place (J) he tells us, that he does not certaily -find when this 
caftle was built, but doubtlefs it was by William ^everel Here he plainly fliews* 
that certainly he never looked into Holirfjbed^ Camden, Stonjo^ and others, but blincH 
foldly copied his father-in-law's manufcript. In the fecond column of the fame paae 
he poceeds : " It feems the Conqueror or one of his Sons, gave the dominion otNctl 
«* tinibam and the foreft, to his bufiard fon.** If we believe him, that "Pevcrd wai 
the founder of our caftle, we muft alfo believe that he had many lands and poflV^i- 
onsinthefe parts before he did ereftit, for it would be ridiculous to think that he 
would build a fortrefs where he had nothing to loofe. Our above-mennor.vd hifto- 
rians agree, that ^///^/w I. committed the cuftody of this caftle to hie liatural fon 
William Severely the fecond year of his reign^ i. e. the very year it was built in. It 
is therefore as weak to imagine that iPw^r^/ was the founder, as that one of the con- 
queror's fons ihoula give to him what he was pofleflTed of already.

*ritii eaitle was' greatly ^^nlaVged^ both of ftrength 

lihdBe^iity by ^w^ra IV. who on Account of Nottingham's having' proved very 
iiieky td hitti, had «ver after a great value for it ; But he did tiot live to fee all the 
work compleated, for he began 2 ftafeljr and magnificent fabrick of ftone, of which 
he finiftied one large tower .of three hei^hts^ and raifed up the reft of the building 
frotfi the foundation to the laying of the firft floor, (fays Lelani). His perfidious and 
tinfoftunate brother who after ftourdering his nephews placed himfclf on the thronci by 
the ftyle and title of Richard ill. made round windows of timber above thofe of ftone^ 
and did finilh adl the reft. 

THIS additional part of the caftle was commonly called the new-tower, but Ri- 
chard III. who but a very little while before the fatal battle of Sojhvorth refided in 
it, called it the caftle of care, of which, as well as that erefted by the conqueror, from 
Zflartdj who faw it in the time of Henry Vill. Carhdetti who faw it in queen EtizA-

THE works of the caftle of Nottiffginm were diftinguiflied into the old and new 
tower. The firft buik on the higheft ax\d fleepeft pan dF the rock, was that wiyich 
Willidm I. caufed to be erefied ; the other which had in it much larger and niore 
beautiful buildings, as well as one extraordinary ftrong tower, ftood nort)i of the for- 
mer, was begun by king Edward IV. andfiniihed by Richard III. 

"THE bafs court (fays Leland) is large and mlghty^ftrong, and there is.a ihrely 
^* bridge (with pillars bearing beafts and giants) over tlie ditcn into thefecond wara^ 
*' the Kont of which at the entrance is exceeding ftrong, with towers and port-cul- 
" lices." {^)" Within is a fair green. court fit for any princely exercift. The 
•* fouth-eaft parts of the caftle are ftrong and well towered, within tne old tower there 
** is another court tho' fomewhat lefs then the laft mentioned," {b) " in the midft 
** whereof there is a ftair-cafe of ftone, about fix or feven feet above ground, jn 
** which there is a door t9 enter and fteps to lead, (of late much worn) through the 
** main rock to the foot thereof and the bank of the river Xteri j by this paffa^^ (the 
** keepers fay) Edward thje jds band. came up through the rock and took earl Mor- 
«* timer prifoner." " The dungeon or prifon flands by fouth and eaA, and is extra- 
«* ordinary ftrong et natura loci et opera. " (0 In the firft court we go down many' 
** fteps with a candle lightfed into a vault under ground, and rooms cut and made out of 
** the very ftone, in the walls whereof the ftory of G&rf/?'5 faffion and other things 
" are engraven, by iD^vW kin^ of 4S:or/^r«J, (as they fay) who was kept prifoner 
*• there." Xr/^«Smakepmetiti<m of three welK aiid as many chapels. Dr, ^horoton^ 
informs us, ** that the caftle was a.reftory of 6 /. per annum, but that now nothing is 
«* to be found concerning, it^"" Th^r« ^ *If^ * tradition of a college of fccular priefts 
in the caftle. Srvwn WiUis^ Efq? informs me from bi/hop Tanner* s Notitia monaf- . 
^#V/?, of achapelof St. J/^ry, in the time of Henry III. in the rock under the 
caftle.

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TO the cattle did belong according to the account of Geffry Knyviton^ confta* 
ble of it and clerk of the foreft, the 25th ot Henry VI, which I have takea Unratim 
fro m a foreft book wrote for the ufe of the mayor of Nottirtgbam^ Robert jUvie^ by 
his ferjeant at mace William MarfoaU^ in the year 1588 the 30th of queen Elizabetb^ 
jQhn Nodf and Nicholas Sberivin being jfherifFs. fol. 55.

And of the 13 s. 4^. of the farme of the coneygarth of the caftle this year &c. 

Tbisfurvey was taken tbree years before Henry VI. made the town of Nottingham a 
county by itfelf in which charter be excepts tbe KingVHall, and tbe Caftle of 
Nottmgham, both which remain at this day in tbe county at large. 

I N the reign of Henry VII. the king finding caftles prejudicial to him, demoH/h- 
ed fome and rendered others ufelefs, this our caftle was iutfered to go to decay, info- 
much that in the time of Henry VIII. when Leland view'd it, great part of the in- 
ner ward as the hall and fome other buildings lay in ruins. ** But the whole became 
*• {a) far more ruinous in the pofleflion of Francis earl of Rutland in the latter end 
•* of whofe time, many of the goodly buildings were pulled down and the Iron and 0- 
" ther materials fold." 

NOTWITHSTANDING all this, it appeared ftill a place of defence in 
the year 1642, elfe king Charles I. would hardly have thought it a fit place' for fet- 
ting up his royal ftandard, nor would Oliver Cromwell^ {b) after the civil war, have 
occafion to fend orders and money to captain Voulton^ the then governor, to demolilh 
it fo far as render it unferviceable for war. 

HA- 
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HAVING thus coflefted from others what I could find towards a defcription 
of this our caftle, I will endeavour to draw what farther light I am able, from fuch 
footftepsas time the confumer of all things, has not yet entirely deftroyed, and begin 
with the above-mentioned vault, which from the court of the old tower does lead 
Arough the body of the rock to the bank of the river . Ztff«, czH^.Monimer's- 
hole. 

THI S vault undoubtedly muft have been in a much better condition in Lelami's^ 
Camden^s and even in my anonymous author's time, than at prefent, wherefore I can- ® 

not help wondering at their incurious infpeftion of it, which has led them into di- 
verfe errors concerning the name it bears. This way through the rock was provided 
with no lefs than fiy gates, befides a fide one on the •left hand going down 5 the firft 
was above ground leading from the turret down to the fecond, the place where the 
turret ftood is now covered by part of the modern fabrick, and the paflage to the fe- 
cond gate is filled and the gate itfelf walled up with ftone, to this leads a new paf- 
fflge cut out of the rock fince the building of the prefent caftle, without the wall of 
the paved yard. The diftance between the firft and the fecond gateltake to have been 
about i5 yards 5 from this we ftep down 14 yards and meet with the marks of another, 
and 15 yards lower was a fourth 5 about 45 ygrds below this on the left hand we ob- 
ferve a ^ate bricked up, which with feven or eight fteps did lead up into fome works 
of the old tower, (as the late Mr. Jonathan Paramour informed me J in whofe time 
it was bricked up j about eight yards below this ftood a fifth, and the fixth and low- 
eft which opened into the rock-yard and is now alfo bricked up is ftill about nine 
yards lower, fo that the whole length of this once well fecured {ubterraneous paflage 
from the court of the old tower to the foot of the rock is 107 yards or 321 feet ; This 
vault is 7 feet high and fix wide, had all the way down broad fteps cut in the rock, 
the^which are at this time almoft entirely worn out in the middle, but may plainly be 
perceived at the fides 5 there are all the way down till \* ithin 15 or 16 yards of the 
bottom, openings in the fide of the rock to convey light into this paflage, and to ferve 
the foldiers to Aioot their arrow's through upon the enemy, in the the upper part are 
cutout feveral regular port- holes, which /new, that during the civil war, cannons 
were planted there, which commanded all the meadows 5 there are befides in this 
part of the vault obfervable, many holes or excavations about a foot inheight, breadth 
and depth, thefe feem to have been noade to lodge cannon-balls in, to prevent their 
rolling to the bottom. 

B Y this account taken from the prefent appearance of this place, it may eafily be 
judged, that it was contrived for a much weightier purpofe than to carry on a love-in- 
trigue, as a certain author will have it, viz. mat Mortimer ordered this paflage to be 
cut out, for a private way to come to the queen's appartments, and that from thence it 
gotthemme of Mortimer* s-tole. A very ill grounded conjefture. What occafion 
had he to come privately to the queen, when the pofts and employments the earl was 
in, during the minority of the king, not only furnifhed him w ith frequent opportuni- 
ties of going publickly to her, but the urgency of aiFairs made itindifpenfably necef- 
fary that he mould often attend her majefty.. 

HAD Mr. Camden been more exafl in obferving the place we are fpeakingof, he 
would hardly have fallen into the error of imagining that it got its name, ** becaufe 
" Mortimer had it made to hide himfelf in, being afraid of himfelf out of a confci- 

X 3 •« oufnefs 
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^* oufnefs of his own guilr." Is knot reafonable to fuppofe, if the earl of March had 
ordered this place to ne made for his concealment, he wotdd likewKehave taken care 
that it /hould have been made convenient for that end, whereas the whole vault is one 
continued ftair cafe without fo much as one finglc fhelf in the fide of the rock for a 
perfon to fit down upon. 

BESIDES if we lay afide the confideration of the ftrufture of this paflage, the 
opinion oiMr.CamdermmYiztAXy be approved by any thinking perfon, that that noble- 
man, generally*known to live in the caftle with the queen, ihauld chufe to hide hhn- 
felf in a rocky cave, when at the fame time he could oe in the royal appartment, and 
® and that with full as much fafety, for the queen had the keys of the caftle 

delivered to her every night, and laid under her pillow 5 moreover the ^zxloiMarch 
when the place was furprized, was not found there but in the apartment of the queen ^ 
{a) in /hort had the earl dcfigned this vault for his fecurity, it muft be firppoled he 
would have taken more particular care that it ihould be fufficiently guarded againft 
any fudden furprize, whereas it feems no extraordinary care was taken of it, elfe it 
would have been out of the power even of the governor to have given king Echvard 
the opportunity of coming into the caftle that v\ay. 

• BUT there juft now comes to my hand a manufcript Englifi chronicle, 
which by the language feems to be wrote in the reign of king Henry VL this pofi- 
tively affirms, that neither Mortimer nor the queen knew any thing of this paflage ^ 
thefe are th^ very words : Cbap. zzz. 

"AND in haft ther came unto kyng Edw. Sir WillUm Montague^ that he was in 
**.his caftell and pryveljche told him, tnat he ne none of his companions fliulde not 
" take the Mortimer without counfaile and helpe oilVtliiam Elands conftabill of the 
" fame caftell. Now certis quod kyng Edivard I leve you full well, and therefor I 
" counfaiU you that ye goo unto the faide conftabill, and commaunde him in my 
** name that he be your nende and your helper for to take the Mortimfr^ all things 
** left uppon peyne of lyfe and lymmbe. Sir quod Mounta^ue my lorde graunte mer- 
*• eye. Tho went forth the faide Mountague and come to the conftabill of the caftell 
" and told him the kvng's wille, and he anfwered, the kyng's wille /hulde be done 
** in all that he mygnt, and he wolde not fpare for no manner of deth and fo he 
" fwhore and irade his othe. Tho faide Sir William Mountague to the conftabill in 
*' heryngeof all them that were helpyng to the quarrel. Now certis dere ffrendes 
*' us behoveth for to worche and done by your Queyntyfe to take the Mortimer^ fith 
*' ye be the keeper of. the caftell and have the kayes m your warde. Sir quod the 
" conftabill yy. oil ye underftonde that the vats of the caftell beth loken with lokys, 
** and .aueen JfilelKent bidder by night tor the kayes thereof, and they be layde un- 
** der tne <*hemfell of her beddis hede unto the morrow, and fo I may not come into 
** the caftell by the yats no manner of wyfe, .but yet I know another weye by 
" an aley that ftretchith oute of the ward under the earthe into the 
' ** caftell tnat gooth into the weft, which aley queen I/abcU^ ue none of her meayne,

'IT is thetefofc tmicb more probable, that as the lung and bid • bandxame up tbi^' 
paflage on piirfkJe to feize ^i^rrimr'i perfoff, and as the earl after he was takexi 
prifoner, was brought oat of the caftle throughFthis i^ry bxae pafiage, it was in re- 
membrance of this erent called JI&r/i«rrrVi6ofeM There is ho Account when this 
vault was made which Ihave met with, except what Collin's in his peerage quot»s^ 
from lZ)r/^^(?«*i barons war, W2J. ** This wonderful paflage had been nued and du^' 
•* during the iDaniJh Invafion by fome of the Saxon Icings for the better fecurity in 
" cafeofafiege. For my part if Iconfider how ftrongly this place waj provided 
with gates, I cannot help thinking that it wasdefigned to relieve the caftle with tfien 
and provifions, in cafe an enemy fliould be in pofleflion of the town,- the opening of 
it being both without the town and caftle walls, and the' rock yard being covered 
with two round baftions, in tlie outer wall of the caftle facing the fouth, of which a 
l?ood part is yet ftanding, and that after the norman conqueft, it was made ufe of in 
time of peace to convey the meal and beer, which was ground Cefpecially after the 
Lcen wa^ brought to run by the caftlej and brewed for the garrifon, the neareft way 
into the caftle. 

THE rock- ^ard into which the lafi|^nd loweft gate in JMbr^/wfr'j-Aofe open^, is 
called in old writiTio:s the brewhoufe of the caftle, and indeed it had no other hoiife^ 
in it but fuch as ferved for the conveniency of brewing for the gdrrifon 5 until king' 
Jamts^ I. by a particular grant under the broad feal, feparated it from the caftle^ 

THIS grant was made to one Bdtx^ari FerreSy of London^ mercer, and Francis 
(PhilipSy of London^ g^nt. exemplify'd to ^obn Mtmn^ and William yackfon^ bearing • 
date the i8th of king James of England^ and the 55th of Scotland^ anno dom. 162 1 5 
fince which time a prettv niany houfes have been built in it, efpecially in the clofe, 
which in the grant is called ^ovecoat-clofc. In this yard ftood alfo the mill of the 
caftle, which ufed to grind all the corn for the fupportof the garrifon. 

FARTHER weft in the yard within a piece of ground now turned into a kit- 
chen garden, are to be feen the remains of a ftair-cafe, opening to the eaft and lead- 
ing up into the rock, wherein feveral rooms are formed witK pretty even floors. ' Here 
formerly was the malt-office belonging to the caftle, as appears plainly by the kiln, 
which to thisday is to be feen. 

THE brewhoufe -yard was lately part of the jointure eftate of Mrs. Coliin^ relift 
of the late John Collin^ Efq; alderman oi Nottingham^ and mother of Zangf or dCoifin, 
Efq5 one of his majefty's juftices of the peace for the county of Nottingham $ the kit- 
chen fifardcn and an houfe on the ri^t hand fi;oing into Srenvhoufe-yardy only except- 
ed, which houfe and garden were fjiven by Mr. ^eaccekj to a lociety of people who 
formerly ufed to meet here and called themfelves the Family of Love '^{^a) thefe 

pre- 
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prcmifl*es are at this time in the poflefUon of mafter Rhtgt an infant, and grandfon of 
the late Thomas Smitb^ Efq, 

I T is a conftablery which Dr. Thoroton with Affs. J, M. is pleafed tocall a recep* 
tacle for fanaticks, and other like people, who would not liveconfor-mableto the laws. 
This cenfure feems to me too fevere, inafmuch as it not only favours of a perfecuting 
fpirit, but is founded on a falfc fuppofition, as if this place (being in the county at 
large) were any more exempt from the obedience to the laws of the land, than any o- 
ther place in the county, ana that in a reign ^ here no vifible corner of the kingdom 
could /helter any number of perfons from the rigorous execution of that coercive laiv 
the j4£i ofUniformity, 

FROM the baftion of the eaft corner of the Bre'jchoufe-yardy the ruins of the 
outer walls of the caftle run north, and over againft a ftreet called Caftlegate are feen 
the ruins of the largeft round J)aftion, in the middle between this and the outer gate 
in the wall which bends a little weft^ard, a low gate is obferved, which I dare ven- 
ture to fay was a fally-port. The main gate is placed beto^een tvvo Baflilles : From 
hence the wall almoft due weft to the park, there, makes an angle, and extending it- 
felf in a line northward did join the poftern, of which notice has been taken in 
SeBion I. 

THE outer-ward within the outer-wall, is fpaciow, on the right hand of which 
was the pindage of the caftle, and on the left where no«v a garden and nurfery of 
trees is planted was the dove-coat, as I am informed by the above-mentioned Mr. Jo- 
natban^Paramour-i^holix^A^i^AviiL^ William when the foundation of the new 
caftle w as laid. 

THE ditch round the caftle was a dry mote of a confiderable depth and breadth, 
as may eafily be difcoveredeven at this time. 

O N the other fide of the ditch at the farther end of that part of the rock where- 
upon the new tower ftood, there was till within thefe i8or 20 years, an hole opening 
fome what towards. the eaft, called bv the common-people James Scofs hole, which 
as the tradition goes, did lead acrols the park, under ground, quite to Lertcn^ a good 
mile in length 5 this being a vulgar error j I will here take an opiwrtunity of clearing 
up the matter. Had fuch a paiTage ever been made, it would be hard to find out aufe 
for.it adequatetofuch an herculean labour, and whofoeverconfiders how low the va- 
ley is between the caftle rock and the high' hill where Zentorj-Mle is placed, »ill 
with much ado allow it poflible to be done, but hardly deetn it probable that fuch a 
piece of w ork fhould ever have been undertaken : To be ftiort let the reader but caft 
an eye upon the plan'of the 'old caftle here annexed, and he will readily be convinced 
that the truth of the matter is this : When by order of his grace William duke of 
Neivcaftley the old works of the new tower were clearing, the labourers by flinging 
fome pretty large ftones down the fide of the rock, beat in the ground and made ac- 
. cidentally this hole, which flieAr'dthe curious a way into the rock, this turning at firft 
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a little to the right and the quantity of rubbini renderingr the going far into the rock 
Tery difficult, has' made them fancy that paflage went dire£Uy weft and confequently 
toJLenton^ tho* nobody has ever oflFered to fhe a/ any opening at Lenton^ to anfwer this 
pretended fuhterraneous way, and the above mentioned plan clearly fliews, that the 
nollojv in that place was notliing eJfe but a way into a rangre of cellars under the fe- 
veral royal apartments and buildings on the north and weft part of the rock. The 
name of yames Scot*s hole proceeded from a miftake of the Scottifb king 2)avld II. 
who is faid to have been prifoner in this caftle, which moves me to examine how far 
the ftory related of that king is well or ill -grounded. 

THE dungeon or prifon of the caftle was widely diftant from the hole we have 
been fpeaking of, for according to Ldand it was fouth from the hole, 1. <. under the 
firftfteps which lead up to the paved court of the prefent caftle. That there were 
fuch rooms as Mr. Camden fpeaks of, many fteps deep in the rock, into which per- 
fons were oblifred to go witn candle light, and that thefe fteps went from the firft 
court, as alfo that the pai&on of our Saviour Chrifi and other tilings u ere enj^raven on 
the walls of thofe rooms, we may credit him who, relates it as an eye-witnefs 5 but 
that thofe figures were made by 2)avid kin^ of ScofSy is not quite fo clear : For that 
great antiquarian does not aflert it direSly, but with thefe cautionary words, (as they 
ny). I will not deny that that king might be a prifoner in the caftle o( Notthigbam^ - 
tho' SfOiv takes notice that he was brought to lu^minper the ad of January 1 147, 
and thence in the fight of all the people convevea to the tower and there lodged in 
the black nuck near the conftable*s guard, andthat he was afterwards removed to 01- 
dijbam caftle, where he remained prifoner till ranfomed ^ becaufe as he was taken 

Jrifonerthe jjtYiol October 1 146 according to -the fame author, and could not be 
rought to London with the reft of the prilbners on account of his wounds in the head 5 
it is ver^ probable that he was brought to NoaiKzbam and remained confined in the 
caftle till he was able to travel : But all this is ftnl fo far from proving that king the 
author of the above-mentioned figures, that it rather creates a fufpicion to the contra- 
ry, becaufe his wounds in the head would not admit of fuch a work if they difabled 
.him from travelling. 

ON the north -fide of the caftle without the wall, is aclofe which takes in the 
major part of the caftle-hills and went from thence by the name of the hill-clofe, in 
the middle of this on a flat and round fpot was fet up king Charles the ift. ftandard» 
£ncc which time it bore for many years the name 01 ftandard-clofe, 'till of late fome 
of the NeviPs having rented it, the town's people call it heviPs-clofe 5 where the 
ftandard was fixed there ftood a poft for a confiderable number of (years, in the room 
of which when pulled up, the father oi John Nevil^ Efqjto perpetuate the memory 
ofthat remarkable event, planted TeTeral elms fucceHively, none of which efcaped 
the imrulinefs of the lads of the town. 

I T is axrommonly received error, that the royal ftandard was ereded on a place 
czYLtdifDerr^-fnounty a little farther north than the juft-memioned clofe 5 for it is an 
artificial hfll raifed on purpofe for a windmill to ftand upon, which formerly was 
there y befides this hill is not within the jurifdi£lion of the caftle. 

THIS our caftle when in its glory (fays WiUiam of Ntwhorcngb^) was made .fo 
itrong both by nature and art, that it was efteemed impregnable except by famine, if 
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it h^ a fufficlent garrifon in it, (a) that it had ntvex tmdergonc the coQiin«n fate of 
great caftles, being never taken by downright fteroi 5 once K was befiegedbjr Huir^ 
dtike of JffijoUy but in vain, at which time the garrifen had burnt down all th^ buil<I- 
ihgp about it 5 (t) j.r ^^s once alfo taken by furpri^e» by Rohrr count de tirr4UrU4^ 
iii the barons war, who burnt the town and deprived the people of all they had^ 

THERE remains now to add what I have met with concerainfthe governors 
of ifottingham caftle, from the conqueft to the end Qf the citil wai. xhcfiub gover* 
nof we read of fince tie concjueror built it Is,

THIS noblemantho**h«caftledid not Ippg, remain in his hands made a very 
great figure in his time, and w<ll deferves our notice, (e) he obtained by the kings 
favour, for his wife, ij^rW^ the heirefs of Rkbard Strongboiv earl of Pembroke. 
Upon Richard L his coming to Englaridy after the death of his father Henry II. and 
being thus advanced, he bore the ro^al fcepter of gold with the crofs upon the head 
of it at his coronation 5 he was appomted one of the juftices in the government of the 
realm at the king's going into the holy lai>d ^ he wajs Ijkewife a truitee for the per- 
fbrmanoe.of.wbat'kingwr/Nrr J agreed ypon )Vith the French king for their joint en- 
gaging in that war. The ill of king ^Ohn he was fent out of Normandy to keep peace 
in England ti& the king's coming, and obtained feveral of the pofleifions of Gtffard

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e^rl o£ Sucks ithe6ih of lung ybbnh^l^ oth^r kiidtf grUnted to him; the gtlr 
of this king he obtained the whole province oiLemfiir by graot; the i ^th, kin|; yotn 
made him governor oiCaermartben^ CardigaH^ and Gowfbn ; the i6th of king y^btt 
he was conftituted with tHcbolas the pope's legate, a commifiioner for refloring what 
had been taken from the kind's fubjecis by reafon of a late interdid ; alfo the fame 
year he was intrufted with friUiam earl olH'arren and otben forgiving fafe conduCl 
to fuch rebel barons as would implore the king's pardon at Northampton \ and th6 
next year when the barons met at Srackky in an hoftile manner, he was lent by the 
king to know their demands, by whom they returned anfwer, " That if the king 
" would not ratify their laws and liberties they would conftrain him to it," which 
being refufed by the kin^, they formed an army j upon the death of king yobff, ho 
convened many of the nobility, and fetting young Henry in the midft of them laid r 
Seboldyour hng : Whereupon his coronation was appointed, (a) He refided at Not- 
r/w^i6tf»f, whither the earl of C/^r/?^r retired to him, after he was forced to quit the 
fiege of Afount'Sdrrcl: (b) And this earl the iho/t time he had to live, proved as 
faithful to this king as he had been to his father, being the4)rincipal perfon who had 
fixed the crown on his bead, and was made guardian by the" reft of the lords. He re^ 
duced his own fons who had been in arms, which much weakened the rebel . party. 
He laid fiege to Mount- Sorrel^ in com Leicefter^ one of the ftrongeft holds of the ba- 
tons, and foon after encountered them at Lincoln^ gained the viftory and then went 
to London and befieged it ^ and through bis skilful condufl peace was brought about 
with the adverfe party. The fecond of Henry III. he was iherifFof .^^x a!nd Uert- 
for dpi re and died the 3d of that king full of age. . 

AND now to return froni this lonff digreffion, carl j^obn muRered up what forces 
he could, and finding thofe intrufted oy Pembroke not altogether incorruptible, he 
foon got pofTefilon ofthe caftle of Nottingham again, and made himfelf mafter of Ai* 
vers other caflies, which he fortified for his own ufe 5 however the unwearied oppo- 
fition of Zongcbamp obliged him at laft to make peace, and by articles to furrender

In 
the 4th of kin^ ybbn he was with the king in France^ and probably in the memora- 
ble battle of Mirabely and for his fervices there bad a grant of the caftles of Appleby 
and Surgb with other privileges the year followingt which grants included the ba- 
rony, tho' not the borough of -y4f/)^Wy, which had been before granted to the bur- 
gefles there. This Robert the 5th of king 7ohn had the cuftody of Windfor caftle and 
that of Sinvs in Wefimorland $ and in the 6ta of the (aid reign he became conftable 
of the faid cattle as has been faid, as he did, fheriifof Nottifigbam and 2)erMbirey 
I ft. jointly with Ricbardde Seducbamp^ after by himfelf the year following. In the 
reign of this king we meet with another chatelain :

(d) WILLIAM SARfDOLF, vv^ likewife governoi^ of Nottingbam caftle' 
in the time of Henry III. who firmly adhering to him was taken prifoner at the bat- 
tle of Lcivis, He died the 4th of Edzvard f. 

(e) HUGH de STENCER, one of the greateft barons of that time, taking 
arms with other nobles in defence of their ancient priviledges, was chofen by them 
the 42d year of Henry HI, one of the twelve, who with twelve others chofen by the 
king were to amend and reform what they ftiould think amifs. The 44th of Henry 
III. he was preferred to that great office of fihes jufticier of England. In the battle 
wherein the king was taken prifoner the barons made him governor of Oreford caftle, 
in com. Suffolk, of all the calUes of the fDevizes in JFiltJhirey of Sirnard-c^&U in the 
biihoprick of tDurbam and Nottingham, (f)

-t>ofts and honours he poffeffed, was the 49th of HenryXW. after thje battle oiEvefbam 

made by that king {\\^nS oiHottin^tam and ^erbyjbire) was the 6th of Ed-ward I. 

■ appointed iheriff of the fame counties, and governor of Nottif^bam c^&le, and the 

next year governor of the caftle of Uorthampton^ in the 9th of this king he was juf- 

tice of.CbeJfer, (^ which poft his father had formerly enjoyed; and merited fo well 

from the king, that he had part of the honour oi Monmouth given him, and in farther 

confideration of his fervices, obtained from the king the c^^l^oi Rutty n^ with other 

lands. He was appointed affifta;it to prince Ed'xard in the government of the realm 

during the king's abfence, and the 31ft of jK/w/rri I. he was in the king's army ia 

ScotlarJ.

70 H N SE GRA VE^ fon of iJicbclas Segrave^ (who was about the 45th of 
Henry HI. one of the ringleaders of the rebellious barons of Nottingham) was in his 
father's life time warden of the forefts beyond Tr^;/^ and conftabfe of Nottingbam 
caftle, in the reign of Edward I. In the 24th of that king he was made conftable of • 
the Evglifi army in Scotland j this was the year after the death of his father. He 
had after the principal command at the battle of Faukirk, and was foon after 
made governor of Serivicky in which command he was wounded and taken prifoner 
by the ScotSy but being releafed he attended the kingr into Scotland^ was at the fiege 
of Carrlaverock, and upon the king's return he wsl^ left lieutenant there. Nor was 
he Icfs in power and favour with kinff Edivard IL for in the firft year of his reign, 
the k^'ng made him juftice of all the forefts from Trrw^ northward, and governor o£ 
Nottihii,/ c'm caftle, and the next year warden of all Scotland. He was ajjain in the 
wars of Scotland and taken prifDner at the unfortunate battle of Sonnccksl^ourny but 
the 1 8th of Ed'zvard II. the king having conceived a difpleafure agaipft him for the

OSIERS GArSSfO }fE, the jjreat favourite of this king, t*ho was earl 
of CornivaH, was appointed conftable of Nottingham eaftle and warden of the forerfs 
on this fide Trtm^ and enjoyed many other eftates and honours. The many extt-aor- 
dinary grants the king b^ftowM upon this G^/J^/^» gentleman, greatly difpleafed 
the nobility and the people. He was banilhed thts fame year and returned the next, 
v/j5. 1312, fuPr6nderedhimfelf and &tfr*<?;^^>fi;5v?>caftle on conditian he might fed 
the king and be* tried by his peers according to the ufaal form. The earl of ^m- 
broke un.iertook to carry hirti to the king and reflore him to the barons, and intended 
that the king ftiould coitte and fee him at the caftle of WaUin?ferd, and coming to 
(/) " 2>€ddingtOH in Oxfrrdfiire, he left him in Ctfftody of his T ervants, and himfelf 
•« and lady lajf at » neighbouring place:" Btittlre earl of Warivick, violently 
againft the iritervi^w of the king awl Gaveftene^ came in the nfghf and took him a- 
way by force j the next day in the morning the fame earl with fonrfe others the mofl 
violelft of that party, afteir a quick try al ordered bis head to be cut off, which was 
done in the prefettee of the earls of Lancafter^ JVarwck and Hereford^ oa 
SlachkKt-bil^ near Wkr^ick the 19th of Jwte.

mand at the* fame time to advance with horfe and arms to Nemvcajtlexrpon Tynt and o- 
ther parts of the marJhes of Scotland, for the king's fervice. In the 12th and 13th he 
was again in the wars of Scotland^ and the 17th of that king he was conftituted liew- 
ard of the dutcby of AquiPmnyhe^g fent the nexrenfuing year together with his bro- 
ther I^ctalas and many Other great men with an army to feize that dutchy into the 
king's hands in rega?dthe kingof jRr^Cf refufcdto do homage to king Ed'vcard 
for the fame. He was governor when king ISd'^curd HI. furprized the earl of March 
in the caftle of Nottingham-^ his deputy conflable was Sir Inuiam Elandi he wascon-

In the 14th of this king he v/as conftituted governor of the caftle of Frounfac in the 
dutchy of jiquitahjj the fame .year beinglord chamberlain to the king, he was joined 
in commiflion with Ttomas biihop of Durham and others, to treat with the ambafla- 
Jors of yp/jw duke of S»r^w/;^, tor a marriage between prince /rr;7ry and the lady 
^;?f7r, daughter of that duke ^ and after when the prince attained the crown, in his 
"fecond vear, he was again commiflioned with the bifliop of 2)ur bam to treat with the 
french King, about a marriage betwixt Ctf/i6^r/;/r the daughter of the faid king and 
•king Henry V. He was likewife employed to tteat with the Stots about a truce by 
fea and land. In the 4th of this reign hf was made warden of the eaft-marches. In 
the 5th of the fame king, governor of the caftle ol Argentines in the dutchy of Nor- 
tnandy^ but died the year following. This great man was twice in the ^ats of Franct 
mth^x^ign of Richard II. viz, the 17th andaift. The fecond- of Henry IV. he 
was firft made admiral of the king*s fleet northward, jand afterwards conftituted joint- 
ly with Sir Richard le ScrOOf^ governor of the caftle of Roxhoroughin Scotland.<t and 
nextyear he was fent into France upon the king's fervice^ and was the 5th of Henry 
'V. made juftice of South-Wales^

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RICHARD HASTIN&S, Efq^ whoAe roth oi Ed-xari IV. with ^oan 
his wife» «Uoghter and heir of Ricbard mUes Vxa^U \ord JVelies and Wiffcughby had 
fjMokl livery of the cafttest lordihips and lands of her inheritance, and the i^th of 
Sdward IV. mis made deputy conSable of Ifommbam caftle, and warden of the fo- 
refls and chaces north of TrrM^, in the abfence of WiMam lord HaJliKgs. In the azd 
.of MdiMard IV. and the f ft of Ricbard III. this gentleman was fummoned to parlia- 
snent b^ the title of lord JVMUs.

HJENR r carl of R UTL AND, fon and heir of Thomas the firft earl of /?//r- 
J/r»<i of that family, in the firft of ^rfw^i VI. facked //tf(/i/wffr(?/f in Scotland with 
3000 men ; the iecond of the fame reign he was made conftable of the caftle of Noi- 
tinsbam and chief juftice of the foreft of iSdcrorooi, as aHb warden of the eaft marches 
and middle marches towards Scotland, and two years after he accompanied the mar- 
quis of Sortbampton in France, who then went upon a folemn embafly to that king. 
in the }d of Vbilip and ^^dr^ he was made captain general of aft the^forces then de- 
signed for the feas, and likewife of the whole fleet 5 butferved only as general of 
the borfe at St. Jhtintin in Vicar di^. In the firft of queen Biizabetb he was confti- 
tuted lieutenant (H the counties o£ Nottingham and Rutland, and foon after lord pre- 
£dent of the council of the northern parts of the realm, as alft inftalLed knight of the 
garter 3 he disi September the 17th 1563, the 5th otEUzabetb.

ROGER earl of RUTZANH, who after three years tr^TcIs went vo- 
luntary the Ifland vovage, was colonel of foot in the /r//& wars, and the 24th (if Eli- 
i6abetb con&Me of the caftle o£ Nottingham, and chief juftice of the foreft of Shir- 
'wood. In tJbe firft of ^aftus h he was conftituted lieutenant oiLincohfoire and ftew- 
ard of the manour of Stoke 2r\i<xrar:ttam 3 he was alfo fent the fame year amhafla- 
dor to 2)enmark^ to the diriftening of that king's firft fon, and with the order of the 
garter to the king himf el£ He died 1612. 

FRANClSe^rlofRUTZANSD, who fucceeded his brother Roger, was 
juftice of afl the lorefts north of Trent and knight of the moft noble order of «ie gar- 
ter 5 to him king Shames gcauted the property of the caftle ol Nottingham to him and 
his heirs. He died without iffue male Tiecemher 17, 1632, the 9th of Charles I. and 
liis only daughter and heir was mother to George ViUiers fecond duke of Suckingham 
.of that family.

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AFTER tfie reiloration the faid duke claimtd the caftle o( Noitingbam in right 
of his mother, then fold it to WtUiam Cavfftdijb^ marquis andafterward&doke ofNifV-^ 
c^fiU^ who notwithftanding his great age, v/i&. 82, in the year 1674, cmproy'd many 
hands in clearing the foundation of the old caftle and lived fo long as to fee this pre* 
ffsnt fabric raifed about a yard above ground,, which was finished in the time of Henry 
his fon andfuccelTor in his eftates and honour«, as appeared by. the infcription on aft 
oblong fquare white marble table, in the wall over the back-door, now not legible, 
but preferved and communicated to me by the- late Mt. Jonathdn "Varamour^ once a 
fervjint in that moft noble family, viz. 

This houfe was begun by Hiliiam duke of Nenvcaftk in the year 
1674, (who died in the year 1676) and according to his appoints 
ment by his laft will and by the model he left,was finiihed in the 

year 1679. 
THE founder of this modem-caftle defigned it to be one of the corapleateft ani 
beft fini/hed in EngUnd^Sot which end that moft honourable lord ty*d the revenue of 
a confiderable eftate to be employ.'d for diat purpofe,..untiltheaccompli/haientof th« 
whole according to his loitention. 

THE building is oaa ruftic bafement which fopports in front a Corimtian ovdery 
with a double ftair^cafe landing at the grand apartment. The architedl was one 
March a Lincoln(bire man, who with Mr. Richard Seal of Mansfieli-modhou/e^ one 
of duke lUiiiam's ftewards, Mr. Afa/bn ofNeivarky the duke's folicitor, and Mr. Tho- 
tnas Far J ftewacd both to duke iViUidm and duke Henry y was made joint truftees for 
finifliipg the work. *^* 

OVER the door of the north eaft front is placed an eqaeftrian ftatue of the fouitder

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in com. Lticejler'^ the ftahiary^s name was Vf^ilforiy an ingenious artift, of whom it is 
remarkable, that foon after this performance of his, he was for a time fpoiled for a 
ftatuary 5 becaufe a Lckejlerpire widow lady, the lady Tutftyy who was f offefled of 
a very large jointure, falling deeply in love with him, got him knighted and married 
him 5 but he living up to the extent of his apron-ftring eftate, and his la(Jy dying be- 
fore him. Sir W/^« returned to his former occupation, and the pub lick recovered 
the lofs of an eminent artift. The eaft, fouth and weft fides of the building are en- 
compaffed with a yard paved with broad ftones, and fecuredby a breaft wall offtonej 
here the ladies and gentlemen in this town walk and take the air both in winter and 
fommer, to whfch they are more particularly invited by a convenient arcade under 
the fouth fide of tke caftle, where in rainy or windy weather they .may walk under 
ihelter ; on the north fide there is a fpacious green court, much larger than that men- 
tioned in the old works, becaufe the ftruSures of the new tower took up a great part 
cTthis ground, which is h'kewife encompafled by a ftone wall, not fo high as to hin- 
der any profpefl^ in this court facing the middle of the north front, is a wooden door 
opening into the park 5 about twenty odd yards weft of this, there was a door leading 
by a ftair-caCe cut in the rock, into the great and ftrong tower built by Ed-ward IV. 
which tower was half an oftagon, the walls of which were upwards of iz feet thick y 
this paffsfge Mr. ^Taramour remembred very well 5 befides the bridge which goes 
x)ver that part of the ditch where the ancient fortified bridge onoe ftood, another was 
built acrols the mote more direfllv oppo'fite to the old gate of the outer ward, after 
this new palace was finished for the more convenient ariving a coach up to the caftle* 
hut the foundation of this was fo badly fecured that the north fide of it fell down fome 
few years after 5 this has lately been made good with earth and is railed on each fide 
and covered with green fods, and is now hecome a pleafant way into the green court 
between which and the north front of the caftle there are many fteps leading from 
«aft to weft down iato a paved yard, by which, whenhis grace and family are here, 
the trades people who ferye the houfc with provifions can go into the kitchen and 
•other offices under the main building 5 at the weft end of this yard there goes a door 
•out of the rock where his grace the prefent duke in the year 1720, caufed a conveni- 
ent flaughter-houfe to be built, whither oxen, /heep, deer, &c, were brought imme- 
diately from the park, and when drefs'd, by the juft-mentioned door through this lower 
yard into the kitchen and ftore places $ at the eaft end of this yard is to be feen a 
place walled up with brick, this opened the way into the dungeon of which Leland 
Ipeaks, and alfo Mr. Camdeiu where thofe figures we have fpoken of before were en- 
graven on the walls. His grace wheo at Nottingham in the year 1720, as I am in- 
formed, had this place opened, in order to fee whether any thing of them was yet to 
be found, but it being almoft entirely filled up with rubbi/lij no difcovery could be 
made, 

T O this caftle belongs a fmall adjoining park, which till after the year 1720 was 
well ftocked with deer : It was alfo for its bignefs, till the civil war, pretty well pro- 
vided with timber trees, when it was fequeftred and the trees cut down. If this is 
the fpot, (as Dr. Tboroton with ferjeant Houn fuppofes) which IFiUiam 'Peverel had 
licence to enclofe for an orchard, and which in Knyveton^s furvey is called the Cony- 
gAjth^ I. ^. the warren, it now is enlarged to almoft twice that extent, con* 
taining at prefent upwards of an hundred acres.

more improbable, is his confeffing there is regularity in theferuins^ efpecially in tha 
pillars in the church as he calls it, when Cffar plainly teffs us, the Sntains ooferved- 
no regularity in th^ building of their habitations, nor did they make fo much- as any 
Regular flreets in their colonies or villages. 

4th. OUR antiquary feems to pleafe himfelf in the richnefs of his imagination,^ 
tvhen be proceeds : Tie rimr here 'binding about ifiakes a fortification to it for it 
somes to both ends of the ctiff. I am fatisfied the dodlor never asked one queftion a^ 
bout the water, elfe he might foon have been undeceived, for it is notvery many years 
ago fince a- fmall part of the river Lcen Vi^j^ brt)ught on the weftend within the pales 
of the park, for the conveniency of watering horfes and cows, which fince it has oeen 
difparked are liere agifted, and by this water fo running* in the park, the moft wef- 
fern part of this rocky ffatne, by far the moft ruinous, is fo flited with it that there is 
no pafling around' the rockj a poor fcrtiificatron, wHicJh afnnoysiind infomeroeafure de-' 
ftroys that which it fhould ftrfengthen, and the water which cohies intt>'the park near' 
the fouth eaftpart of the caftle rack, and forms a'large pool, reaching pretty near the 
cliff he fpeaks of, is of the fame date with the water works in this town, and is rent- 
ed of iis.gr^e by the proprietors for a re ferve of water 5 m:>r'Cover tlie very channel* 
of the Zrr;; itfelf, running from ir;;/c« bridge clofe by the caftle, and pafling by 
AY/;7rt?w meadows, in order to difcharge itfelf into the Thnt^\% ah artificial channel,- 
Jtnd cannot be proved more ancient then the conqueft, much lefs trated back to the 
'Bri'tdtfs time, or even to the time^ when thefe rock habitations were framed, for it 
is eafy to be difcdvered tliatthe front of this ftrufture looked towards the fouth{wher€^; 
the rtver runs by) and came a great deal more forward then what is now to be feen of 
it 5 fome ancient people ftill remember that thefe ruins were much larger, reachin^f 
nearer v^ the Leen^ and an ofd man lately <?eceafed, John Hilton by name, upwards 
of 90 yeats of ag^e (who enjoyed his fenles perfeftly,) told me that he had heard his 
father fiiy: ** That in the tirne of the civil war, the /lo/^;;ir/r^j5(for fohe called 
** the parliament party) had demoliihed a gteat part of the rock-hcufes iw the pafk 
" uncler pretence of tneir abhorrence to Papery." fo'far jfohn Hilton. What feems 
to confirm in fome meafure the tl'uth of this aflertijn i?, that this place is by the peo-- 
ple in general" to tHis day, as commonly caffleil the T'aptp koufiS'2& th^ Kotk holes. 

I F after whalhas been faid in this place, it be alToweJ that the front of ^this anci- 
ent building' ftood fouth, and that it came confiderably farther out towards the Letn^ 
it may reafonably be fuppofed, that it was maile before tht Zcen was brought to . run 
by the caftle, 1. e. before th<e conqueft. {f) For no perfons would ever have been fo 
foblilhas to build the front of their houCesfo near the water, fv^hatever they might- 
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their back pirts jchat they could not ftep oat of their door hut muft ftep into a river. Be- 
fid<^ tho' 1 have no reafon to induce me to believe thefe rocky remains£ri>j^,yeteven 
this pleads their antiquity: That we have had divers buildings belonging to this tov;; n 
which are cither moftly or entirely worn away by injury of time, the names of which, 
(and of fome the places were once they floodj are ftill known, e.g. St.Anne^s chapel, 
St. MictacPsj St. Lawrence^s hofpjtal, &c. but of the ruins in the park we may fafe- 
ly fay, that time has obliterated the very name of then\, which con-firms that d( Au- 
finius : MorsetiapifasisMmimlPUstjyvems. 

I N all likelihood this might once be a monaftery where a certain number of -^yf 
c}?crets had placed themfelvc?, before monks of any particular denomination or order 
were known in Bnglaud. Dr. TLOrotonp. 491 h)\ ** That in the Br&of Ha.ry IL 
** (rather the 5th of «&r//Y;7j there is mention made of Mcnactl de Nottihgham^ : 
whence he firft infers, *' That the houfe of the Carmelites ^9:^% before Henry the ads- 
** time a religious houfe of monks: *' He continues in the f^me paragraph, " which 
" muft cither be the monks of Leraon or fome xeligious perfons here." 

I do not fee how the friers of Lent on could be called Monachl de Ifottingtatn^ whd 
had no convent within the territory oi Nottingham^ and it is certain that at that time 
there were no friers of any particular denomination in this town 5 for the Mir.ors did 
not come into England till the 4th eA Henry III. about the y^ar of Cbrifi 1220, and 
according to bifhop Tanner'' s Hctitia Monafiica^ did not reach Nottingham tiQ 1250, 
the 34th Year of iilff/ry III. the founder oi their convent} and the Carmelites had 
no convent till the 4th of Edivard L 1276, the founders of wJiich are faid to be the 
lord Gray of IVilton and Sir John Shirkv j I /hould therefore think it moft probable, 
ttat the monks Inhabiting thefe rocky dwellings were meant, who afterwards, not 
unlikely, might take upon them the rule of the Carmelites^ and might by their foun- 
ders be removed into tne town, to the place which is ftill known by the name of 
JVhite-friers. 

Dr. STUKEL BjT talks of an hermitage near to thefe ruins of like workman- 
Jliip more towards the caftle. There is indeed an oblong fquare arched place, not a 
^reat way eaftward of the faid ruins cut out in the rock, which has nothing obfervable 
in it denoting the abode of an hermit, but feems very well fuited for a ftable to fhel- 
ter a cow or two in, which moft of the communities ufed to keep, were the place ad- 
cnitted of it So much of the rock holes in the park at Nottingham. 

I N ..this part of the park is the moft clear and moft perfeft echo J ever met with 
any where 3 for ftanding with one's back ag^ainft the park pales facing thefe caves, 
and railing one's voice to no higher pitch tnen common converfation, the echo re- 
peats every word diftinclly, tho' beginning with a confonant, unlefs it be with an J/, 
N,S,ovV. 

BEFORE I conclude this feclion, I think it will not be difpleafing to the rea- 
-der if I prefent to his view a table /hewing the fucceflion of the feveral dukes of 
Nei^'caflle and annex to it a /hort account of the honours conferred upon them as re* 
^.^rds of their naerit^ and Angular feryices done to their king and country.

William Cavfiidifi^. foxtof'Sit Cbarks Caveniifit (yovoi^et brother of WiUiam the

married to him the 4th of Car, I. 

TH IS lyUliam Had a brother Sir Charles^ who died without iflue. 

H E was the.8t1i ot Janus I. madb knight of the Satb at the creation of Henry 
prince oVWales. King Ciarles I. made him governor- of the prince hfs eldeft 
fon. 

TN the year 1642 upon the ^feat defeftion of the king's fubjefts the i^tK of Car^ 
I. he firft manned and fortified the town of Ntii-cajtle and the caftle of finmoutb fo^ 
the king's fervice, and afterwards levying other tOKces in the midft of winter, fouted 
the greateft part of thofe rebels that had made head in Torkjbirfy taking moft of the 
ftrong holds m that counify. His viftori^s at Gainsborough m com. Line, Cheftcrfald 
in com ^erb. ^iercy-brigg, Secrcfty Tanker/Uy, Tadcafter, Sheffield, Rotteram, Ta- 
fitm, SeverUy^ Cancod, Selby, Halifax, Leeds, and Sradford^ all in^rorkjhire, tefti- 
fy'd his courage and conduft, in the laft ofwhich, having' vanqgiflied their greateft 
northern army, (himfelf leading on) he took zz cannons and many colours^ 

I N 1642 he received the qjieenat her landing at Sridlin^on in com.-Ebor. who 
brought with her fupplies of arms and ammunition, and condu&ed her fafely to the 
king at Oxford, for which fer vices he was by letter* patents bearing date at Oxfori 
the 19th of Car. I. created marquis of Havcaftk and baron C^iV(ndiJh, 

APT E R W A R D S he ftoutly defended the city of Tcrk for threemonths fpace 
a2:ainft three powerful armies, and at laft upon the depreflibii of the royal inre reft in 
EKglajid followed king Charles II. into banifliment, during the continuance of the u^ 
lurpation, by whom he was created knight of the garter, andfoon after the reftoration 
*ixiz, the 17th of CbarleylL anno 1664, advanced to the title of duke of Newcajlh 
and earl of Ogle. , 

HE married two wives, ift^ Ettzabeth daughterand fofe heir toTi^tUiam Sajfet of 
Skre in com. Stafford Efq; widow of Henry Hoivanl, a younger fon of ^fbomas earl ' 
of Stfffolk,.hy whom he had iflue,

HE VtR T C JFE ?72> TSH, dnke, marquis and earl of VtcxcaflU^ earl of 0</<, 
Tifcount Mansfielily baron Cavendififof Solfoyer^ Sothal and Heppk^ alfo baron Ogb 
and knight of the garter. He was in the reign oi James 11. one of the privy council 
and governor of Scrivick^ and lord lieutenant of the counties of Nortbumberland and 
Hottingbam^ and died 1691. 

H E married iT^;frf5 daughter tsSWittiatn Tiercpont^ fecond fon oS Robert earl of 
JKirtfJtortf by her be ha J iffue : 

IIENRr CAVENDISH, ftiled earl of Og/^ his only fon, (of the privy 
jcouncil te king Ci>^r/^j II.) who married JE//j5/7^r/A daughter and heir to yccelinc 
^krcy earl of NorthumbcrUrJ^ whereupon he affumed her title and bore her arms, 
:i)tit died without iflbe at Londcn 1680. 

THE late duke thus deprived of male iffue., the ducal eftate devolved to 

JOHN HO ZZ£5; fourthearl of n^r^ inrightofhis wife Marzarct^ ji 
^daughter of H^tjry duke of Nc-zvcajile. This nobleman appeared with a ipirit like 
his noble anceflors, and that with the earlieft, in the juftaflertion of the liberties of 
thefe nations from the bondage of popery and tyranny 5 in coniideration of which he 
\vas in the 6th year of king William and queen Mary 1694, advanced to the dignity 
•of marquis ol Clare and duke olVetxcafile^ having been before Avorn of their majei- 
tics moft honourable privy council ^ alfo in the lothof king William UI. 1698, in- 
ilalled knight of the moft noble order cf the garter. 

I N the year 1700 when the lords in pailiament framed and pafled an aft for au- 
thorizing certain comniiffioners to treat of a union with Scotland^ his grace was the« 
dominated for one of them, but the treaty at that time not having its defi- 
'Ted effcft, he was in the 5th year of aueen Aine 1706, by commilfion under the great 
feal of England^ again appointed of that number, under whofe management thatgreat 
and remarkable work was accompli/hed. By another a£l pafled in tne 4th of queen 
jdnne as lord privy feal, he was appointed one of the lords juftices, 'till the arrival of 
a fucceflbr, and in the 7th of queen Anne, upon the unhappy lofs of George prince of 
iDnjmarki was appointed one of the lords commiflioners for holding the firft parlia- 
ment of Great'Aritain^ having before been conftituted lord privy feal, and fworn 
of her majefty's moft honourable privy council 3 he was alfo lord lieutenant of the 
xounty, andof the county of the town of Nottin^ham^ lord warden of the foreft of 
SNrwood, lord lieutenant of the eaft and north ridings of the county of Tork^ and go- 
vernor of the town and fort oiKirtgflon upon Hull He had by his lady one only daugh- 
ter, the lady Henrietta, now countefs dowager of Ox/br J and countefs of Mortimer • 
This duke naving like\Ai{e no iffue male, fettled the ducal eftate upon his ne- 
phew 

rnO MA S lord ^EL HA M, eldeft fon of Tlomat lotd "PelJbam and Grace 
iis fecond lady, youngeft fifter of Wn duke of Neivcafthy was born the 21ft of J^ufy 
3694. He had this large eftate left him by the laft will of his uncle, bearing date 
7uh J5rh.J7i I, and that he fhould bear the name and arms of Holies. 

THE 
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' THE Velhams are ah ancient and renowned family ;' they took their name from 
the lordfhip of ^'elham in Hartfordlhire^ and mention is made that the faid lordihip 
in the 4ift of i?JwtfrJ I. was part of the pofleilions of ff^/r^r deVelham'^ in the reign 
of king Ed-ward III.

cond coat in his |[race's atchievement is charged with two belts having buckles to 
them. 

.THE fon of this Sir yohn of the fame name, was no lefs famous than his father, 
who for his honourable explgits in the fervice of king Heriry IV. was by him re- 
warded with honour and poffeflSons j he was at the coronation of that king created a 
knight of the Sath^ and he alfo had granted to him for term of L'fe, the honour of 
beating the ro^al fword before him, in all places and at all times requifite. He was

He 
was in no lefs favour with king Henry V. who in the firftof his reign fent him one 
of theambafTadors to treatofa peace andconclude of a marriage, berween hiib and 
iheprincefs C^r if r/w^, daughter to C/'^rr/^j their rfff A king 5 in the fame year Sir 
^obnhzd granted to him the guardian/hip and government oiyameskin^of&ony v/ith 
an'allowance oif 7oo/.p. ann. for his diet and to find him^ in neceflaries, in-fuch a place 
or places as fliould be agreed on bylxismajefty's council and the faid Sir yobn Vel- 
ham--, the6thdiHenryV . heattendedthe king in his e-xpedition i .t:>Fmj-c^ at the fiegt 
oi Roban the king committed to his cuftody queen ^oan, laft confort of king Henry 
lY. and mother-in-law of Zrr;;ry V^ who was arretted by the duke oi Bedford the 
king's lieutenant in his abTence and committed to the cattle oJF LeedSy there to abide 
fhe king's pleafure, being accufed of confpiring with frier Randell her confe'flbr, by 
forcery andnecromancv, to deftroy the king, and being ordered into Sit John's cufto- 
*dy be appointed iSine iervants to attend her and to'bring her to his cattle ztQ^cvcn/ey^ 
be was alfo at theliead oF aflfairs in the rei^n of Henry VI. and wa< one of the amoaf- 
fadors fent to treat wk^JPtUlam bifliop oi Glafgoiv mA other am'bafladors oi Scotland^ 
for concluding a peace between both realms, and died the 7th of Henry VI. His 
feal of arms was three pelicans wounding themfelves in the breaft, and his creft a 
peacock in his pride, circumTcribeJ/^//.

Sir JO UN V ;?X H-z^JI/, -the only fon of the laft Sir Jobny was with king 
£,enry V. in the French war j his father granted to him the conftablelliip of ^Fevenfiy 
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with the fees and wagpes thereto belon^iny, which he had of the grant oi Henry IV. 
to him and his bein male under hisfcal of the dtitchy of Lancaftefy i^ coafideration 
that he had took the fame by a ftfong h^ndaf the king's laft arriyal in En^land^ andl 
held it for his ufe ^ whereunto i^ appendent the feal of the arms and creft of the fa-

THIS Sir J^hn was chamberlarn of the hou/hold of queen Catberine^ confort of 
king Henry V. which queen by a charter dated at Hadtam in com. Hcrtf. the 24th of 
^une 1434, grants to her thrice dear and well beloved Sir John ^Pilhant and Oiten 
TyderjBiqi full "power and authority, to rembve and dil^lace the bi/hop o(Zi/leux her 
chancellor in France^ and to take from him her feal, as alfo the furrey and repair of 
all her townsi caftles, &c.

^der was then the qocen's husband. He bore on his feal quarterly ift. and 4th, threes*

I N the year 1562 he embarked with the earl olWaricick general of the army, 
fenttotheafliftance ofthe proteftantsin-FM;i^r3 he was at the taking of Caen m 
Normandy^ 

A N D in the year 1563, he was wounded in defence of N'^NX'i^c;^/, which endured 
a long fiage and neld out till queen Blizai^etb expreffed with tears the commiflera- 

• tion of the fad ftate they were reduced to, and by proclamation, (wherein /he com- 

•jnended the valour of her commanders and foldiers) declare ilie wduld no longer ex- 
pofe her braveft men to the fury of two enemies, the ficknefs and the fword, and 

•therefore gave orders to the earl oi Wdrixick to capitulate upon honourable term?, 
who immediately fent Mr. Velham to the mar/hal Montg^merancy conftable oiFrancej

1 hope it will not be difpleafinp to moft of my readers, if I here prenniife a few 
words concerning the antiquity of thefe national meetings taken from fome of our 
heft authors. 

PARLIAMENTS in England Are as ancient as the government of the 
Saxons 3 they called fuch an aflembly of the ftates of the nation mtnagtmot or an af- 
femblv of wifemen ; this was compoled of the digiiitaries in the church, the Ttanes 
OT ^zrisythe jyifes which w6re tne bead magiftrates of tythings, and burgefles 
which were fome times the chief magiftratesi fometimes others cholen by the feveral 
boroughs. 

A FTER the conqueft, the nortftan parliaments agreed with the Witna-gempt pi 
the Saxons io far as relates to the eccleiiaflics, the nobles and the burgeiETes, p.ut the 
conqueror defigning to weaken the power of the Saxon earls, he in fome meafure fe- 
perated the barons eflates from the counties, and made them acknowledge no fupe- 
riorbutthe crown, by this they became members Jrf the legiflature by fucceflicn, 
whereas the Wites were chofen to ferve the county only for a time. Thebarons were 
dcfigncd to reprefent the tenants of their refpeftive baronies, which excuTed them 
from paying towards the wages of knights olthe ftiire 5 in Jhort they had an equal 
authority with earls in parliament,and as great a power overtheir vaflalsjthe only dif- 
ference confifted in the. extent of their pofleffions. This new creation of Jprds of 
parliament continued without oppofitiontitt the end of the reign of king Henry I. af- 
terwards in* the civil wars, efpecially between king Stephen and the emprels Maud 
and her fon Henry II. when tne barons efpoufed.different interefts, each party treated 
the oppofite-fide as rebels, and as both knew what power the barons had over their 
Taflals, and having many to reward for their good lervices,they divided the forfeited 
t)aronifes into lefler tenancies, ftill holding immediately of the crown, which increafed 
\thc number of thefe petty fovereigns (k) to that degree, that the kingdom was very 
unequflffly reprefented ^ this becoming at laft an intollerable grievance, a claufe was 
inferted m the MapiaXbarta of king Jobn^ that all the greater barons /hould be 
funimoned feverally to parKament, and die lefler iarons in general, by which the 
latter were excluded from fitting in parliament finglyand in their own perfons, but 
by this general fummons they ^had a right to chufe from among themfelves fuch is 
they thought fit to be their reprefentatives, and none had a vote in the ele(Sion of 
theie, (who from the tenure of their lands and from reprefenting the county fpr which 
theyferved were c^td knights oftbepire) bitt the immediate tenants of the crown 
(/) til the *th of Hentf^ VI. aB freeholders of 40 5. per antfumwere permitted to vote 
for knigbts of the Jbire 5 upon this foot it ilands to this day.

THIS is a village in the hundred of 3?/«;fZ^ir;»,lituate near the fouth-bank 
of the river Trenf about feven miles fouth-eaft of Nottingbam^ on aconfide- 
rable high cliff, where Sir CbarUs MoUineuXy bart. who is lordjOJfth^ jpa- 
nour here and patron of the living has a feat. The late Six FranctSy who 
was a great fportfman, ufed annually to fpend the hunting feafon here. 

THE church is dedicated to St. ^eter 5 the vicarage 6/. when the prior of 
NetKboiv in Lincoltifiire was patron^ now^it is 4/. 9 5. and td, in the king's bpqjcs.

W I V E R T O N. 

ALSO in Sin^tam hundred, now depopulated. Here Sir TbQtnas Cbansjorth in 
the 24th of Henry VI. made a park, having the king^s licence for it. Dr. Ttcrctoti 
takes him to be the chief bijilder of that once very grand and ftrong houfe in this 
place, which after him was the principal manfion houfe of his fucceflbrs. In the 
civil war it was made uTe of as a garrifon for the king, which occafioned its rui^5 
fince which time moft of it is pulled down and removed, except the old uncovered 
gate*houfe which ftill ilands as a monument of the magnificence of that family.

This houfe has fince the death of the late lord Honv^ at his government of Sarbadoes^ 
been very much beautified, bv the lady y^«*rc>fcf, filter of the late lord, who chu- 
fing to live at this feat during his prefent lord/hip*s minority, has adorned it with a 
new front of ftone towards the garden, at her own expence.

The ancient family 
of the Piereponts have been poffeiTed of this lord/hip, amonjgr others, ever fiace the 
reign oi Edward I. Here ftands a ftately old palace, part of which was a few year* 
ago pulled down, however there is ftill room enough left for the reception of his 
grace, whenever he has a mind to vifit it. The bowling -green is as large and as 
fine as any in the kingdom, in which his grace the iate duke of Kingfton ufed to take 
fingular delight. Concerning the antiquity of this noble family, C0Uins tells us, 
[Peerage vol. Lp. Jgz.] from the french pedegree, that Robert Pierrepant was a 
lieutenant general in the Conqueror*s army 5 that the Pierreponts derive their ori- 

final from the caftle of Pierrepont on the confines of Pieardy. That the faid Ro- 
ert had feveral lord/hips in the time oi William I. appears by ^oomfday-book^ tho

Here lyeth the illuftrious princefs Gartrude countefs of Kingfionj 
dzvLghter toHenry Talbot iEfq^ fontoG^or^r late earl ofSbreivsburj^. She 
was married to the moft noble and excellent lord Robert ezrlotKir^" 
fton^ one of the generals of kin^ Cbarles I. in the late unhappy difte- 
fences, and in that fervice loft his life. She had by him many chil- 
dren, moft dead. There are living, Henry mzrqueis of ^orcbefier^ 
William and Gervafe Pierrepont^ Efqrs, and one daughter the lady 
Elizabeth Pierrepont. She was a lady replete with all qualities that 
^dorn her fex, and more eminent in them than in the greatnefs of her 
birth 5 /he was moft devout in her duties to God 5 moft obfervant of 
thofe to her neighbours $ an incomparable wife ; a moft indulgent 
mother $ and moft charitable to thole in want : In a word her life was 
one continued aft of virtuejfhe has left a memory which willneverdiej 
and an exaniple that may be imitated but not eafily equalled. She di- 
ed in the 6ift year of her age A. D. T649. And this monument was 
erefted for her by her fon Gervafe Pierrepont.

THE caufe of this king's death is by fome of our hiftorians attributed to poifon, 
who agree in the place and perfon that committed the fafl:, but differ in the manner^ 
Ihmingham and after him liighden and Knighton^ fay, that the abbgt perfwad^d the 
monk to poifon the king, becaufe he would have lain with his fifter, and that ke did

the king, he bid him tafte them himfelf, which he did, eating only the three that 
he bad mark'd, and fo efcaped. Others relate the ftory thus : That the king hear- 
ing how cheap corn then was, anfwered he w.Quld e'er long make ic fo dear that a 
penny loaf ihould be fold for a ihilling j at which a monk took fuch indignation that 
he went and put the podfon of a toad into a cup of wine, and came and ilrank to the 
king, which made him pledge him the more reaJily, but findinsf himfelf very much 
out of order upon it, he asked for the monk, and whei%.it was told him that he was 
dead, God have mercy upon mr^ faid the king, / dcubtal as miab. Speed and Sahr 
have this fame account from Catctcm, A nnnirfcript hiilory intituled SrKte of Eng- 
londe orififinally wrote in Eiiglijb in the reign oihtr.ry VI without the atithor's name, ' 
relates this aflion of the monk oi Swynes-tead'^Mcy^ as a meritorious aft, and that 
before he perpetrated it,he went to confeffion andobtafned the abbots abfolution, and 
that upon the death of the monk, there were ordered in the faid abley fi\e moni'-s to. 
fing lor his foul as long as the abbey il\ould ftaaJ. 

THUS we have ftept a little afide to fee the end of the life and-troubles of this 
great benefaftor to the burgefles of Nottiniham^ in his i^ivourite co unty. 

A. D. 1330, Happened the downfal of that great favourite of IJfubellaoi Fr a r.ce^ 
cjueen to j&<wtfrJ II. and raotherof -Kiuvzr^/ III. jSbr timer earl of J/^r^/^ which 
was brought about in manner following : 

KING Edward III. who came to the crowrt ^anu^ry thezjrh 1326-7, at the age 
of 15, chofe the time the parliament was to meet at Nctth:gham^ viz, fifteen day* af- 
ter Michaelmafs 1330, in the 4th of his reign, for this purpofe, the court being come to 
Nottifigbam^ tne queen and Mortimer lodged in the caftle with a guard of iSofcnights, 
whilft the king wnh a fmall retinue lodged in the town. The king iffued out war- 
rants to all /heriffs for apprehending the earl of Marchy Sir Oliver de htgtam and 
Sir Simon de Serefordy Dealing d^te OHobcr the 20th at Noftimihctn, and on the 3d 
of Nbvfw^^r fummoned all perfons whatfoever, thathad any complaints to make a- 
gainft Mortimer and the re^, to come and lay them before the parliament, (/i)and the 
king having gained the deputy conftable, entered the caftle (StoKve fays in the night 
time) through a fubterraneous paflage, (See Se£ii<^n IX.) and came into his mother's 
appartment accompanied by Sir lilUiam Montacutey (/>) afterwards ezrl of S^lisbtfryy 
$it HttAj)f^re^ de if oJturTy Sir Ed-xard and dir miliam his brother?. Sir Ralph ds 
Straffordy Sir Hllliam de Clintoriy Sir John de Nevil of Horr.byy Sir UlUiam Elandy 
deputy conftable of the caftle, and others, all h^nt to loofe their lives in his 
fervice.^

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THERE was at firft fome noife made-and two knights (viz. Sir ffugl" Tut- 
fUti^torjy fteward of the king's houfliold and Sir Richard^ (according to'the Fctderd) 
or Sir ^ohn Monmouth according: to 2)ugdale and Sarnes) of the guard were killed, 
who having lefs regard for the king than their companions offered to refift. The 
earl of March was^ apprehended, and notwithftanding the queen's cries and entreaties 
to fpare the gallant Mortimer (0 he was carried out the fame way, the king came 
in, and conducted under a ftrong. guard to ZctjdOfjy 0£icber the r9th. 

HE was treated with the utmoft rigour. His impeachment brought before 'ifce 
parliament, contained divers articles, of which thefe were the principal : 

ift. T H A T he had feized the government of the kingdom without authority and 
contrary to the exprefs regulation of the parliament. 

ad. T H A T he ha.1 placed about the kins^, fpies of all his aSions, thathe might not 
be able to free himfelf from the fubjeftion he w'as kept under. 

3d. T H A T he procured the death oi Edward II. by his exprefs orders. 

4th. THAT he had contrived* a treacherous plot to take a way the life of the late 
earl of Kent the king's uncle. 

5th. THAT he had appropriated to his own ufe the 20,ooa/. paid by the king 
of Scotland. 

6th. T H A T he had lived in too familiar a nianner with the queen mother, (ji) 

FOR all thefe crimes which were affirmed to be notorious, and for proof where- 
of no evidences were fo much as heard, he was condemned to dye. 

HIS fentence which ran that he Aiould as a traitor be drawn and hanged on the 

• common gallows at tyburn on the 19th of November was executed without favour, (^) 

and there was this remarkable in his fentence that he was condemned without being 

heard as he himfelf ferved the Sfencersin the preceding reign : But this irregularity 

proved advanugeous to his family 3 forJlf^/rhiagrandfon who obtained afterwards

A S to the queen mother, he firff feized of her exorbitant dower, (which ex- 
ceeded the two thirds of the revenues of the crown) and reduced it to a penfion of 
three thoufand pounds a year. She was at the fame time confined to her houfe at 
Rifings^ lead by her intrigues /he /hould extite new troubles ; in this confinement 
ihe lived twenty-eigrht years [fays Raptt] (where the king vifited her once of twice 
a year, more out of decency than affeaion) and blames Mazer ay for affirming that 
JBdivard hs^ftened her death.

THOUGH this divorce was very injurious to the royal family,/^/V/^rf^i^.©wM 
not the lead concern, but it was not the fame with the duke of GlouC'fttr Thofnas of 
TVoodJlocky his uncle, who hirrhly refented the affront, and declared he would revenge 
it the firft opportunity. This threat made the duke of /r^/^/;rf refolve to prevent 
him 5 to that end after concertinor the means with the king, he fei|e:ned to go into 
It'elarJy and took the road to UalcSy where the king was pleafed to accompany him; 
but this pretended voyage was only to confult more privately how to execute their 
projefl of afTumino: an arbitrary power, of which the duke of Ghuc(ft€r^ the earls of 
Arundel, JVarmt'tck^ Dtrby^ and tJottingham^ were to feel the effeits : The refult of 
this confultation wa^, that the king fhould raife an army to terrify thcfe lordf,andthen 
call a parliament, the election whereof /hould be fo managed, that the members 
fhould be all at his devotion, and that he /liould caufe to be paiTed all fuch a£ls ^^ 
were neceffary to fecure him anunlimitted power. 

A S foon as the plot was contrived, they went to Noni^gJbapiy where the king fent 
for all the /heriffs, fome of the principal citizens of Lotidotiy and all the judges: 
When they were met he communicated to them his defign of raifing an army to chaf- 
tife fuch lords as he named to them, amongft whom was the duke oiGloiufftcr^ and 
demanded of the /heriffs what number of troops each could furniih him with j then 
he toldthem to let no reprefentative be cholen, but what was in the lift he Ihould 
give them himfelf» 

THE /lierifFs made anfwer, it was not in their power to execute his orders: 
That the people were fo well inclined to the lords he had mentioned, that there was 
no profpeft of levying an army againft them ; it was ftill more difficult, to deprive 
the people of their right of freely elefting their reprefentatives in parliament. 

B U T the judges were not fo fcrupulous in what related to them, as : 

W H E T H E R the king had not power to turn out the 14 commtflioners ap- 
pointed by parliament, and to annul fuch a6h as were prejudicial to him ? They 
reply'd : 

THE king was above the law* (b) 

NEVERTHELESS when they were required to fubfcribe their opinion^ 
fome endeavoured to be excufed, but were compelled to it by the menaces of the fa- 
vourites.

** rather thought that the ni»ht before the battle, the king lay entrench'd in Bljton 
" fields fad by the place where the field was fought, there being to this day an ap- 
" parent fign of a hrge trench there, and it is as truly conftant and un-^oubtedly tra- 
** dition, yet frelh arnnng the aged people in thofe parts, that the night before the 
" battle tne earl and hi? army lodged at Ne-wa^ fc, who having; marched through the 
** the north parts of i;j;//.^/;/^ without affront or refiflar.ce, and having now at Neivark 
** pafled the 7r^7/^ and fo fet foot on the fouth part of the kingdom, flattered them- 
** lelves with the deceived hope of fuc€«eding viilory 5 in jollity whereof, like the 
•• {oolilhTrojanSj they fo frolicked and drank all nio;ht, as the next mornin<r great 
** numbers of them were unfit for the fervice in hand, many of them following the 
** main army in fcattcred trcops, and feme fcarcc came out of Nciv^rk when the bat- 
" tie was joined at Sfckc," 

(a) I N this battle were (lain on the fpot, the carl of Lhwchj^ the earl oiKildare^ 
(or as Sir James Ware fays, Thomas Firz^reraU^ who according to him is erroneoufly 
called earl of 2f/W^r^J and ^/^r//// SiviirtZy and moil of the germans killed or 
wounded, the Irifi took to flight not able alone to refift the EngliJIj ; it is faid there 
were at leaft four thoufand killed on the fide of the rebeh, and h ilf of the king's 
firft line, which /hews with what obftinacy it was fought on both fides : Amongft 
the prifoners were found the new king of Ireland^ become again Lambert Simnel^ 
and the pried his companion and iuftructor. Henry either out of gencrofity or poli- 
cy, was pleafed to give AS'mw^/ his life, and to honour with the office ofturn-fpit 
in his kitchen, the* perfon who had boldly afpired to the throne and even worn a 
crown. Some time atter he was preferred to be one of the king's faulconers, in which 
office he died. As for the prieft he was immediately committed clofe prifoner, and 
ieard of no more. 



A. D. 1641, April the 2ifl:, a petition againft the hierarchy was prefented to the 
parliament by Nottinghamfiin and Lancajbire. 

(b^ A. D. 1642. King Charlesl. came to Nottingham July the loth and fum- 
inoned and cayefled the freeholders of the county, and promifed to afi according to 
the proteftation at York : The like he did at Lincoln. 

THE proteftation was : Thathe would not exercife any illegal authority, but 
defend them and all others againft the votes of parliament, and not engage them in 
any war againft the parliament. July the i ith, he fent a meflage of bis intention to . 
reduce Hull if it be not rendered to him, which if they do, he will admit of their far- 
ther propofitions, &c. 

THIS fame year Augufi the 22d, he erefted his ftandard at Nottingbatn. 
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R AT IN (vol. II.) fays from Clarendon^ on the 25th, and that the ftandard was 
erefted by the king's order on a turret of Nottingham caftle. Nalfon in hi$ trial of 
king Cbarles I. mentions the'evidence of one 4Si^0;/^/ Zattfony oi Nottingham^ malt- 
fter, whadepofed that about -^«f///? 1642, he faw the king's ftandard brougrht forth 
of Notti}igbam caftle born upon divers gentlemen's fhoulders, (who as the report was) 
were noblemen, that he faw the fame by them carried into the hill-clofe adjoining 
to the caftle, with an herald before it, and there thcfaid ftandard was erefted, with 
great fhouting, acclamations and found of drum? and trumpets, and that when the faid 
ftandard was fo erected, there wa§ a proclamation made, and that he faw the king 
prefent at the erefting of it, &c. 

THIS difference of time and place may eafily be reconciled by the unqueftio- 
nable tradition of perfonsyet living, who heard rheir father*^ fay, that the ftandard was 
firft ere fled on the higheft turret of the old tower, (which Tfjcroccn attefts as his own 
remembrance, to have been the 22d of ^/^^/^y?, in the caftle,) but thit after a few 
days, people not refortin^ to it according to expediation, it was judged that cpon the 
account of the caftle being a garrifon, where every body had not fo free ac- 
cefs to the ftandard as if it was creeled in an open place, it might be more proper to 
remove it out of the caftle, which was accordingly done on the 25th of Au^ujiy into 
the clofe adjoining to the north fide of the wall of the outer- ward of the caftle, thea 
called the HiU-Clofey and afterwards for many years S(aj:dard'Chfc. 

One remarkable accidenjt happened at the firft fetting up of this ftandard in 
the juft mentioned clofe, viz. That the weather grew fo tempeftuous that it was 
blown dovvn foon after it was erefted, and could not be fixed again in a day or two. 
This (as Rufiivorthy Hocp^r^ and fome others tike notice,) was looked upon by ma- 
ny melancholy people as a fatal prefage of the war. 

THE following other particulars remarkable, happened during the king's ftay 
at Nottingham. 

(^) THE day after his arrival at Ncttingham he reviewed hi? hoffe, which were 
800, and no fo^ner was this review over but the king received information that two 
regimentsof foot were marching to C6C'r«rry by the earl of Eff(%^s order f where- 
upon he hafted thither with his cavalry, in hopes of preventing the parliament's 
force*, and poflefling himfe If of that city, before which he accordingly arrived a 
(lay before the two regiments but the mayor of the city, tho' without a garrifon, 
ihutthe gates againft him, ^nd fired upon his menj the king was very fenfibly 
touched with this indignity, but as there was no remedy he was forced to return to 
hcttingham^ leaviag the command of his cavalry to commiffary-general JVilmct 5 
Rapiri adds from Clarendon : thn on the 2d oi Augufi the king imagined that fet- 
ting lip his ftandard at Nottingham would draw great numbers of people, thither, 
but was very much difappointed 5 he had with him but 300 foot and iorne trained 
bands, dravvn together by Sir yo/)// fO/^^jy, flier ift' of the county 5 his horfe (as has 
been faid) confifted only of 800 5 his artillery was ftill at Tot% from whence it was 

difficult 
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ditEcult to bring ir, manv things being yet wanting to prepare and form it for 
marching j neverthelcfs he had given out mmy comroiffions and ordered hh forces 
to repair to Nottingham j he expefled them inthattown, tho' not without danger, the 
parliament having at Coventry 5000 foot and 1500 horfe. 

T H E kin^ wa< certainly in great danger at Nottingbam^ the town was not in a 
condition to reiift long, the king having fcarce any forces and the parliament troops 
were not ahovc twenty miles off, which had they marched direftly to Hottlnihamy 
the king muft cither have retired with di'l\onour to Torky or elfe have hazarded his 
being made prifoner ; this danger was evident, and yet quitting Hutingkam could 
not but be very prejudicial to him : He was therefore advifed to fend a meflage to 
both houfes with fonie overture to incline them to a treaty 5 the king refufed ir," was 
offended at it, and broke up the council 5 the next day the fame motion wasrenewed, 
but under a different view, /.r. it was advifed to fend a mefla:Te to both houfes only to 
^ain time, the king was ftill reluctant, but upon it being reprofented to him that very 
likely both houfe<5 would rejeft the offer, tney would thereby render themfelves 
odious to the people, who were defirous of peace, and who would be tlie more in- 
clinable to ferve his majefty for his endeavours to procure it, that if the overture was 
accepted, the king would have an opportunitv of demonftrating that the war on his 
part was purely defenfive ; in /hort, tnatthe oare offer of peace would of .^courfe re- 
tard the preparations of the parliament, becaufe men's niin<ls would be infufpence, 
whilft the king's levies miarht be continued by virtue of the commiflions already fent 
out: The king yielded to thefe reafons and on the 25th of Augujt three days after 
thefettingupofthe ftandard [w/rAi> tte cafiW^ a meflage was fent by Thomas 
Wriotkeftey earl of Southampton^ Sir John Ctdpfpfcr^ the earl of Dorfct and Sir 
WtUiam Uvcdalc^ knight, 

TH E king's deputies were but ill received, the earl oif Southampton vvz^ called 
upon by the lords to withdraw, they being offended at his boldnefs, and ordered him 
tofendhismeffage in writing, and wait for an anfwer out of London. The com- 
mons, obliged Culpfpper to deliver his meflage at the bar, ^t which the king took 
great offence. 

<^T H E' King's mefl*age was ; 

"THAT fomc perfons might be by them enabled to treat with the like man- 
*' ber authorized by him, in fuch a manner and with fuch freedom of debate, as 
** might beft tend to the peace of the kingdom 5 and he aflured them, that nothing 
" /hould be wanting on his part, which might advance the proteftant religion, op- 
" pofe popery, fecure the laws of the land, and confirm all juft power and.privilegres 
*Vof parliament 5 if this propofition fhould be rejefted he protefted he had done his 
*' duty fo amply, that God would abfolve him from any of the * guilt of that blood 
'' which muft be fpilt." 

.THE Parliament's anfwer ^as to this effeft : 

** THAT notwithftanding their endeavours to prevent the diftrafted Hate of 
** of the kingdom, nothing had followed but proclamations and declarations againft 
^* both houfes of parliament, whereby their aftions were declared treafonable, and 
'^ their perfon? traitors 5 fo that until thofe proclamations were recalled,' and the 

*' ftapdard 
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'* ftandard taken Howtii they could not by tbe fundamental priviledges of parliament, 
<< give his majefty any other anfwer to his mefl^ge. 

THE King's fecond meflage : 

<* THAT he never defigned to declare both houfes of parliament traitdrs, dr 
«<fet up his ftandard againft them, and much lefs to put them and the kingdom out 
** of his pcoteftion, he utterly profeflcd againft it, before God and the world. Bdt 
*''he promifed that if a day wa$ appointed by them for the revoking of their decla- 
^ r^ion againft all perfcns as traitors or otherwife'for affifting him, he would with 
*^ all chearfulnefs upoh the fame day recall his proclamations and declarations, and 
<« rake down his ftandard." 

THE Anfwer of both Houfes : 

• " THAT his majefty not having taken down his ftandard, recalled his procla- 
«' mations and declarations, whereby he had declared the aflions of both houfes 
«* of parliament to be treafonable, and their perfons traitors, and having publi/hed 
** the fame fince his meflage of the 25th of ^gufty they could not recede from their 
*« former anfwer* That if his majefty would recall his declarations and return to 
*' his parliament, he ftiould find fuch expreflions of their fidelities and duties, that 
** his fafety, honour and grcatnefs, could only be found in the afFeclions of his peo- 
** pie, and the fincere councils of his parliament, who deferved better of his majefty 
«* and could never allow themfelves (reprefeniing the whole kingdom) to be bav- 
" lanced with thofe who|[ave evil councils to his majefty." 

IN the meantime both houfes perceiving that the king's aim was to keep the 
people in fbfpence,by an uncertain expeftation of peace,publifhed a declaration prd- 
teftmg they would never lay dowa their arms till his majefty had left the delinquents 
tathejuftice of the parliament. 

THE King on his part fent this third meflage : 

•<* THAT all the world might judge who had ufed moft endeatours to prevent 
** the prefent diftraftion?, either he who had condefcended to defire and prefs it, or / 
** the two houfes who had refufed to enter into a negociation. That for the future if] 
** they dcflred a treaty of him he fliould remeijiber that the Mood which was to be fpilt 
" in tnis quarrel was that of his fubjefts, and therefore would return to his parlia- ' 
^* ment as foon as the caufes which had made him abfent himf^lf from it^ /hould be 
<* 'removed.*' 

THE two houfes finding that the King's defign was to render their refufal to 
treat, odious to the people, they returned a more particular anfwer to this meflage, 
Xh% fublhince whereof was the toUowing : 

«* THAT at the very time his majefty propounded a treaty, liisfoldiers were com- 
*« mittingnumberlefsoppreffions and rapines. That they could not think that hismajefty 
** had done all that in him lay to remove the prefent aiftraftions, as long as he would 
-••-admit of no peace without fecuring the authors and inftruments of thefe mifchiefe 
** Trom juffice. That they befought his majefty to confider his expreffions, Tlat GoS 

Jtk Jfould 
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** foouldfo deal moitb hi A and bis p€fiirity ds bi dtfind tbe prtfirvatim rf $be f^ 
** rights of parliament : That nevertbeleilB Iu& intention was to deny the parliscaent 
•♦ the privilege of declaring to be delinquents, thofe they deemed {uch^ a privilege 
** which belonged to the meaneft court of juftice in tbe Lingdonr. That his majef- 
** ty has no caufe to con;iplain he was denied a treaty, when they offered all that a: 
" treaty could produce, fecurity, honour, fenice, obedience, fupport, and fought 
** nothing, but that their religion and liberty might be fcreened from the open i^io* ' 
" lence of a wicked party ; that if there were any caufe of treaty, tb(y kneio no 
" competent perfon to treat bittoixt the king and tbe parliament'^ thatbefides the 
*' fealon was altogether unfit, whilft his majefty*s flandard was up, his proclamati- 
*' ons and declarations unrecalled, whereby his parliament was charged with trea- 
** fon. That indeed his majefty had often protelled his tendernefs of the miferie^ 
** of /rr/^//i, and his rcfolution to maintain tne proteftant religion and the laws of 
** this king[dom ; but that thefe proteftations could give no fatisfaftion to reafonable 
•* and indifferent men, when at the fame time feveral of the Irifi rebels and known 
'* favourers and agents for them were admittedto his majefty *s prefence with prace 
** and favour, nay Tome of them employed in his fervice, when the cloaths, munition, 
** and horfe, bought by the parliament for the fupport of the Irijb war were violently 
<* taken away, and applyed to the mainrsinance of an nnnatural war agarnft his peo> 
^* pie ^ that if his majefty would be pleafed to come back to his parliament they 
" /hould be ready to lecure his royal perfon, crown, and dign;ry, with their lives 
*• and fortunes. 

UPON this the king publilhed the following declaration : 

"IN the firft place he all edged the laws in his favour j he denied that his fol- 
** diets had committed any diforder or violence, and affirmed he had never fuffered 
" them to opprefc any perfon whatfoerer." 

"HE recriminated upon the parliament 5 he denied that there were any Irifo 
"• about him, and maintained that it was notorious calumny, like that caft upon him 
"• heretofore by Mr. ^.ym. 

"HE faid the^artilUry horfes he had taken at CJtffter were few m number and 
^ of faiall value, and for the cloaths, if the foldiers had taken any that wefft de- 
*^ figned for /rWj»^, it was.done without his order, and tho* he might have feized 
•^ 3000 fuits which were going thither, yet he refufed todo it, and gave order for- 
^ their fpeedy tranfportation.'* 

" THAT the parliament made no fcruple to employ an hundred tboufand 
" poundsparticularly appointed for the relief o( Ireland.'^' 

" T H A T of near 500 members of which the lower houfe confifted, there re- 
" maincd not above 300, the reft having been driven awav by tumults and threats, or 
^* withdrawn themfclves out of confcience from their delperate confultations ^ that 
'*^ of abcvje. an himdred peers there re^uined but JJ or 16 of the upper houfe.*^* * 
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" ^ H A T "it was ifift Aebddy ©rAe parliaiiie^Jt but the violent kading mem^ 
'••* bars were the authors of the war. {a) 

AFTER this about the 'i6tli of 4S?/>//w^rr the kingperceivinghe could no lon- 
ger remain at iJottingbam with fafcty, he nnarched to iOerby^ Stafford^ Leicefiery 
and fo to JAr^Wii/^ry, where the king had (through the negligence of the parlia- 
ment in fending inftruflions to their general) the g^od fortune to receive fafely con- 
fiflerablefums of money, as had been procured by his frictnds in Zondorty together 
with all the college plate, very confiderable, which the univeriSty ot Oxford affec- 
tionately deliveredfor the king^s fupport, and there he fet up a mint, in the latter 
•end of September or beginning ofO^ker. 

i642-3, T H "E aad of January following the noted Oxford anti-parliament met, 
which advifed the king to borrow an hundred thoufand pounds of the rieheft men 
of his party 9 to that piirpofe-the commons went into their fefpeflive counties to take 
the nunaber of thofe who were reckoned money'droen, and mdfke alift, wherein were 
^et down the quality and ability of each. 

T H 'E commons being retorned to^Oxford with their lifts, tie taxes were pro- 
portioned, after which the king fentcircular letters toe very ^particular perfon, to bor- 
row of one an hundred, of another two hundred pounds, &c. promiiGng to repay the 
fame as foon as be was able, and not for^eting to fey in thefe letters, that this loan 
was by the advice of his parliament, (b) 

THESE letter* were printed bearing date' Oxj^iJr J, Febrtfary Aie'i ^th^ 'in , the 
^nineteenth year of his rcign^ 16-43 5 on the top of each Was Writ with the ting*s own 
haad, CHARLES R. they were figned. 

One of thefe letters fell accidentally into my hands, direSed to Willouibb^ Mankf^ 
gent. 9ii Stafford. 

T H IE reader! hope will excufethis dfgreffion it being only defigned to Ihew 
^the difference of fuccefs and receotion his majefty met with aliiioft imniediately after 
he had been foforelv difappointed at Nottin^bam, and what fund -be had in the boc- 
ginning of the'war tor the carrying' bn his military preparations.

A F'T E R this he lived in quiet -and laid the foundation for a thriving family 
in Kbm;/^/^^^«2* which at this time is very confider able, being ftrengthened by the 
intermarriage into the family of George LangfordyTif^s one who had not only been an 
.eminent furgeon, but alfo bore a commiffion im the parliament army, and was mayor 
o[ Nottingham at the revolution. Laurence lived to the 9ifl year of his age, as ap- 
pears by his gravc-ftone in St. Nictolas^s church.

A. D. 1687. King Jamts having found by exnerience in the late reign, that tho 
-feverities exercifed upon proteftantdiffenters did not produce any advantagepus ef- 
fe^ he refolved to lay atide the lion's skin and make ufe of the foxes tail.. He 
therefore fent emiffaries into all parts, to let the diflenters know, that he intended to 
take them into his peculiar protedion, that he looked upon them as his very loyal 
and obedient fubjeas* that he would at ail events nrocure to them a full liberty of 
confcience,.and m order to fh'ew he was in earneft, he publi/hed on the 4th of jiffii^ 
1687 y his declaration for liberty of confcience, forgetting how ill his brother's de- 
claration for the fanre was taken by the parliament, (^a) nay not thinking the firft 
fufficient he piiblifhed a fecond the 27th of ^vril 1688, and ordered the biihops to 
fee it read in all churches and chapels 5 how that fucceeded I /hall not hear mention, 
lead I Ihould be led too far from my purpofe. 

THE king having: by his ^zr(? ivarnaito taken away the fate new^ charter of 
king CharUs II. that he might-have it in his power to make fuch alterations and re-, 
fcrv^ations to himfelf, as might make this as well a- orher corporations, to be at his en- 
tire devotion. He fent down his commifficJAiO itvo^perTons of this town, viz. Ttmo- 
thy Tmlinfon and Caleb IVilkhJbn^ by which they were ftilect regulators with power 
to difplace fuch members of the crorporution ds had ndtafled recording to their truft, 
or fuch as would not anfwer the king's gracious defig'rt, in favour (as was pretended) 
of the diCfentcrs, in giving their vote for fuch perfons to reprefent them in parlia- 
ment as would be for fettling liberty of confcience by a law. King James's abov^-, 
mentioned intention in taking away the charter?, plainly appears by the contents of 
a letter of Mr^ Nathan Wright ^ deputy recorder of Nctt'in^^bam, (who follicited for a, 
new charter) to &(?r5^ Z//J^^/OrJ, Efqj then mayor, dated ^^W the 21ft i688-,, 
wherein he fays ; 

" T H AT his majefly liad referred their petition to the attorney-general." 

•* T H A T' he [MK JS^right'] had attended upon him n4nrK)ft every day /Incc, and 
"' that he thinks that thd'mitter is almoft come to a concluCon." * 

"THAT alLthe prefent members of the corporation are to ftahd, all the cor- 
'* poration's defires are e:r anted, only in the bufinefs of the eleftions-of officers, of the 
** town, Mr. Attorney General, wilfnnt beperfwaded to let the populace have any 
" votey az being a matter contrary to kisJfaJeJt/s dejign^ and tending to a difturbance^

The cafe of the Corporation of Nottingham^ as it was truly ftated by 
JViUiam Sacheverel of Barton, Efqj 



TH E town of Nottingham has always claimed to have been a borough by pre- 
fcription : And it cannot well be doubted that it has been fo $ for it appears 
by tDoomfdaf-Sookj in the time of king U^Uiam 1. that the burgeffes ot Not- 
tingham then had divers houfes and parcels otland irC Nottingham 5 and the burgeffes 
of that towJi were one hundred and feventy three in number, in the time of Ed- 
*ward the confeffor. 

THAT town has alfo always claimed to have been a corporation by prefcripti- 
on : And it is hard to believe it otherwife, becaufe no charter of its firft incorpora- 
ting could yet be found 5 and the charters granted to.the burgeffes of that town by 
king Henry the 2d. and king ^ohn^ do imply them as a body corporate before thofe 
times. 

Y E T it appears by the charter of king Edward I. that there was no mayor of 
that town before his reign j for that he then was pleafed to grant to the burgeffes of 
that town a privilege, that they then after fhouldchufe a mayor out of themfelves 
annually 5 and fome of their former charters as well as that, /hew that for fome time 
before they had only bailiffs of that town. From the time oi Edward I. under mayor 
and bailiffs the town continued till the time oi Henry VI. who was pleafed to make it 
a county, and grant them fheriffs inftead of bailiffs, and the privilege of chufing 
out of themfelves, feven aldermen, and one of them annually to be mayor ^ and that 
the aldermen (as long as they fo continued) /houlJ be juftices of the peace within 
that town 5 and moreover, that the burgeffes of the town of Nottingham fhould for 
ever be a body corporate, by the name of mayor and burgeffes. Nor has any char- 
ter fince, nor any bye-law that can be heard of, given the aldermen any more power 
than they had by that charter, which was then, nothing more,than every bur grefs of that 
town had, except being jufticesof the peaccand wearing eowns andhoods 5 fo that the 
aldermcn,(tho' of late they have taken upon them to fit as memberFof the council of that 
tov'n)can neither prefcribe to that power, becaufe there were no aldermen in that town 
it^re kingHf rtry the 6th*s daysj nor can they claim tc be of the council of that town 

by 
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by force of any charter, for no charter either in Hairy the 6th's time, or fince, has 
gfanted then* any fuch authority, nor did they pretend to fit in that council by virtue 
of any bye-law, tho- their rifirht of fitting and voting there, has been denied in tb© 
council by the members thereof. 

T'H B aldermen indeed in king Jatnei's time began, (tho* they had no right fo 
to do) to take upon them to be part of the council, and to intermeddle in the town's 
coacerns» and to_ encroach fo far upon the burgefles, without their confent, as to pre- . 
tend to have a right in the fetting and difpofing of the corporation lands, and of the 
bridge lands and fchool lands ,. but the burgefles were fo far from confenting to 
their having any fuch power or authority, that they in the year 1605, by their pe- . 
tition to the lords of the council table, complained of the encroachments of the alder- 
men and prayed redrefs 5 upon which the lordfi of the council referred the examina- 
tion of the matter in controverfy to the judges of affize that went that circuit, 
to the end that they might be certified ancl better informed by the faid juftices, of 
fuch courfe as upon good advice and deliberation they llipuld find in their judgment 
agreeable to la,w, and meet to be fet down and ordered in that behalf 5 who accord- 
ingly entered into confideration of the complaints on both fides andadvifod with tke *:. 
reft of the judges touching the charter granted to that corporation, and all other 
matters meet to be confidered of, concerningrthe matters in controverfy, and return- 
ed certificates of their opinions of fuch order of agreement as they taought. fit an4 
convenient to be obferved and eftablilhed, according to law and juftice for the pub- 
lic good and government of the faid town. Wherefore the mayor and parties indiif' 
ferently fent uprto foUicit a peaceful end of thofe controverfies, having taken know- 
ledge did confent thereto ; and thereupon by confent of the faid parties, it was a- 
mong other things ordered $ That- there ihould be a council in that town of twenty 
four perfons only, out of which the aldermen for the time being, fhould always be 
excepted $ and mat the faid council, with the mayor,or the greater part of tbem^being 
at fuch aflfembly, without any other of the faid corporation, /hould fet a^d let the 
town's-lands, bridge-lands, and fchool-land?, taking uiito them the chamberlains, 
bridge-mafter* and fchool-wardeas, refpe£lively, as their places for the lands with- 
in their feveral offices fhould require, as by the faid order and agreement, which the 
burgefles have ready to pioduce when occafion ihf.Il require will plainly appear. . 
So that now all pretences of the aldermen being of the council, or having any tning 
to do v;ith the corporation- lande, fchool-lands, or the bridge-l;indf, was adjudged 
ngainft, both by the judffe«s and the lords of the privy-council, and accoidingly was. s 
wholly laid afide, till of late* 

THE cafe ftanding thu$, and the mayor, aldermen andburgeflWof thai corpo- 
ration being by their burgefs oath particularly obliged that the frdnch^es of the 
faid tonvn thiy ivill maintain^ ft^ain ivith their bodies^ their goods and .their chat- 
tels to their foiver^ and them not let neither for kve fior dready without regard of 
ar,y man^ but ntainttiin the Ian s^ good cuftoms-j and franc hi fes of that t onion : And 
divers burcrefles of that town being informed, about the beginning oiEafier-Ttrm 
laft, that the mayor and fome of the aldermen of that town had a defign to furrender 
the charters of that corporation 5 it was fcarce credited by any of the burgefle<, that 
the mayor, or almoft any of the .aldermen, would confent to do any thing fo dire£ily ^ 
contrary to their burgefs oath 5 yet divers burgefles of the faid town confidering they ^ 
had takqnthe faid oath for preferring the rights of the town, thought it but conve- 
nient 
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nient for the prevention of the ill confe^uences which they well knew nluft 1>efal 
that town if their charters ihouldbe delivered up, and a new charter taken without 
the privity, confent, or hearing of the burgefles of that town, to order four caveats 
t(rt>e entered ; and accordingly in £<i/?^r-7?rw, ordered two to be eiitered at tho 
lord CbanceUor^s^ and two at the Anorney-GcneraFS'^ one of which caveats in each 
place was againft paifin^ any new charter to the town of NoningJbam^ without the 
pHvity, confent, or hearing, of the burgefles of that town 5 the other againft the ac- 
cepting of anyTurrender of any charter of that town without the like privity, confent, 
- afid hearing. Which faid Caveats were entered accordingly. 

'AND fothe matter refted till the ZJth of ^uly laft^ but upon that day the 
mayor called a council without giving notice what the bufinefffwould be, unlefs i;: 
was to thofe of his own party and confederacy. But that he had thoughts of furren- 
dering when he came to the hall, will be pretty manifeft from what he did after 
thetjueftion was put to the vote and the poll taken : There appeared at the hall th^ 
mayor and five aldermen and two and twenty of the council, and Mr. William Tof- 
laayy (who the laft year by order of Gervas RippOfj^ the then mayor, was fworn^ in 
as alderman, tho* Wr. SJbertviptf who ftood in competition with Mr. Toplady^ 
hid near twice as many votes 5 upon which Mr. Sherwin brought his Afandatn^f^ 

. and the caufe is yet undecided in the court of iu«fg;'j-Sr«rA) after fome bufinefs ,jn-, 
the hall was difpatched, the mayor caufed a queftion to be put for furrendering the^! 
charters of that town ; and tho* it was declared by fome of the council that the al», 
dermen had no right to vote therein, yet the mayor caufed a poll to be taken and ad- 
mitted them and Mr. Thphdy as voters, fave only that Mr. alderman ^^e fufpend- 

V. ed his vote and gave it neither way. The reft voted as follqweth : v/«.

IS O that if the aldermen Ihould be admitted to have a right to vote in the coun- 
cil, yet there was no majority for the furrender 5 but on the contrary, the aldermen 
< having no colour of right eitner by prefcription, or charter, or otnerwife, for the 
reafons aforefaid, to be of the council j it is plain there was only the mayor and nine 
• of the council for the furrender, and thirteen of the council againft it 5 and 
icoufequently that the greater part of the council voted agaiiift the fifrrender : Nor 

caa 
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can it^ be imagined tliat the council of that corporation) (being neither fettled by 
^refcription, nor veiled in by charter, but only brought in by comentand choice of 
all.theburgefles, only for the better managery of the revenues of the corporation, 
and difpatch of fome ordinary affairs, and not intruded with many rights of that 
town) can pretend to any power of furrendering the charters and liberties of that 
town more than any fmall number of burgefles. So that how the fufrender of four- 
teen men aefainft the vote of the greater number of the council, and will ofalmoft all 
the burgefles, ftiould be good in law, is not yet well underftood. And if the putting of 
the town-feal toaninftrument without the confent of the body corporate, Ihould belaid 
to befufficient in law to fi;ive away the lands and ris;htsof any body corporate,thanany 
thief that can but fteal the corporation feal, will have it in his power, tho] he be no 
i(^ember of the corporation, to give up the lands and liberties thereof^ which indeed 
would be a (Irange piece of law and juftice to be owned in any nation diat pretends 
to fenfe and honefty. Tet Mr. Jlftfj^or, all this notwithftanding, did as foon as the 
faid vote was over, pull out of bis pocket an inftrument in. writing, purporting a 
furrender of their charters, and cauled the town^feal to be affixed thereto without a- 
ity further vote. • The draught of the inftrument as it is commonly faid, was firft 
made at Londoftf and thence tranfmitted to an honournbU ftrfonin Nottingbamjhirej 
and by his order conveyed to Mr. Mayor. But this report if it were not for one thing, 
which it's believed wiu be proved if there be occafion, might feem not to be well 
grounded, becaufe as it afterwards will appear, this furrender was not thought fuffi- 
cient, aiul fo another was fealed f which yet one of the aldermen would have to be 
die ver|^ fame, word for word, with that which was firft fent up fealed to JjOndon ^ 
as if twice fealing would makethat effeftual which was not fo by being once fealed. 
But it is likely he had not heard what is commoniy rejported, and perhaps will be 
proved when time ferves, that the firft inftrument for (urrendering that was fealed, 
was drawn toftsto make a furrender, by the ri^b$ bonour-obh tbe fart of Hallifa»f 
and Sir LicUni Jenkins, 

A F T E R the faid vote touching the intended furrender was over, many of the 
lurgeflesof ^(7;//ifg;£tfiaconfidering their oath, and that there were many cuftoms 
ana privileges, m reference to tracie, which the burgefles of the corporation held 
only oy cuftom and prefcription i and that as fome lands which that corporation held, 
was by grant from fome of nis ma|efty*s royal predeceflbrs, fo moft of their town- 
lands, (which are of great annual value^ were given by private perfons^ thought 
fit to ask advice of counfel in fe veral points* 

THE firft queftion propofed to counfel was: ** Whether if the charters were 
^* furrendered, and a new one taken, the new grant would notpreferve the lands of 
•* the corporation ? 

TO which the counfel replyed : *« Tliatif the charters of any body corporate, 
•• were lawfully furrendered, then the corporatioa diat held by fuch charters, was 
** diflblved ; and that if they had anv laoas which had been given to that corpora* 
*• tion, the heirs of thofe who gave thofc lands, would, as foon as fuch furrender was 
-*' compleated, be intituled to the lands, and recover the fame.— And they faid, 
•• Thofe lands which had been given to fuch corporation by any of his majeftyNpre^r 
^* deceflbrs, his mayfly might ii he pleafed grant them a^ain to the corporation, but 
** no new charter 01 his could, as they conceived, give the corporation any title tp

B U T I find by the annual roll of the 2oth yearof Henry III. that'the men of Uot- 
tingham were difcharged of VI^. V III d. p. ann. by the king's writ^ for the houfe 
of one muiam jfourdan^ which the king had aflGgned to Reginald oi Mcndec and JB- 
f$iot his wife in recompence of their houfe by the ditch of the barbican of the caille 
oi Nottingham^ and that VI (h. VIII d^. p. ann. fhould be every year computed to the 
bailiffs ot Nottingham out of the XXXIiji&. VI d. p. ann. de cenfu domorum^ which 
has been allowed yearly unto the men of Nottingham ever fince. But 1 have not feen 
the faid writ. Whether the fame ought to be allowed fo hereafter, is offered to con- 
fideration.

IT is evident from fZ)C(3CT/3^4c?(?* that this family had large poflefllons in the 
time of /ri////?w the Ci?;;^//f rc?r, as in the weft-ridings and fouth ridings in the 
county of Lincoln^ 

R AL^ H de Sl/R O S, held divers manours in Noningkamjhire and 
^erbyfiire 5 this Ralph is the direft anceftor of the prefent lord Syror. In Not- 
tingf cttn tovifx\{{tQ intrcduElion)' In the county the manours of Ofccntune^ Calun^ 
H$cbdaUy Rampeflum^ Laudccote^ Godegrave, In 7)erbyfiirc he held the manours 
oltVeftune^ Horjltyy 2)€)ieLyy Halim ^tiohercby. 

I N the park of Hprficy there was z caftle, forae of the ruins are ftill vifible, 
called Horejlan caftle, which was the chief manfion of his fucceffors. Hugh fuc- 

ceeded Ralph lord of the caftle of Horfftan. William !Byrofiy was in the king's 

army in Scotland in the reign of Edivard I. — 7obn de Syron^ received a grsccipe 
the 8th of Edivard the ift. to meet the king with horfe and arms, together with the 
iheriS of Torkpirfy William de Latimer the elder, and Ralph Fitz-Williamy at 
Carlijle^on Midfimmer-dayy to march againft the Scots. In the 25th of the faipe 
reign he had another fummons, (as holding 20/. per ann. land in Northamptonjhire) 
to be at London the funday following the o£lave of St. ^okn the S apt ift ^ with horfe 
and arm*, to go on an expedition with the king beyond the lea: And on the 
28th of his reign, he was commanded (holding 40 /. in the county) to come to Car- 
lijle with horfe and arms on the feaft of the nativity of John the Baptift^ in order to 
go againft the Scots : This John was cuftos or governor of the city of Torky the 24th 
of Ed'vcard I. as he had been for five or fix years before of the caftle of 2}over. 
Sir y(7>^w£yrci/his fon fucceeded him, and this Sir Richard "Byron his fon, who 
died the 2rft year of Ed'xard III. he left Sir y^w^i Byron his fucceflbr, this left if- 
fue Sir Joth Byrcn ^ci Sir Richa-d Byron^ the firft ferved in the war cf Iratxe 
under kingr Ed'vcardril. and was knighted for his valour at the fiege|of Calais^ dy- 
ing without iffue, his brother Sir ii/V/^^r^ fucceeded in the eftate the 4th of Richard 
II.

earl of /^/V/;wc«i>', who knifrhted him forn after his landing at Milford-haveny ana 
was. with him at the battle ofSofnorth where king Richard was flain j when he af- 

cended 
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cended the throne by the name oi Henry VII. he was much in his favour and made 
conftable of J^?i?rr/;75^^w caftle, &c. as appears from the infcription on a monument 
erefted to his memory in Cokvick church in the county of Nottingham : vi«. 

Here lies Sir Jobn Syron^ knt. late conftable of Nottingham ^ 
caftle, mafter of Shir-wood foreft, cuftos or lieutenant of the ifle 
oiMany lie ward of Manchfjler-college. Which Ifobn died the 3d 
oiMay in the year 1488. 

On whofe foul god have mercy, jimen. 

He dyed without iflue the T4th of Henry VII. leaving his brother Nicholas his heir, 
this was made one of the knights of the Sath^zt the marriage of prince uirthur^iyxk . 
oi November 1501,

Joan his confort,who made this window in the year 149&, and the

He dyed the 13th of January the 19th of Henry VII. leaving John his heir 16 years 
old 5 Sir John was knighted by king Henry VIII. he had May the 28th the 3zd of 
Henry VIII. a grant of the vrloiy oi Neujtede wixh the manour of ^Pofikvick^ and 
rectory of the fame and all the clofes of tne priory, and conHnons in Ravenjhede^ and 
Kygell in the foreft, and all in Neivfiede^ ^apikticky and Lindby^ which has ever 
fince been the feat of this noble family, having before refided at Clayton. He was 
fteward of Marxhcftcr and Rockdally as alfo lieutenant of the foreft of Shirwood i 
he had iflue by his fecond lady four fons, Nicholas ^ Jokn^ and Anthony^ all which 
died without iflue 5 but the 4tn Sir ^.obn Syron^ knighted by queen Elizabeth^ '579* 
married Margaret daughter oifVilltam Fitz-WiUiamSy lord deputy of Ireland^ had 
iflue two fons, Sir John and Sir Nicholas Syrott. 

Sir ?3^/C 7/0 Z -4 J diftinguilhedhimfelf in the wars of the Low-Countries^ 
as alfo in the tiine of the rebellion againft king Charles the ift. in the battle oiEdge- 
hili,tm\ as colonel general oiCheJbire and Shrofjhire and governor ofC^(/?fr5 and my 
lord Clarendon gives him thecharaSer of aperfon of great affability and dexterity, 
as well as martial knowledge, which gave great life to the defigns of the well affeft- 
ed there, and with the encouragement of foine gentlemen of North-Wales^ in a /hort 
time raifed fuch a power of horfe and foot as made often skirmifhes with the enemy, 
fometimes with notable advantage, never with any fignal lofs. 1

THE other fon^ Tromas^ Geor^^fy Charles^ and Francisy ^11 died fingle except 
Ttcmasy who was knighted, and as my lord ClareKdon writes of him was a gfentleman 
of great courage and very good conduft j he commanded the prince of fVales^s rt- 
giment under the earl of Nior^tf/ff/ro// in the fight near Stafordy (where the earl 
wa^ killed) and charging with good execution on the enemy, received a /hot in the 
-thigh, whereby he was not able to keep the field. 

TO return to Sir Johiiy created lord Syron the'zift of K. James I.he was returned 
knight of the town of tfottingkamy as alio in the firft parliament called by king 
Charles I. at whofe coronation he was made knight of the Satb 5 the third of king 
Charles I. he was chofen one of the knigfhts of the county oiNottinghaniy and being 
one of the lords cf the bed-chamber to his majefty, and giving proofs of his courage 
and fidelity was made lieutenant of the tower of Z:'//./c;; in the year 1641, in the 
room oiitemas Lunsfordy removed on a complaint of the Houfe of Commons,but the 
Commons not fatisfied with this change,defiring a creature of theirown, ufed all their 
arts to remove Sir John hyrony they even carryedit fo far, after the king was remo- 
ved to //JW/;<?//-Cr//rr, as to caufe Sir y(?Aw to appear at the bar of their houfe, 
but his anfwers were fo full to all that was ask'd him that they could not but difmifs 
them, however, they fent again to the king and propofed Sit John Cor.ierSy as a man 
in- whom they could confide^ at lafl, notwithftandmg the lords difagreeing with 
them, " as well fo that the difpofal of the cuftody thereof was the king's peculiar 
" ri^ht and prerogrative, as likewife thathis majefty had committed the charge there- 
" of to Sir yc Aw '/J\' o;;aperfon of a very ancient family, honourable extraftion, 
*' good fortune, and as unblemi/hed a reputation as any gentleman in England.^^ 
Notwithftanding the king's repeated refufal, he was furprized, and Sir John 
himfelf drfi-ins^ to be freed from the aeony and vexation of that place, ^c. and con- 
fente ^ to pla'-e in his ftead Sir John Cmers. Sir John iyron had ferved in the 
Z<?Tt-C(?/a'fry war and the ftates committed to him the care of their ordinance and 
ammimition 5 he was a very ufeful officer to his majefty, on the breaking out of the 
rcbfeUion, he repaired with a pfooH boJy of men with arms and ammunition to the 
ftrirlard at Ntr//;;^/v?;;.s and brought a large fum of money to the king for fupply 
'dt S/^reivsLi.ry ^ (ioxr\ Nounr^/.ViW/Jjire hepzff'Qd ^'ixh fome troops to countenance 
the co^imiffiofi of array, and efpecially i t 0>.fordfiirey to fecure tKe univerfity from 
.the rebels, V. hen affeulted by the forces from ticrthampton^ whither marching to

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iheir reliefwith the iitmoft expedition, he loft his carriages and cabinet $ he afer- 
wards commanded the body ofteferve at the battle of JBdg^-billy and the vi:l:ory of 
Rourjd*u'ay'2)G^tn was chiefly owing to the bravery and conduftof Sir 7cJbn 'Byrorit 
who at the head of his res:iment charged Sit Arthur Hazlerig^s cuirafliers, and af- 
ter a fliarp conflift in which Sir Arthur received many wound?, that impenetrable 
regiment (as Clarendon has it) was routed and chafed on their other horfe, which in - 
half an hour were fo totally difperf^d, th^twere not one X)f them to befeen upon that • 
large and fpacious iDo^tw, every man ihifting for himfelf, with greater danger by * 
the precipices of th« hill than ne could have undergone by oppofing his purfuers. 

HE was 1642, the ill of Nb'z^/^^j/^^r with other toy alifts, made do£lor of the ci- 
vil law at 03c/br<i j x^^z Sepiimber 19, in the firft Neivbcrry fighx^ he warily- 
and valiantly led On the kiitg's horfe, which were fo far too hard for tne troops on the 
other fide that they routed therri in moft place*, till they had left the- major part of • 
their foot without any gosird at all of horfe. 

THE lord g^r(?« having given fuchjbfoof of his courage and military conduft, ^ 
and being otherwife a perfon of gfeat ability, and his fix valiant brothers alfo at 
tbnttime following his loyil example, he was in confideration thereof, advanced to ■ 
the degree and dignity ot a baron of this realm, by the title of lord ISyron of Roch- 
dale^incomitatufaKcaftriee with limitation of that honour, in default of iflue male 




mi 9 he was afterwards made field mar/hal general of all his majefty's forces in the 
co\xnt\Q%oiiybrC€ftery Cte]bireyZV[A. IJorth-VraUSi and on his* uncle*s, (governor of 
Chefer) Sir Nickclas ^yrorCs being taken prifoner^ he was governor o^ Cbejhry 
where upon the declining of the king's caufe he was befieged, the which he held out 
to the utmoft extremity, and then obtained the moft honourable terms of furrender, 
for himfelf and the whole garrifon that were given in En^land^ except thofe he af- 
terwards obtained at CaC' r.arvon^ after which he retired beyond fea. 

THE king made him governor of the duke of jTbrJt, and being at ^aris when 
his majefly was under confinement, he wa?f fent on importunities ivom Scot land ^ to 
get as many to declare in England in feveral places, as might diftraft the army and 
keep it from an entire engagement againft them, alfo to difpofe his old friends about 
C/^r//rr and 7^(?r//fc-/?^/r5 to appear as foon as might be, thereupon with the help of 
colonel Rcbirfony he prefently poflefs'd himfelf of the illand of Angltfcy and difpo- 
fed all J<!orth'Wales to be ready to declare as foon as the Scots /hould enter the king- 
dom 5 my lord Syren waited on the duke to^fuffils to vifit the duke of Lorrain^ as 
alfo when the duke vifited his fifter at the Hague^ and from thence returned with 
himto 'P^^/i 5 after this he accompanied the duke when he miJe a campaign under 
marlhal 7/^rfW/jf, and returning to *i^^r/i he died there in the year 165a without 
iflue. »^

MR. 5^hn Whhlock^ M. A. fon of Mr. Richard Whitlocky merchant of Zctidon^ 
of an ancient family, ftudied at Cambridge in Emanuel college, under Ralpb 
'Cud^'Ortb. He was befides his learning, remarkable for an unparallelM example 
^f intimacy and friendlhip between him and Mr. Reynolds,^ whicn begun at the uni^ 
Terfity, wnere they were chums and lafted upwards of 50 years. 

THEY travelled together they ftudied together, they lived together, they 
preached together, until death feparated them. They fixed together at Nottinf^bam 
165 1 5 Mr. lf%Wi)^*had theprefentationof the place from the then marquis oif 
iDorcbeftery and Mr. Reynolds was joined with him as leflurer : He had a good eftate 
of his own, and was ready to do good with it 5 he was very charitable to poor fcho- 
iars 5 he had one fon who fucceeded him in the diflentmir meeting-houfe, and a 
daughter 5 he died 2>ecemb(r the 4th 1708, aged 83. His funeral fermon was 
preached by Mr- Sarnt. 

H E publiriied a difcourfe of keeping ourfelves from our iniquities 5 two farewell 
fermons printed anno 1663, on Rev, 3. 3. he alfo publi/hed a fermon which be 
preached at the funeral oTjRt^w^w ^Pierepont^ Efqj and a ihort account of the life of 
nis endeared -friend. 

Mr. William Remolds^ M. A, born in Bjjixy October 28, 1625. went to Cam- 
bridge was under the tuition of Dr. IVbitckcoe in Emanujl college : Mr. Wbitlock 
and he were chamber-fellows, both defigned for the miniftry, where they contraft- 
ed fuch a friend/hip that they feemed but one foul in two bodies. However Mr, 
ii^ywoWj in compliance with- his father who fent him to Rufjia upon bufinefs, was 
with regret for foroe time diverted from the miniftry 5 he left England 1644, and 
in 1646 upon his father's death he returned again, he expected a good eftate but 
was difappointed and difcouraged 5 thereupon he was going to feia to purfue mer- 
chandife, out flopped by a falfe arreft, which was a happy providence, for the /hip 
he had agreed to go in, was never heard of more nor any of the paflengers. 

HE refumed his former ftudies and thoughts of the miniftry. At the latter end of 
that year, Mr, iVbitlock fettling at Leightvn in Sedfordjbire^ pe'rfuaded Mr. Rty- 
fiolds to come and live with him, which he did. From this time they never lived 
afunder till death, being ftill under -the fame roof (tho* keepiner diftincl toufes while 
Itoth were married) ftudy ing in the fame room and writing at thefame table. Not long 
after their living together, there was a vacancy at Okingham in Berkjhirey they two 
undertook to fupply both Leighton and thit place by turns j when Okir,^tam was 
fuppliedat the end of half a year, they afterwards did the fame betweenZ^/.,^/^;/ and 
^■w//rv, Anno 1649, they jointly rcfufed to take the ensragement, altho' they

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SiUe wai to pafs that came out of the impropriation of Ayhbury , at laft hy » means 
uathouffht ot, they removed both to Nottin^ibam : The Notfifjgbam carri^jr Mr. Jt- 
drii^s, Cookf wa« ufed to go in his way to London through Stony-Stratfrrd $ hoc the- 
way bei.^e'bad tnFiLru.ry 16^0, he left that road to ^0 by Jjiigbtofi^ where ke 
todcred, (which he never did befoie or after.) Hearing kt Dhe town tiiat two mini- 
fter^ lived there,' who were under diifcourifgepenty becaufe they had refufed the en- 
graorementy he vifited them and difcourfed with them, told them that St. Mary*s in. 
ilottin^ham wanted a fixed miaifter, and prefled them to cQme and preach there oc- 
cafionally \ which they told him they fome time or other in die tpproaching fum- 
mer mio:nr probably do. When Mr. Qiok came home to Nottiu^hdm^ he gaire sn 
account of what had paffeJ, and all in general that were told of it, were very defi- 
sous to hear the two minifters preach 9 and thereupon drew up an invitation xo them 
to come and fpend fome time in their town, in order to mutual tryal and acquaintance f 
it was figrned by Francis ^PierefOnty £fq^5 member of parliament for the town, and 
ieverai' Aldermen and principal inhabitants, and carried to LtigttQn by Mr. Sfencer^ 
one of the churchwardens of St. Mar^. At Ncttirigham they were unanimoufly 
approved of and fixed. In 165 1 they went up to London and were ordained at tb« 
daffis in j^ndreiv-tlnderpajt church. Dr. Manton being moderator. After which 
riiey returned to f/c/m/^/Ttf/^ and continued there in peace till 1662. In the latter, 
end of 1660, they we difturbed by indiftments for pot reading the CoiHtnon-Pniyer, 
and from the fpiritual-court, and Mr. Reynoids was excommunicated and put to great 
expence in journies to Tork and London upon that occafion. At laft he procured a 

5 rohibition, the proceedings 9^ainft him being direfUy contrary to the zQ, of in- 
emnity. In O^f^c^rr 1662, after being filenced, they and their families reoioved 
from Nottingkam to Cokvick-bafl, about a mile ofF, there thev were feiaed at their 
meeting in Sefumter 1663 5 they were again feized in jiugufi 166$ and imprifon* 
ed for about three months at the mar fhal's without any caufe afti^ned. When the 
5 mile aft took place they removed together to Therhook in 2)erLyJbkty where 
they lived z years, but frequently vifited their friends af Nottingham. In 1668 
tliey removed to Mansfield^ where they continued 19 years, in which time they were 
often at Nottingbaniy by turns officiating among their people* In March 1684-5, 

going as freeholders to Nenvark to an eleftxon of parliament men for the county, 
ley were feized andfent prifoners to Nottingham oy eight juftices upon the 5 mile 
aft, there they continued 'till yuly 1685, when upon the duke of Monmouth" s 
landinjr they with many others were fent prifoners to HuU. Upon the liberty given 
in 1687, they returned with their families to Nottingham in peace, there they con- 
tinued fellow-labourers 'till by a fever Mr. Reynolds was removed out of this life 
Februan 26, 1697-8 aged 73. Mr. Sarrct minifter of St. Jeter's preached his 
funeral fermon. He has printed nothing that is known but a funeral ferawn for the 
honourable Francis Tiercfpnti Efqj preached at St. Mary's in Nottingham^ 4ta* . 
1658. ,

themfelves in clofer order and leis circumference then others in ready ability for 
publick fervice, pay all publick charge? and impofitionsj draw commerce into their^ ' 
• country with profit unto the ftate bv importation and exportation, andfurnifh their own 
and all others neceffities with ufeful commodities. So fand many ways much more), 
-profitable is encourae^ed anl well governed induftry, wnich if difcourasred^ and de- 
nied order in the praflice, profecution and exercife thereof ; it fometimes has (and 
ever will) rooft certainly become a difadvantage, weakening, and impoveriihnnent 
to the common-wealth, and an advancement, ftrength, and enrichment of the ncigh- 
iours who. are, or may prove enemies. 

I N prevention whereof, all nations who live not in abfolute (lavery to their fove- 

-reigns, out enjoy a propricti^ in their eftates and goods, by claiming alfo aright of 
propriety in the fruits of their own endeavours (which was never yet denied but to 
the great prejudice of the contradiftors) have provided and do allow, that as they 

•feverally and fucceflively arrive to any aflured profit, tliey are included within their 
own territories and appropriated unto the particular defervers, with grants in perpe- 

vtuity of the regulation of affairs in trade, meerly as matter of power, or the immedi- 
ate miniftcrs thereof, unlefs for juftice againft infringers and invaders (»f fuch efta- 
bli/Kments as have been to that purpofe obtained. And it has been (and remaineth) ' , 

a great part of the felicity of Ergtand^ that by the grave advice and appropriation of 
the ftate, it abounds with mdulgend prefidents and provifions of this kind, to the great ' 

^encouragement and comfort both of prefent and future induftries. 

W H EH E B Y the petitioners are emboldened (now at length) to offer to your 
HighneiTcs confideration and grave judgement, the fulnefs of capacity they humbly 
conceive themfelves to have been-in, to receive the like grant of favour, truft, and 
proteftion, which many other companies have (upon fewer and lefs weighty induce- 
ments) obtained \ and whereof there is apparent neceflity, their trade being no lon- 
ger manageable by them, nor fecurable unto the profit of this cotnmon-wealth, with« 
. cut it. 

WHICH trade is properly Riled framework-knitting, bec^ufe itis direA anS 
©bfoliite knitwork in the ftitches thereof, nothing: different therein from the common 
way of knitting (not much more anciently for publick ufe praftifed in this nation 
than this) but only in the numbers of needles, at an inftant working in this, more than 
in the other by an hundred for one, fet in an engine or frame compofed ofabove 2006 
pieces of fmith, joyners and turners work, after fo artificial and exaft a manner, 
that by the iudiremem of all beholders, it far excels in the ingenuity, curiofity and 
fuhtiliy of the invention and contexture, all other frames or inftruments of manu- . 
failure in ufe in any known part of the M^orld. And for the skiH requifite to the ufe 
and manage thereof, it well deferves (without ufurpation asfome others impertinently 
have) thd titlesof myftery andart, by reafonof the great difficulty of learning, and 
length of time neceflfary, to attain a dextrous habit of right, true and exquiftte work- 
;i3p«nlhip therein, which has jreferved it hitherto (from the hands of foreigners) pe* 

xuliar 
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culi'artotKe B^g/{/5 nation, from whence it ha< extraftion, growth, and Breeding 
unto that-perfeftiaa it Is .low arrived at. Not only able to ferve your Highneffes do- 
minions with the commodities it mercantably worke?, b-Jt alfo the ncip-hbouring " 
countries round about, where it ha<? s:ained fo gOoA repute, that the vent thereof^ is 
nojv more foreign than domeftick, and has drawn covetou* eye«: upon it, to undermine 
it here and to tranfport it beyond the Sea?. Of whofe finifter workings to that perni- 
cious end, thefe petitioners (as moft interefted) ftandingr in the neareft fent, think 
th<imfelves in the common duty of well-a?e£led perfons to your Hifirhnefs and their 
country, (befides their own cafe of neceffity) bound to make addrefs unto the wif- 
dora, prote£lion and care of sour Highnefs(as their predeceflbrs in former times have 
done to the rulers of this nation) fpeedily to reftram and fupprefs all attempts, «D < 
Btiag fo great a detriment and inconveniency upon the common- wealth. 

Kowfo it island may it pie afe your Higlmefs. . 

T^H AT thetradeofframc-work-knitting was never known or praftifed either 
Here inEr^tandy or i^ any Other place in the world, before it was (above 50 years 
paft) inverted atid f(Wnd out by one fVlUiatn Lea of Cdlverton in the county of htot- 
tif/gbaWi prefix, who- by himfelf and fu<^hof his kindred and countrymen as he took un- 
to him forfervants praftifed the fame many years, fomewhat imperfeftly in compa- 
rifon of the exaflnefs it is fithence brought unto, by the endeavours of fome of thefe 
petitioners. Yet even in the mfartcy thereof, it gathered fufBcient eftimation of a 
Dufinefs of fo extraordinary a national profit and advantage, as to be invited over in- 
to /t^/.^y, upon allurements of great rewards, privilee:e and honour j not long before 
the foddain murther of the late iT^;7^AKing /ir«r)^ IV^ unfuccefsfully accepted by 
the laid Mr. Zftf, (^tthaf time ivamring due encouragement at home). And trani- 
porting himfe If with nine workman his fervants (with fome frames) unto Roan -^ 
there wrought to fo great »|fp!aBfe of the Prencbf that the trade was in all likelihood 
to have been fettled in that country for ever, had not the deceafe of the faid King 
difappointcd Mr. Zea.ofhh expefled grant of privilege, and the fncceeding trou- 
bles Mthat kingdom, delay'd his renew'dfnit to that purpofe, into difcontentment and 
death at 'Paris, leaving his workmen at Roan to provide for themfelves, feven of 
which retunved back ao:ain into England with their frame?, and here praftifed and 
improved their trade 5 uf*dcr whom, (or the mafter-workmen fince rifen under them) 
nioft of thefe petitioners had their breeding and fcrved their apprenti/hips. Of the 
other two which remained in Frarct only one ii yet fur riving : but fo tar /hort of 
theperfeftion ofhistrade (asit is ufedhere)that of him, or what can be done by 
him, or his means, thefe petitioners are in no apprebeniton of fear, nor have not been 
(fince then) endangered in foreign countries,by any that have ferved out their fuH time 
of apprenti/hip here. 

BUT near afboutthfat^ime a Venetian embafladorgaTo 500/. for a remnant of 
time of one Henr^Meady then an apprentice to this trade, and convey'd him with his 
frame from Lonaonto Venice, where altho* his work and the manner of it was for a 
while admired, and endeavoured to be imitated 5 yet as foon as neceffity of repara- 
tion of his fMwae i»d inftruments happened, for want of amficers experienced in fuch 

work.

work there, and of ability in him to direft them, the workprofpered not inMs mant- 
^ins: ; fo that (his bought time of fervice being expired) affeaion to his native coun- 
try b rought him home again into England. After his departure the Venetians grew 
disheartened, and imjfatient of making vain trials, they fent his difordered fi-ame 
•and fome of their own imitation to be fold inXcndon at very low valuation. 

AND witliin a few years afterwards the trade was greatly endangered by one 
\Abrabam Jonts^ who having by underhand courfes and infinuations (and not by fer- 
vitude as an apprentice) eorten both the my fiery and skillful praftjce thereof, did 
^contrary to the articles Urith the reft of the company that had taken fome jealous 
notice ofhim)pafshimfelf with fome more unto ^;7//?frJ^w, and there taking feme 
iDutcb unto him as fervants, ereSed frame?, and wrought forthe fpaceof two or three 
years, until the infeftion of the plague Ceized on him and his whole family and car- 
ried them all to the grave. His frames alfo (as things unprofitable to them that 
could not find out their right ufe without an able teacher) were fent to London for 
fale at flight rates. 

THESE prefervations and efcape^ of this trade from tranfplantation into fo- 
reign countries, thefepetnioners do wjth thankfulnefs acknowledge, and afcribe t6 
have been brought to pafs by the divine providence, limiting his bounties and admi- 
niftration whither he has been pleafed to direA them. For it may well feem mar- 
vellous in human judgement, how otherwife this trade fhould remain (nptwirhftand- 
ing all the covetous and envious attempts to the contrary praftifedfor the fpace of 40 
years, paft) an art peculiar to only this our nation : And to the nimble fpirits of the 
French^ the fertile wits of the Italian^ and the induftrious inclination of theibutcb^ a 
concealed myilery unto this day, 

T E T a continued negligence in prefumptioa thereu;^on, would ill befeem the 
receivers of fo many dainagelefs warnings,ana may foonprove of hard confequence unto 
thefc petitioners wnowithout intermiffion are environed with the like or greater dangers. 
For there are by other means than the way of apprentice/hip,fo many intruders crept into 
this trade, that ill work and ill ware is every where offered to fale ^ and the ignomi- 
ny and difpara^ement thereof, commonly imputed to the whole manufaftury, not with- 
out mixh lofs, hinderance and interruption of the true and allowableartifanr,and tend- 
ing to their utter impoverifhment who in continual workman/hip produce the beft, 
fineft, and moft appro vedly merchantable and ufeful wares evar fold and bought in 
the memory of men, otherwife the petitioners could not have driven their trade 
throusfh many oppofitions and difficulties, up unto the height it is now brouorht, and 
into fair expeftarion and open way of large increafe, if intrufion were barred, and 
tranfportationand teaching of the myftery unto foreigners reftrained, and none of 
this our nation, either artifan, apprentice or intruder, be permitted fo mifchivioufly 
to feek for gain. 

A S one here in Tofulon makes his profeflSon and cuftom to do 5 expofing himfelf 
« teacher ofrhi'^ srt and trade for any mconfiderable parcel of money, unto all man- 
ner of people v ithout uiftinftion, whether native or not, hitherto uncontroulably 5 
ror to mveio^Ie ana corrupt apprentices from their mafter«i, to difcover and teach unto 
ihem the wfiole tra.ie ; (and having gotten it) pretend upon fcruple of confcience ia 
matters of religion, or fome other occafion, to depart your Highneffes dominion"^, and 

fet 
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fet it up in pra£lice in a foreign country 5 as one not long: fiace h'^^Jone, whom ♦•' cfe 
petitioners are labouring all they may to reduce, and are not hopek h to find ^ c i- 
lent means to recover him back agfain time enough, if they receive encourar-^^u.at 
in this their humble fuit. Wherein they farther Ihew : 

THAT altho' this manufaflure maybe wrought in any other material that are 
ufually made up (or can poffibly be made up) into the form of knit-work : Yet hi it 
chofento be pradifed in Silk, the beft and richeftof all others in ufe and wearinqr, 
and moft crediting the artifans, and of greateft advantage unto this State and Com- 
monwealth, yielding feveral payments to the ufe of the ftate before it pafles out of 
the hands of the tracers therein, and fncreafiner merchandife bv both the ways of 
importation and exportation of the felf- fame material, importea raw at cheap rare?, 
exported ready wrought at the utmoft extent of value 5 fo that the diftance of thofe 
valuations is totally clear gain to this Commonwealth, and efteemed upwards of fix 
parts in feven of the whole quantity of this material in the higheft value thereof, 
wrought up by this manufafture 5 which has vindicated that old proverbial afperfion; 
— — Tteftr anger buys cftke Engliihman tte cafe of the Fox for a groat y and fells 
kifntbetailagainforaJbiUing. And mav now invert and retort upon them: — 
75!?^ Englifhman buysjilk of the ftr anger for twenty marksy and fells him the fame a- 
gain for one hundred pounds. 

THAT this trade encourages and fetson work other artificers alfo ; as fmith's, 
joyners and turneis, for the making erefting and repairingof frames, and other ne- 
ceflary inftruments thereunto belonging, and has bred up many excellent workmen 
among them for farther publick fervice. 

THAT the artifans of this trade, do moreover employ a multitude of hands be- 
fides their own about the preparation and fini/hing of the materials and ware they 
work : On which do compleatly fubfift and thrive : The winders, throwers, fizers, 
f^amersand trimmers thereof: And alfo the needlemakers totally depend thereon. 

THAT altho' thefe petitioners feem in the «yes of the world, to be at prefent 
tinder a cloud and every moment ready to be undone by intruders and foreigners, fo 
that many people fear and forbear to bind their children apprentices unto a trade of 
fuch inftant hazard and irregularity, until a fettlenwnt thereof, under a corporation 
to the great retarding an increafe of able artifans, who are therefore but few in num- 
ber, in comparifon of tlie knitters the way common to other nations 5 yet do they 
fubfift by the labours in a more fubftantial and ferviceable degree to the Common- 
wealth disburthening it of many poorjof both fexes. Whereas that common tedious way 
multiplies needy perfons here, rather becaufe the people of other nations, outworfc 
thofe of this therein, than by any hinderance they receive from the beft artifans of 
this manufaftury that bend their endeavours all they can to the foreign vent in gene- 
ral, as well as, m their own particulars moft profitable to this nation, leaving the home 
fale in great part to the common knitters, unmterupted, unlefs by the intruders into 
this art, whofe multiplications (if not reftrained) will be equally' as pernicious and dc- 
ftruftive unto them as unto the petitioners J who only (and not the common- knitters) 
have /hewed unto this Commonwealth, that it is able abundantly to ferve itfelf and 
ukra with all commodities of knit-^ork, as ftockings, calceooas; waiftc^oats, and 
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many other thingf^^, without the help, or rather inconveniencj it formerly hsd of im« 
porcation of the fame in quantities ready wrought from foreign parts. 

T H \ T this trade is in no kind impertinent or damageable to the Common- 
wealth, nor driven in trifling, bafe and unneceflary ftuff or ware, feeingr all the 
world (where habits are worn) is in general and permanent ufe thereof : But to the 
contrary, it works on the principal of fluff?, and makes commodious and decent ware 
for the coyer of the whole body of men, perpetually unchangeable in the fa/hion, 
endeavouring (as much as in the artifan lies) to found an unexhauftible mine within 
this nation already prepared to become, (if it /hall pleafe your Highnefs to eftablifh 
it) henceforth the place of fole refort, as to a fpccial mart, of the rich and ftaple 
commodities wrougrht by this manufafture, for the general fervice of all the great, 
honourable and better forts of inhabitants of the whole communicable world. 

T H A T the petitioners have made a large and competent probation of the wonh 
of this manufacture in itfelf, and merit thereof to the Common-wealth, (for the pro- 
portion of its growth) far exceeding any other tha: trades with foreigners in tneir 
own materials, extrafling from them (to the ufe of this Commonwealth,and the main- 
tainance of the people of this land, at foreign charge) upwards of fourfcore in every 
hundred de claro ot the whole value now, or that may be hereafter, upon a regular 
way of trading, dealt in, and defraying out of the other parcel of the hundred, being 
lefs then twenty current, all cuftoms, impofts, and freight?, both homeward and out- 
wards, and alfo referving the remainder of the twenty, to the manage 
of the merchant for as much uawrouffht material. Which eighty, in quick paflages 
and returns of home trade, (by the way twice accounted for unto the officers of ex- 
cife) fuddenlj and infenfibly diffufes and difperfes itfelf through very many hands, 
cither totally maintJiining, or other wife adding to the fubiiftences of many other 
feverally (in part) before enumerated trades and profeffiom, befides thismanufafture, 
the prime wheel, gathering only thereby an ordinary ability, to make the reft move : 
viz. merchants, owners of Inips, hollers, dyers, winders, throwfters, fizers, feamerr, 
trimmers, wire-drawers, needle-makers, fmithsjjoyners, turners, with many other 
affiftants, all having their fafficient contents and inablements to live out of the clear 
produft of the foreign vent, raifed and furnifhed by the labours of the petirioners 
and their fervants ; who have voluntarily among themfelves kept order in their rra- 
dinp^, accordingr to the duty of probationers (hitherto) without making any req^eft 
unto the ftate for particular countenance and proteflion, until they found themfelves 
now rifen into a number not incapable of incorporation ^ and their trade into foreign 
parts of fo gfreat and growing increafe (were the momentary dangers of utter roin, 
for want of regulating power diverted) that it may weft be efteemed the moft im- 
proveable way of benefit and advantage of this kind, apparent to this pre f em a^e, 
and (within fome late hundreds of years pafl) offered unto this nation, and prefcnted 
unto the ftate, (as this now is unto your Highnef";) for an inclofure within the boun- 
dary of its native foil, where it may receive its proper husbandry. 

THAT if thefe petitioners had no other inducement to offer, but what every 
other trade which is (common alfo to foreigners) in fear to be over-wrought anil out- 
fold by them, ha«j heretofore preftnted, as motives, and means to obtain charters and 
privileges, and confequsnt provifions b^ ftatute, upon reafons drawn from conveni* 
cncies accrewing by civil education of fome youth of the land, employment of i.ile 
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perfons, ferving this Commonwealth uirh commodities tetter wrouglit he|:e, than 
^ofe tranfported hither from beyond the fea% and maintaining many of our p^opleat 
hoira^ with the fame money which foreigners did get away from hence for the m^in- 
.tenance of theirs : Yet might the petitio icrs (in confidence of the right cjf .ful)J$£l») 
Jue for power fubordinately (according to the laws and conftiti^tions.of this la- i) ^^ 
jegulate their own endeavours in a company and frarcrnity among themfelvLS.* Lut 
thefe petitioners ftand not in the fanje fqle capacity, that the pin-maker«, and others 
did, at the times of their incorporations. Por thefe have (adaitionally theXieijntp) an 
higher nnerit towards the Coqfimon-weahh, who's intereft in all the tore hientipned 
extraordinary advantages and benefits, and in the .further ufes of thciqi is annexed un- 
to the profperity of this manufafture, and )vholly depending thereon. Jnfomuch ^fhat 
the petitioners (in their hymble fuit) do plead unto your^ighnc^fs, a ^general c'^uf^ 
of the Comnnonwealth in grols, for an iq^imable. concernment to all pofte^ity, and 
crave in their own to be but barely to be preferved, as their tawful endes^voi«sihav^ 
oualified them, the temporary inftruments and fcrvitours to that public ufe. Which 
they may reafonably hope, fhall not now (firft of all forts of men, ever petitioning 
femblable favour) begin to be.refufeil unto them, who have not been wanti-iff to the 
Common- wealth in the mainferyice thereoF, during its late extremities o£ daagrer, 
but have all been faithful to their country in every tning according to their utmoft 
abilities, and have many of them undergone much lofs of worldly goods ^^'^ fttil of 
life, by and againfl the common enemy, and fome of them continue in military office 
to this day. . 

A N B feeing the itti'ftref&^f.knowJ«gie,,j6Xperience, has taught that the fole pro- 
prietary of a generally defired commodity, has a mailer key to command the loci oi 
trading 5 which wholoever can pjudently manage, has no fmall maAery ov^r the 
wealth of the univerfe 5 and feeing that this art of frame- work- knitting here in £ti^ 
land fas ^rintinj[^ formerly in Germany out-wrought all the manual writers in the 
world)4s likewife able to out-work all the common-knitters among all nations, and 
make the commodity (without divulging of the myflery) generally defirable and 
entertained (as that other was here) with grace and privilege of importation (by prc^ 
-vifion of flatute, lit of Ricbard III. cap. 9.) and feeing this is much more capable 
of fecreting, than that, by reafon of the great difficulty to attain this with long prac- 
tice, and the facility of the other to be conceived at firfl fight. This arifing in an 
entire dominion,and that other in a region full of divided principalities. This is endued 
with a quality retentive, to continue for many ages, if not ever, (altho^ the other 
could not fo in Germany) a peculiar in propriety unto this nation of Fnglatd. 
Therefore it is fit to be owned as a native (by the hand of your Highnefs) eftabli/h- 
ed in the rank, and as the nonpareil of handicrafts, to be taken into your poflefiioh 
inclufively within your power of command and fpecial proteftion, who is herein not 
flightly concerned, becaufe intrufted to husband the Common-wealth, and is the bal^ 
lance ofreafontodiftinguini between the allegations and aims of good and badpatriot5^. 
Some ftriving to fcatter abroad (about all the earth) that harveft, whereof others de- 
fire ihQ ftoring^ in a magazin 5 and fome urging the fame exploded clamours againft 
the life of engines in trading, which the file and hammer workers of a fingle pin 
did heretofore, to divert or retard the privileging the company of pin-makers, in 
oppofitionto thofe that now fue and refer themfelves to be conhJered according to 
dilcretion at home, for what they might write their own conditions every where a- 
inroad^ if pi«ty to their native country, as ftrongly reflrained notthem, as they im^ 
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plore the coercive power of your Higrhnefs to reftrain their ill ^viUers from unr^- 
Tellinfirthe entraik of the Common-wealth, and p^ivinor or yielding opportunity unto 
ftranversj to rather them up, an.i make that common to all the worl J, which is na- 
t irally oarticular in fole propriety to this nation, and prepared for the managrement 
o*your Hi^hnefs in fuch manner, as in your Hiphnefs*s wifdom and firreat favour 
iliafl be thoujo^ht expedient for the beft advantage of this Common-wealth, ever ia 
thrivinfif condition andflouriniin? by exportation of commodities, as well artificially 
as naturally appropriated unto this ifland not unknown to your Highnefs to have fuf- 
fered fome late decay in the main fupport of its foreign trading:, which may receive 
a firreat fupply and increafe by means of ^ood encoura^^ement of this manufafhire, 
only in prelentneceffity of the like proteftion and privileges, that have been grant- 
ed, connrmed, and are enjoyed by many others, tho of foreign invention and ufe, 
and never in poilibility of becoming, as this is folely from hence impartable unto alt 
•ther nations :

Council attending his Majejiy at York, tears date the lyk 
of June 1642. 

'To Gttr much hmourcd Friends Sir Thomas Hutchinson, Knight^ 
andKohEV^r S\}rns>^yE/q\ Kmshts of the Shire for the Coumy of 
Nottingham. 

Gentlemen, • 

FINDING to our great grief (by divers printed declarations) tbe tmhappy 
differences betwixt his Majefty and his Parliament and from thence apprehend- 
ing great fear of farther diftraflions, we have thought fit to impartour hearts free- 
ly unto you, as men chofen by us and intnifted for us to reprefent us and our defires 
in your nonourable houfe of Commons : Where in the ift place, upon aB occafions we 
defire you to tender the acknowledgement of our humble and hearty thanks for the 
many good laws which by their care and wifdom together with his Majefty's grace 
and favour have been obt^ned for us both for the fecuring us in the point of our 
property^ end alfo for the freeing us from the unlimited power of arbitrary govern- 
ment: And herein his Majefty naving concurred with you in all that we could ex- 
peft or can defire both for our perfons and eftates, and at fcveral times promifed to 
join with his parliament for the reforming and reducing both the doftrine and dif- 
cipline ofthe church to the beftand pureft times fince the reformation 5 and if this 
•were done, what others would.expeft we know not, we defire no more. 

AND now we cannot but ftand amazed to fee the King, the Lords and Common* 
agree in all that we can think neceflfary for reformation and for fecuring us hereafter 
-to be governed according to the good laws of the land in force, and yet fuch great 
-.diftraftion amona:ftthofe three eftates. 

'Vi E heard long fince reports and faw printed pf» ers ofthe great dangers of pa-

pift?, and that even in our own country, but believe there was no truth nor ground o£ 
any /uch. 

WE heard gtszt nimour of a foraigne force from France and 2)eKmark 5 but thanks 
be to God we fee no fuch danger : And yet under thefe pretences, there is great 
preparationof putting us in a poflure of defence and a great nccefl\ty pretended of 
fettling the -^/f//Vi^^ : But we fee more caufe to fear the remedy, than the difeafe, 
for this pofture (as you call it) of defence does carry a face of war with it, even a- 
mong ourfelves, and concerning it, we are diftracled with contrary commands. The 
I;Ioufe of Parliament command one thing, the King forbids that command, and we are 
at a ftand and yet we are ever ready to vield obedience to all the known laws of 
the land, and we have ever been taiiorht, that all thofe laws made in parliament con- 
fift of three cftates, the Common?, Lords and Kin?, and we think it oangerouj to un- 
tu'ift that triple cord 5 and we hold it our greatcit privilege that the Kin^ and Lords, 
whom we have heard fome time in council joined could not make a law to bindmWithout 
our confent in parliament, and by the fame reafon, we cannot cxpe6l th^t the Conul)ons 
with the Lords ftiould make a law or ordinance of the force of a law to bind without 
the King, efpecially againft the King. And as we do not yield any aft of obedience 
to the King's command fimply btit as it i? warranted by law, made by bis a^ithority 
with the confent of both Houie?, fo we /liall not conceive ourfelves bounci to obey one 
or both Houfes without the King, but in fuch things as are. according to the knowa 
laws of the land. 

WHEN the King by his writ gave us power to chufe^ jot it was to treat de qui- 
bi^fdnm arduiisy f£c: \\q never conceived your only ^otes ihould be our l»w, nor con- 
ceive J we had fuch a power to confer upoii you, and we re<iuire you. not t6 cosfent to 
lay any fuch commana upon u.% nor to engage us in a civil war for the maintenance 
of fuch votes, under colour of priviledges againft our lawful King, to. whom many of 
us by the appointment of the law have taken the oath of fupremacy, and ^ilegialice', XP 
which all or us are bound.. And befide, we have at the command of both Hovfes 
taken the late proteftatfoin, wherein we have vowe4 ta maintain the doftrin^ of the 
church of -E«gA7A7/f, his Majeily's royal perfon, honour and c/late, the priyiledges of 
Parliament and the liberties of the fubjeft : Andu^^ ihall endeavour to maintain eve* 
ry part and claufe thereof refpeftively with our lives and fortunes. And we conceive 
our beft direftiotis therein to be the known laws *^h<5 maiAtenance whereof we ac- 
count our liberty and defence. And we accaui.ttbe fureiVway to enjoy the benefit 
of thefe laws, is to join and comply with his Majeily, under whofe prote^ion next uH* 
der God we can only hope to enjoy the benefit thereof 5 efpecially his Majefty ha- 
ving fince this parliament, joined in the making as good laws as ever any King has 
done, and made fo gracious promifes of Jiis future government according to the laws, 
and given abundant fatisfafljon for fome unhappy accidents in his paft governmenr, 
.-riiatW conceive gfreat caufe to return him cheerful thankfulnefs for thefe laws, and 
to yield him faithful obedience, and to confide in him for the future. 

T H I S is the clear expreflion of our hearts, this is that we defire you to confent 
in for us. And we /hall heartily pray that we might be an example to many others 
to make the like expreflions. And thej» we /hould not douj^t but this would bring a 
rifi:htunderftanding betwixt the Kipg'and his people, and take away all fears and 
jeloufics, and fettle a firm peace amongft us. 

y( E 
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W E /hould gladly and with all humility have petition«i your honourable Houfe, 
but ftill to this purpole. And we underftand fome countries havexione fo v.rhjch has 
been difp4ea(ing unto them becaufe contrary to their fenfe ^ and we perhaps through 
ignorance might fjfU into the fame errour. Yet we hope it will not be difpleafing 
unto you, that we give you our fenfe freely, for you are us, and «we hope you will not 
be unwilling to follow our fenfe, fo far as you conceive it to be the fenfe of your coun- 
• ty-whofe you are and for whom you ferve. And fo we reft your very loving frientb

rri RUSTY and well beloved, we greet yoirwell. 

WHEREAS all our fubjefts of the kindome of England »nd dominion of 
11^/^5, are both by their allegiance an3 the a6l of pacification, bound to refill and 
fupprefs all fuch our fubjefts of Scotland as have in a hoftile manner already entered 
or ihall hereafter enter into the kingdom. 

A N D by law, your perfonal fervice, attended in a warlike manner for the refif- 
tance of this invafion, may be required by us, which we defire to fpare,chufing rather 
to invite your alliftance in a free and voluntary expreflion of your affc6lion to our 
fervice and the fafety of the kingdom. ^ 

AND whereas the members of both Houfes of Parliament aflembled at O^cford 
have taken into their confideration the neceffity of fupportinjg our army for the de- 
fence of us and our people againft this invafion, ana for the prefervation of reli- 
prion, laws and liberties of this kingdome, and thereupon have agreed upon thefpee- 
dy raifing of the fum of one hundred thoufand pounds by loanfrom particular perions, 
towards the which themfelves have advanced a very confiderable ]^roportion and by 
their examples hope, that our well afFeded fubjefts throughout the kmgdome will in a 
fhort time make up the remainder, whereby we /hall not only be enabled to pay and 
recruit our army but likewife be enabled to put our armies in fuch a condition as our 
fubjefts /hall not fuffer by free quarters or the unrulinefs of our fouldiers, which .is 
now in prefent agitation, and will (we no way doubt, by the advice of the members 
of both Houfes aflembled) be fpeedily effefled. 

W E do towards fo good a worke, by the approbation and advice of the fayd mem- 
bers of both Houfes here aflembled denre you forthwith to lend us the fum of twenty 
pcundt or the value thereof in plate, touched plate at five /hillings, untouched plate 
at four /hillings and four- pence p. ounce and to pay or deliver the fame within {even 
daysafterthereceipt hereof to the hands of the high /herifFof that our county, or to 
fuch whom we /hall appoint to receive the fame, (upon his acquittances for the re- 
ceipt thereof) who is forthwith to return and pay the fame at Corpus Chrifti college 
in Oxford to the hands of the earl olSatby the lord Seymour ^ Mr. John j4foburnbamy. 
and Mr. Jobn Fettiplace^ or any of them, who are appointed treafurers for receiving 
and ifluing thereof by^ the faid members (by whofe order only the faid money is to

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ADefcription of //j^ ST OCKI N G-FR A M E. 

HAVING before (in number jOgi^^n the reader an account of that profi- 
table branch of the woollen, cotton an J filk manufafture, the Fram€'''XQrk* 
Knitfifi^^ of which the county o( Nottinj^bam juftly clainas the firft beginning : —— . 
The curious may perhaps expfcft a defcription of the InftrumerJt with which fo much 
curious work is performed. Not only becaufe it is the fole uncontefted Eu^lijh in- 
vention, beinpf contrived both by an englilhman and at his own native fpot 5 becanfe 
it has never yet (as far as I could learn) been attempted by any body. Whether by 
reafon of irs being grown fo familiar amongft us it has been overlooked by fome, or 
whether the variety of its conftituent parts and the difficulty of examining narrowly 
into the nfes of each individual has deterred others from fuch a task, I do not pretcnl 
to determine* 

T O oblige therefore the inquifitive, I will here defcribe this curious machine to 
the bed of my power, and alfo as intelligibly as I can, the manner after which the 
work is performed. 

THIS invention feems to be a compound of weaving and knitting, and its analo- 
gy to the loom appears not only in the ufe of treddles and flay ^ but th6 flur-box 
which moves from fide to fide has no obscure affinity with the /huttle, befides that 
the work like the web in the loom fhews the wrong fide upwards. 

T H E ufe of needles and the forming of loops exyfllv the fame as are madenith 
the common knitting-needles befpeaks it knitting witn this difference ; that in 
knitting by hand but one ititch or loop is ma'de at a time, whilft by this ingenious 
contrivance a whole courfe of the fitted goods may be wrought in lels time than tbei 
fwifteft common knitter can make twenty loops.

THE conflituent parts of the ftocking-frame may fitly be divided I. into thofe 
of the frame itfelf ana II. into fuch as belong to the woodwork of the frame.

The (lur-movement is put in aflion by the workman's preiSng down either of 
the fide treddles, which brings the flur-box to one fide or the other by which mo- 
tion the jack-finkers are brought down upon the falling-bar, 
2d. The locker-movement is done by the workman's preffing the lower part of the 
thumb plates with his thumbs backwards, this forces the lockers up^/ards and 
mak^es jfhe locker-bar bear down the jacks into their plaqs.. This monon is alter- 
nate with the foregtiing, for whilft that brings the finker down, this rarfes them 
again, 
3d. The carriage-movement, this has a double motion, an horizontal one by the 
workman's taking hold of the two round -ends of the hand-bar fo that the backs of 
his hands axe towards the ground and pulling the frame forwards, and a verticaf 
motion by taking hold as before, and pulling the frame downwards, and this move^ 
ment has the greateft ihare in working a courfe. 
4th. The pre ffer- movement is performed by the workman's bearing down the mid- 
dle treddle, this makes the prefler-bows to bend, which motion brings the prefler- 
bar upon the beards of the needles, and makes the ends of the beards dip into the 
eyes of the needles. By thefe four movement the work is performed thus, 
-I N the firft place the workmen takes a proper length of filkor worfted,&c. thread, 
the which ne doubles and puts the loop-made by doubling upon the e^tream needle, 
thence he carries his double thread over three or more needles according to the 
work>, and turning it round upon the laft needle of the three he goes forward paf- 
iing it over the two next, then he turns it round the jart and paffes over two more 
*'nd fo on till he is gone through all the peedles, atil. this method forms the welt, 
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
